THE ADMINISTRATION REPORT FOR LOWER BURMA 

FOR THE YEAR 1885-86. 


In this roport, as in tlie reports of previous years, rupees have boon con- 

verted into pounds sterling at tlio cunvontiomU rate of 
Its. 10 per pound. TJio record of pohco, judicial, 
jail, sanitary, au<l railwav admiui'.tratiou is that of the caloudar year J886, in 
other cases the year of report is the oflieial year ending the 31st Mareli 1880. 
Reference i.s occasionally made in this sumni iry to matterH of intorest which 
hapiicned between the close of the jear of rejiort and the date of writing. Upper 
litiriiia atfiurs are <^^aIt with in a sofiaraie portion of tho report. Detaihd refer* 
eueeis not made to them in the portion d»almg with Lower Uurma except m tho 
chapters on the I’ost Ollicc ami 'I'elcgraphs, whiah un* uiiministored by tho s am e 
departnuntal anthoiHies m Lower and Upper Burma. 


2. Tho proMiico was liomnired duiing tho year by a visit Irom IBs Kxcel-

lencj, uecompiuued by Lady Dufferui, by the (Join- 
mauder-iU't’hief. and by the H ime and Foreign Seerefaries, armed in llangoon 
on tho tub Fibruary, win re he was received by the prim-i pal- official and non. 
official residents of Rang ton. IBs Hwlleney left for Mandalay on the Hlh and 
reiurnidto Rangotm on the 22nd. On tin- 2;hd the Yiccioj laid the foiimlatiou- 
atone of the new (’athedr.il for Rangotm, witnessed an evhihitioii ofnationai sporta 
in Dalhonsic park, ami held a hvee. lie aL<) nceiviMl a deputation from tho 
Tiliamher of 0<immerce, which pres<-nted a memorial silting forth tho views of 
tho commercial cominmnty of Hangowii on various matters eonneeled with the 
administratittn of the province. On the 21ih a Uurhar was held, and moniorialB 
were presented by ^ arums persons and public hod)e>». In* the ivenmg a Ball, 
given under tho auspices of the lV*ecpliou (’ohimilfie, was held in the flipon

3. Only two Acts applying exclusively to Burma wire passed hy tho Im- 
perial Legislature during the y ear. Tho first of theso 
Acts amended an error in the Municipal Act of 1884* 

the second made somo minor alterations in tho lawr regulating the .ludieiat Courts 
of the province. The object of tho alterations was to rehevo tlie Recorder of 
Rangoon of a portion of his work, which had become too heavy for a single Judge 
to perform. 

4. The strength of the Police Force in 1885 was 7,281 men and its cost to 

provincial revenues £177,854. Resignations, dismis- 
sals, and punishments were rarer and rewards more 
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frequent than in the previous year. But police administration of 1985, when 
judged by results, was not successful. . Obii^p^t on the war with the Eii^ dl 
Ava the yeibr was marked by a conBidct||i3^increaBe in crime of a serious 
character. The crimes of murder, dacoity, robbery, honsp-breaking, and cattle* 
theft were all more frequent than in the previous year, and towards the end of 
December portions of the Bbwegyin and Pegu districts were liarried by consider* 
able gangs ofi'marauders in open revolt against the Government. Violent crime, 
technically so called, increased by 10 per cent, and was more prevalent than in 
1885 in all the largo districts of tlie province except Rangoon, Pegu, and Hen* 
zada. The freedom from crime which Rangoon enjo 3 ’ed during the year was one 
of the few satisfactory features of the year’s work. Petty crime .increased, 
but the value of property shden diminished very considerably, the figures being 
for 1885 l'7y,573 and for 1884 X'103,01G. There was a trifling improvement 
in d(!tection during the yem. , The percentage of cases convicted to cases reported 
rose from 50 to 63, of persons convicted to persons arrested from 61 to 62. Since 
the close of the year under report ra<hcal changes have been introduced into the 
organization of thg force. The failure of the police, as it existed up to the end 
of 1886, to deal with the disturbances which have prevailed during 1886 showed 
the necessity of such a reorganization. Accordingly tbe Indian element has been 
largely inurcased, the pay of the force has been raised, and training schools have 
been established. The object of these changes is to improve the personnel of the 
force, and to render it fit to cope not only with crime of an ordinary character, 
but also W’ith any possible outbreaks of quasi -rebellion such as Ime marked the 
year 1886. In future the Rurman portion of the force will he used principally fur 
detective purposos, whMo the Indian portion will be availahle for duties in which 
courage and discipline are indispensable. * 

6. The work of tlio Criminal Courts increased considcrahlv, 7,412 more

before the Courts of the jirovmco than iu the previ- 
ous year. The principal increases were in i>etty cases and in cases under the pre- 
ventive law. The number of persons called upon to give security to be of good 
behaviour iuereased from 2,176 to 4,164, the percentage of convictions from 67 to 
73. The total number of persons brought before the Courts was 67,145. Of these 
88,264, or 57 per cent., were convicted, 26,158, or 88‘U6 jicr cent., were acquitted 
or discharged. Criminal work was despatched with reasonable celerity and tbe 
average detention of witnesses was slightly shorter than iu the previous year. 
The hulk of the criminal work of the province was, as usual, performed by the 
subordinate stipendiary magistracy, who tried 47,260 of the 67,145 persons 
brought to trial. Four thousand aud thirteen persons were tried by District 
Magistrates and 15,842 by Bouclies of Honorary Magistrates. Important changes, 
the object of which was siraplifleation of procedure, were introduced during tlie 
year in the procedure of Benches of Honorary Magistrate. Tlie number of 
persons tried by Honorary Magistrates was more tliau double tbe number so tried 
in the previous year. The bulk of tlie punishments inflicted consisted of rigorons 
imprisonment and fine. Niue Uiousaud three hundred and sixty-six persona 
auifered the former, 26,389 the latter punishment ; 1,764 persons were sentenced 
to whipping. The results of criminal work, Judged by the statistics of punishment, 
were more satisfactory than those of tbe previous year. Whipping was more 
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freqQentl; inBioted. sentonoes iftrms of imprisonment for » few days oxdy 
deoroaaed, and there was an improvement in the realization of ftnes^ 
thonsand nine hundred and iifty«flve persons appealed daring the year, 9G4 or 84 
per cent, of whom were successfal. These resnlts were slightly more Ratisfisotpry 
th en those*of the last two years, in which* the percentage of successfal apprilaals 
araSt io 18S4, 29 and, in 188S, 26. 


6. The jail population of the province increased from 18,149 in 1884 to 

21,158 liin 1886. Of the latter number 15,101 were 
convicts, 5,181 were under-trial, and 871 wore civil 
prisoners. In consequence of the large increase in the number of convicts t^e 
population of most of the jails of the province exceeded the nominal accommodation 
during portions of the year. The snrpins population was genei ally lioused in work- 
sheds or in |rtil Ijospitals. Overcrowding does not seem tu have had a bad ctfeot on 
the health of t!jc prisoners, as the health of Ihose jails in which population inost 
largely exceeded the noniitml acQ«>minodiition was comparatively good. The num- 
ber of “ habitnul.s ” admitted increased from 002 to 1,0()2. The rules dirf-cting 
the segregation of prisoners of this class and their omployraunfc oti the hardest 
kinds of labour were carefully observed. Disci ['line w as w«'ll maintained during the 
year. Kscapes wc'r^few and unimportant, the number of offences committed de- 
creased, and there was a cnrresphnditsg diminution in the number of punishments 
inflicted. AVliipping was resorted to 4H8 tintes as ggainst 009 times in 1884. Tho 
pumshment of forfeiture of marks was inflicted less frequently than in tho previ- 
Otts year, and the number of prisoners released who had gained remission by marka 
increased considerably. The cost of jail-maintenanco decreased from t'45,777 to 
i*41, 807, the average cost for each prisoner from iIO-10-8 vO t'O-l-dJ. The de- 
crease in Cost was (hw' partly Ir gieatdr ch<'ai»nesH of food, partly to the partial 
substitution of dul for meat in the dietaries of certain jails, a change which 
appears to have had a good effect on the general health of tho prisoners. Tho 
net cash earnings (ff jails increasttd from t'15,H5fl to X'H»,859. The largest proJits 
were realized in the Moulmein and Dassem .fails. 'J'hc health of the jail popu- 
lation deteriorated during. the year. 'I'he ratio of daily average sick increased from 
36*9 to 38*28, the ratio of deaths from .*J0’O(5 tfi 42 78 jicr millc. Tho abnormal 
'unhealthinosBoftbejail population appears to have boon mainly due to the unusu- 
ally large unmhef of sickly prisoners sentenced to short terms of irn|>risaninent 
who were admitted during the year. There wore swore tmthroaks of cholera in 
the Basflcin and Tonngoo Jails. In the former jail 32 prisoners die«i, in the latter 
12. The progress of the epidemic was arrosk’d in botlj jails by the tfimporary 
removal of the prisoners into camp. The Ilefonnatory at Daungd^ was efficiently 
managed during the year. 


7. Civil litigation in Burma, outside Bangoon, is practically stationary. 
cirU jwtwe. • * numbcr of suits instituted daring 1885 was 

smaller than the number institukd in tho previous 
year, but slightly exceeded the average of the last 6 vc years. There was an increase 
in the number of snits on written and unwritten contract, and a decrease in tho 
number of suits for mOtaey had and recei W, fur goods sold, and for damages. Tho 
Taluo of suits instituted rose from X'376,611 to 4:482,550. The manner of disposal 
of snits varied but little from the notanner of disposal in prerloos lears. About 60 
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per oesf;. were diepoee^ of withotrt, ebdnt 84 pet etsA. with contest. 
duration of contested cases was in Bangoon fk days, dsewhere 24 days ; of^OMoa. 
tested cases in Bangoon 29, elsewhere 14 days. Of 11,012 applieatioiur &r 
execntions of decree made during the year 4,642 were wholly unfmetaons, 6,696 
were satisfied in whole or in part. I%e number of debtors impri8oned«daring the 
year was considerably less tlian the number imprisoned in the two prerious years. 
The statistics of appeals were almost identical with those of 1884. The total 
receipts of ail Courts of the province daring the year were iE54,181, the total 
expenditure was £67,094. The question of the re-organization of the superior 
Courts of the province was under consideration, but was not finally settled, during 
the year. A Bill for the creation of a Chief Court in Burma, whicli it is hoped 
will shortly become law, is now before the Legislature. The Bill provides for the 
appointment of at least three Judges, of whom one will be a Recorder, another a 
Judicial Commissioner, and the third either a Recorder or a' Judicial Commis- 
sioner as circumstances may require. Bower is taken in the Bill to increase the 
number of Judges if necessary. 


MnuicipaL 


8. The disturbance to trade, which was caused by the political complications

business. Twenty-five new sub-registration offices 
were opened, but the number of documents registdred decreased from 0,498 in tlie 
previous year to 8,919 in 1886-86. T^e total value of property affected by regis- 
tration was £1,608,822. Receipts from registration amounted to £2,468, expendi- 
ture to £1,338. Numerous and careful inspections of subordinate offices were 
carried out by the Inspector-General during the year. It is believed that these 
inspections have had'a salutary effect in improving the quality of the registration 
work performed in subordinate offices. 

9. Municipal administration made good progress daring the year. There 

is reason to believe that .the aversion to local self. 
government, which formerly prevailed to a consider- 
able extent in the province, is giving way to a more onligfitenod feeling. Several 
towns wore created Municipalities during the year and proposals for extending the 
Act to others were under consideration. In only a few cases was opposition shown* 
to the introduction of the Act. With a view to fostering local self-government 
it was ruled during the year that the receipts frpm the capitatioft-tax collected in 
towns to which the Municipal Act applies aliquld in all cases form a part of the 
mtinicipal revenues. The balance* to the credit of municipal funds at the beginning 
of tlie year amounted to £36,336. The year's receipts were £218,316, or slightly 
more than the receipts of the previous year. The* year's expenditure, £222,648, 
also exceeded slightly tliat of the pr^ediug year ; the closing balance amounted 
to £27,004. The sources of municipal income were Uie same as in former years. 
£67,471 were derived from taxation, tlie principal and modt productive tax being a 
tax on houses. Receipts from miscellaneous income, including grants from pro- 
vincial and local funds, amounted to £146,846. Municipal incomes were spistt 
princijvally on the promotion of education^ and on medical relief, vaccination, con* 
servancy, and public works. Municipal Committees contifiued to take in- 
terest iu education and to spmd 'their income liberally in ite prom^on- The 
percentage home by expenditure on education to total expenditure iuiuessed from 
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9*7 in 1884-86 to U*9 intbe year <mder report.' The Bangoon, AJtyab, Basina, 
and Haitxada HamoipaUtiea paid, especial attention to tbu branch of wnnieipa) 
adatkust»tiiQii. The meid noticeable feature of the municipal history of ^e year 
was the final adoption by the Rangoon Municipal Committee of a aoheme for the 
drainage of Rangoon. The system adopted was one of surface drainage, which ia 
known aa Messrs. Shone and Ault’s system. The cost of the projected works is 
estimated at ^£280,000, a sum which the Municipal Committee propose to raise by 
borrowing. Considerable progress was also made with a scheme for the gradual 
reclamation of low>lying land for the purpose of providing houso-roum for the 
rapidly growing population of Rangoon. When tljie scheme has been oomplotely 
carried out a laige area, which is at present uninhabitable, will bo available for the 
erection of bouses. * 


10. The forest administration of 1885-8G was more successful finsncialiy 

than that of the previous year, Tiie gross revenue 
amounted to ill 97,886, the gross expoudituro to 
jCI 15,095, leaving a net revenue of <£82,291, or nearly double the net revenue 
of the previous year. The bulk of tlie increase in net revenue was contributed by 
receipts from sales of timber removed from forests by Goverumont agency. In 
the Pegu circle the sales of Government timber at the Rangoon dopdt exceeded 
the sales of the previous year by 10,420 logs, the greater portion of which wore 
sold for sliipment to India and Europe. Owing to,the continued depression of the 
ship-building trade the price of teak in the home market was low throughout the 
year. Other forest operations call for few remarks. Eire -protection was suotsess- 
ful over 152,358 acres of forest against 1*76,268 acres in the previous year. The 
falling off in the area protected took place in the J’cgu circle^ where much damage 
was caused by incendiarism. Tiie area of reserved forests was increased by 530 
square miles, 17,874 teak trees were girdled, and 35, li.'t tons of teak were extracted 
from the forests of the province during the year. 

11. The oil-mining industry in the Kyaukpyn district made no progress 
during the \ear. Operations were for sonlie months

, practutaliy BUBpciidca on tlie workw of tbe defunct 
Roronga Oil Company. A coal-iniuing concession in the 'J'hayetmyo district was 
made during the year to a Calcutta company called the Murray Coal-mining Com- 
pany. A eoal-ficld has long been known to exist in that district, but expeiiis 
have hitherto declared it to be impossible to work the (i<ild at a profit. The 
operations of the Murray Company have not yet advanced beyond the stage of 
piospecting, bat the Company hope that a scam w'id ultimately he discovered large 
enough to yield a remunerative* outturn. 


12. The development of Burmese art indnstries was promoted during the year 

on the lines laid down in former years. Art-corn- 
ArtindwitriiM. , petitions, as the result of which prizes were distribut- 
ed, wme held in April and October. The object of these competitions and of the 
other measures taken for the development of art industries is to encourage the 
formation of a national school of art. The productions of Burmese artists are 


alrawly said to shew improvement, both in Aemtax and execution, over the pro- 
daetiflina of past yean, and connoisseurs, both m England and India, readily pay 


prices for good specimens. A stimulus was given to the develoinnent of the 
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art industries of Burma bj the opening of the Indian and Colonial £}xhibi^im 
Sooth Kensington in the early part of 18S6. Specimens of Burmese art«v(nrk is 
wood and ivory-carving, silver-work, and other minor forms of art iudnstry wmi^ 
sent to the Exhibition. 

18. There was a considerable increase both in the number and tonnage of

ports of the province unriog the year. The namber 
of vessels which entered was 2,807 with a tonnage of 1,411,679 tons; the number 
which cleared was 2,871 with a tonnage of 1,399,968 tons. The large majority 
of the vessels trading to this province are Britisli craft. Eighty-six per cent, of 
the total shipping traded under the British Flag. Only one seri<ms casualty to 
shipping, namely, the loss of a tihip by fire, occurred in Burmese waters during 
the year. The conduct of pilots was on the whole good. Port funds were main- 
tained at the same ports pud were managed in the same manner as in former 
years. The income of the Rangoon port fund, which is administered by a Board 
of Commissioners, was X‘68,694, the expenditure .£66,103. Several large works 
for the improvement of the port of Rangoon are in course of cxecutiou or under 
consideration. In order to defray their cost a loan of £89,404 is being raised. 

A. portion of the Mergni archipelago, in the immediate viejnity of the port of 
Mcrgni, was surveyed daring the year by the Marino Survey of India. 

14. The trade of the yerj 1886-80 was larger than that of the previ- 

ous year. The total seaborne trade, excluding Gov- 
crnincnt transactions, reached a total value of almost 
-£18, 000, 000 as against about £10,000,000 iu 1884-85. This increase was con- 
tributed mainly by fo'reign exports. Foreign imports decreased slightly, while 
tlie coasting trade was almost stationary. The increase iu the value of foreign 
exports was due to a larger exportation of rice. In the former year large supplies 
of that grain were sent to tlio home market from Saigon and Bangkok. In the 
year under report exports from those ports were insiguiGcant and the home mar- 
ket took proportionately larger supplies of Burma rice. There was also an .in- 
crease in exportations to tho Straits, the rice sent thither being principally re- 
quired for the China market. In foreigu imports there was a decrease. At the • 
beginning of the year tho Rangoon market was overstocked. There was conse-* 
quently depression daring the year and a falling off in some of the principal articles 
of import, such as oils, hardware, salt, and silk piece-goods. The inland trade of 
tho province is carried on principally with Upper Burma and necessarily suffered 
from the political complications of the year. The total value of the trade wA 
.£4,033,406, being upwards of £1,000,000 less than in the previous year. The 
value of imports amounted to £2,125,717, of exports to £1,907,688. As regards 
imports the principal falling off took place iu raw cotton, hides, and piece-goods, 
as regards exports in European piece-goods and salt. The exports of rice were 
large, as unfavourable harvests in Upper Burma had rendered a supply of foreign 
grain necessary, 

15. Two survey parties, one a topographical party, the other a cadastral

The Armer party surveyed 861 square miles of forest 
land in the Frome and Tharrawaddy districts ; the latter party was occupied with

which was finished, and in the dikyab district. The total espenditnre on swvey 
ind settlBmeisit' woric mnoe the oommenoement of operations in Febraary 1879 
has been, on cadastral snrvey £308,429, and on settlement £188,877. Beiiaei 
asswsments were sanctioned daring the year for portions of the Bassoin, Hensadi, 
end Proms districts. The revised rotes will yield an increase of revenne of £8,8^* 
mie enqniries of Settlement Officers into the condition of the people in the Henaada 
and Afcyab districts disclose a fairly satisfactory state of things. The people are 
as a mle in easy, in some parts in prosperons circumstances, and tiiongh a con* 
•siderable portion of the agricnltnral popnlation '*is in debt, most are involved to 
an inconsiderable extent. In Hensada about 27*62 per cent, of the agrioultnral 
popnlation consists of tenants. The condition of tenants is said to be satisfactory 
and there is no rack-renting.* Supplementary snrvey is now carried on in six 
.settled districts containing 210 circles and a enltivated area of 1,989,418 acres. 
The cost of the survey during the year under report was fd. per acre. The work 
was on the whole satisfactorily carried ont, although difficnlties were experienced 
in some parts owing to the ignorahee of thngyis. As bcijbter trained men take 
the place of thngyis who do not understand the new system it may be expected 
that the difficulties now experienced in working it will in great part disappear. 

16, Owing to financial pressure no agricultural experiments on a large scale 

were carried out during the year. The farm at 
ARriooiturai. .maintained for the purpose of experi* 

menting on various kinds of manures. Experimental gardops wore also maintain- 
ed at Morgui and in the Arakan Hill Tracts', where endeavours are made to acoli* 
matize various kinds of foreign products, such as Inberirui and Arabian coffee, 
nntmegs, cardamoms, and the like. The Assistant Director of AgrienUnre was 
occupied during the greater portion of the year in endeavouring to introduce 
improved methods of cultivating and caring tobacco. He took up his headquar- 
ters on Shadaw island, the centre of the tobacco^ growing district. He there cul- 
tivated a plot of tobacco after the approved American method for the purpose of 
demonstrating practically its superiority to Burman methods. Ho also distribut- 
ed a large quantity of tobacco seed. His efforts are believed to have met with 
fair success ; Burmese tobacco-growers appreciate the adyantages of Buropew 
methods and are beginning to adopt •them. Tlje reduction of the rate of taxation 
on land grown with tobacco is said to have stimulated to a considerable extent the 
growth of that product. Besides experiments with tobacco, experiments were made 
at Dabrin, and afterwards at feyanktaga, to tost the practicability of introducing 
dry-weather crops. Large advances were made to sugarcane cultivators in 
1)ie Shwegyin district for the purpose of cnconrt^ng the cultivation of that staple. 
Owing to the disturbed condition of the district fora portion of the year but little 
l>rogreBB was made, and at the end of the year large advances remained to be re- 
covered.

If. The gross revenne demand of the province amounted to £2,381,065 and 
exceeded the demand ^of the previons year by £189,796. 
The bnlk of this increase was contribated by customs reve- 
xrae, which yielded a larger return than in former years in consequemoe of larger 
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cthipme&tg of rice to Europe and the Straits Settlenumta. The land 
mand increased by Jl80,961, the area under assessnafent by 255,989 acres. Osrin^ 
' to exceptional causes the increase of area under assessment was unusually latfs* 
There was a slight increase in the capitation4ax demand and a slight iallhig 
ofif in the receipts from fishery revenue. The revenue authorities had special 
difficulties to contend with during the year in collecting the land and fishery reve* 
nue. Disturbances prevailed in some of the largest reveone>yielding districts of 
the province during the months of February and March, when the bulk of the land 
revenue is collected, and rendered the business of collection one of considerable 
danger. Nevertheless, owing to the satisfactory manner in wliich the fhugyis 
performed their duty, the revenue was collected with fair punctuality and the out* 
standings on the SOth June 1886 were smaller than they have been in some previ- 
ous recent years. The fishery industry was crippled daring a portion of the 
year by a sudden fall in the demand for salt fish and by the disturbances which 
in some districts put a stop for a time to fishing operations. Consequently large 
arrears of rent wero due from fishery lessees at the end of the year. It is hoped 
that in most cases the arrears will be collected during the current year. The 
area of fallow land paying a rate of 8d. an acre increased from 261,110 acres 
in 1884-85 to 276,018. acres in the year under report. The districts containing 
the largest fallow areas are those of Fegu, Bassein, and Amhet'st. In Pegu, how- 
ever, the fallow area was less than in the previous years. In Bassoin much land 
is left fallow in parts where the soil is too poor to snifer continuous cultivation ; 
in Amherst the prevalence of cattle-disease in 1882 and succeeding years caused 
<much laud to be left uncultivated. Of the total cultivated area of the province 
about 87 per cent, is under ricc-cnltivation ; the remainder is occupied with 
fruit and vegetable gardens, and with tobacco, sugarcane, and other minor 
crops. The cultivation of tobacco and sugarcane is* increasing. The stamp 
revenue decreased slightly from 4*97,981 to 493,756, and the excise revenue from 
4292,757 to 4273,986. The falling oil' in excise receipts was contributed by all 
sources of that revouue, namely, opium, distilleries, outstills, aud toddy. The net 
revenue derived from opium decreased by 6*22 per cent. The efforts which have 
been made for some years to reduce the consumption of opium in Burma were 
continued during the year. One opium shop was closed and alterations were, 
mode in the rules, which have the effect of rendering it more difficult for opium- 
eaters to obtain the drug. Tlie total quantity of Government opium sold dimin- 
ished by 7*82 per cent. 

18. The finances of the province were administered under the five-ybars' oan« 

tract, which dates from the let April 1882. In spite 
FinwMM. jotiuctions of expenditure the provincial Gov- 

ernment was (as had been predicted from the beginning) unable during the year 
1886-86 to live within the income assigned to it under the arrangement of 1882, 
and a contribution of 477,828 from imperial funds was necessary to balance the 
provincial account at the end of the year. The gross revenue receipts during 
1884-85 amounted to 42,732,664, beiug a net increase on the veceipta of the 
previous year of 444,686, or 1*68 per cent. This increase was coniributed by 
■customs aud forest receipts. Uudpr land revenue, excise, and stam{.>8 there was 
a falling off. Keceipts under the head Imperial '* increased by 496,049, those 
under the heads “ Provincial *' and '* Local " decreased by 489,919 and 11,695 
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IXlie^PSt of Uie oivS odmuiistration amoaoted to Jgl, 037,966, being 
^6,034 laaa io tbo previous year. The principal reduction of expenditure 
waa ' u»i4*r ^ liea^‘* Public works.” The surplus available for imperial pur- 
poses was Jgl,061,776, or jei51,16i more than in 1884-85. Tbe net earnings 
of State railways amounted to XS6,816 as against jC 82,172 in the previous year; 
the decrease was due to the opening of the new line to Touugoo. The interest on 
the capital expenditure for 1885-86 was jEl 11,978. The receipts of incorporated 
local foods, that is *to say, of the •district cess . fund, amounted to 1*90,922, 
expenditnre to J6102,856. * The income of excluded local funds during the year 
was 156,784, the expenditure 160,824. 

19. Owing to financial pressure only a small portion of the total revenue of 

the province was available for expenditure on public 
Pubbe works and rsiJwsys. ^orks. No largo works were commenced, the money 

wliioh was s^nt being devoted principally to repairs to existing bnildings, roads, 
and otlier works. The total expenditure of tbe year, excluding expenditure from 
municipal funds, amounted to 1241,655, a sum very much less than the amounts 
annually spent on public works during the last five years. Of this sum 147,696 
were spent from imperial, 1105,607 from provincial, and 128,452 from local funds, 
147,672 in all wcro^speiit on imperial works. The bulk of this sum was spent 
in Rangoon on the erection of a new hospital for European troops. Expenditure 
on communications amounted to 168,782. Tiittle was done beyond keeping the 
main lines of communication with their subsidiary roads in repair. Five large 
bridges were com 2 )leted iu the Tharrawaddy division on the Rangoon -Rrome road. 
The only other work of importance which was executed during the year was a road* 
from Tavoy to the Siamese frontier, on which 19,510 wor6^2>eDt. Expenditure 
on water communications was small. Some progress was made with tbe Sittang 
and Kyaikto canal, and some repairs wore executed to the Pogu canal, which 
was damaged in December 1880 by a band of rebels. The year under report is 
noticeable as being the one h] which the Sittang Valley State Railway was com- 
pleted to Toungoo. The last sectijm of the line, 73 miles in length, from Nyaung- 
lebin to Toungoo, was opened on the Ist J uly 1885. Tbe tr>tal capital outlay on this 
railway from the commencement of operations has been 11 ,328,488. At the end 
oJ the year 327 miles of railway were open in the 2)rovince. The total revenue 
outlay on State railways during the year was 1109,058, tlio total earnings 121 0,866. 
With the annexation of Upper Burma and the extension of.t^e Rangoon-Toungoo 
line to Mandalay it may he expected that the earnings of the Toungoo line, which 
are already considerable, will increase largely ahd, rapidly. * 

20. The telegraph system of the province was largely extended during the 

year, tbe extensions being principally due to the 
Pott Office aod Teiegreph. annexation of Upper Burma. There was an addition 

of 497 miles of line and 572 of wire, and the traffic increased by 16 85 t>er cent, 
of sent messages. TTie net profit to Government of the telegraph operations ol the 
year was J632,910. The annexation of Upper Burma also increased largely the 
operationa of the Post Office. Fourteen post offices were opened daring the year, 
and the lumber of covers posted and delivered increased largely. A commence- 
ment was made with tlie organization of the postal 'system in Upper Burma. 
Post offices were opimed alsome of the principal stations and wore largely used. 
Hie prindpal eustoflaers or the Post Office in Upper Burma are at present tba 
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troops stationed in the province ; bnt it is worthy of notice that the Bontseali ira 
already beginning to make nse of the Post Office to a oonsiderable exMnf, 

21. A small improvement took place in the registration of vital stai^dHes.

to 93,222, of deaths from 69,284 to 72,672, an in- 
crease which was more than proportionate to the increase ip population. The 
province suffered mnch during the year from the ravages of cholera, which caused 
a larger number of deaths than in any year since 1873. The disease was most 
fatal in the .towns of Pegu, Prome, Toungoo, ami Moulmein. Smallpox, on the 
other hand, though it caused a large number of deaths, was not so virulent as in 
some previous years. The Irrawaddy division suffered most from this disease. 
Deaths from fevers numbered 34,070. Owing to the comparative immunity 
which the province, and particularly the large towns, enjoyed from the ravages 
of smallpox the work of vaccination was less vigorously carried on than in the 
two previofts years. The total number of persons vaccinated was 63,616, the 
average of successful vaccinations 79-2. The total cost of vaccination diminish- 
ed, but owing to the diminution in tlie number of persons vaccinated the average 
cost of each successful vaccination was larger than in the previous year. The cost 
of vaccination varies greatly in various districts, and lax 8up(jrviBion often enables 
vaccinators to neglect their duty. The necessity of insisting on the performance 
by vaccinators of a reasonable number of operations during the year has been 
impressed on district authorities. One new dispensary, at Maungdaw in the 
Akyab district, was opened in the course of the year. The number of patients 
treated at the hospitals and dispensaries of the province was 188,943. Owing to 
the greater cheapneos of food expenditure on medical relief decreased by ^2,200. 
The Rangoon Lipiatic Asylum was efficiently conducted. It is managed by a 
Committee presided over by the Commissioner ot Pegu. Rules for the manage- 
ment of the institution were published during the year. The population of tire 
asylum was 264. Seventy-two patients were admitted and 40 were discharged. 
Of the latter 16 left the asylum completely, 23 partially cured. The year’s 
expenditure amounted to jC2,127. 

22. Owing to* exceptional causes the progress made during the year .in 
Ednoation educational matters, when judged by results, was 

not so considerable as it has been in previous years. 
Elementary was mom successful than advanced education, the number of pupils 
who passed elet^entary standard examinations being larger, while the number 
who passed more advanced tests was smaller, than in the previous year. The 
apparent retrogression of advanced education may probably be ascribed to political 
disturbances. The provincial examinations took place in Ilovember and December, 
when tlio war with Upper Burma had disturbed men’s minds in the large towns 
and had caused a oonsiderable diminution in school attendance. There was 
consequently a proportional decrease in the number of passes at the' exami- 
nations obtained* by the large sobools. In the interior of the province the 
excitement eauaed by political events was comparatively small and elementety 
education suffered but slightly. The number of schools of aU kinds under 
inspection increased from 6,010 to 6,204, the number of scholars from 187,604 to 
166,066. Of the scholars 166 were at the high stage of instruction, 1,786 at the 
jniddle stage, and 2,316 'at^the upper priihary stage. The expenditure on edn- 
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cation daring the year amoanted to ,£94.973. Good pr<)gresH was made in tho 
education of girls. The first' success at a University examination obtained by 
girls in this province was obtained by Uiree pupils of the BangO()n Convent, wbo 
passed the Calcntta University Entrance examination. Tho most important 
event in the educational Instory of the year was the formation of the Educational 
Syndicate into ii Society under tho Companies Act. Since tho close of tho year 
the management of tho Rangoon College has been entrusted to the Syndicate, 
and the question of transferring to its charge the Rangoon Mtiuicipal scliouls is 
at present under considoration. 

23. An (duborate and valuable report on the antiquities of tho province, 
Ar<ii'n>io»-' illustrated with plates and photographs, was compiled 

iluriug the year by the (jovorniuont ArcUaiologist. 
The work •is being printed in tho Secretariat I’ress. A brief narrative of tho 
urclueological work done in tho Arakan division and tho Toungoo district is con- 
tained in the body of the report.

"Crown. The Myinputi Prince rernawied throughout the year at I’oridichcrry. 
Rumours were current from time to tinu* that hr had left or intended to leave 
for Burma and lie was known to be coinniunicating with adiierents iu this prov- 
ince. Until now, however, hejias made no attempt to carry out the plans attri- 
buted to 'him and tbe prwbabihties of bi" making any have diminished sineo Upper 
Burma has become British territory. Itelations with Siam were cordial through- 
out the year. Cnmmmucatioris with the (lovcrnment of that kingdom related 
almost solely to tbe extradition of criminals.

II.-ADMINISTRATION OF THE LAND. 


Surveys, Settlements, and Waste Lands. 

8. One cadastral and one topographical survey party were at work in the 
province during the year. The topographical survey party was engaged in mapping 
the forest reserves in the Tharrawaddy and Prome districts with a view to facili- 
tating the preparation of working plans of the State reserved forests. Eight 
hundred and sixty-one square miles were surveyed at an estimated total cost of 
.1*11,470. The disturbed state of tlie country rendered necessary the withdrawal of 
this party before the close of the working season. 

_ , , 4. The cadastral survey party continued the 

odMtral Borvoy. survey of the Akyab district with the following re- 

sults : — 
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The outturn of work was 09 square miles in excess of the outturn in the 
Akyab district in 1884-85, and the cost per acre was against ll^d. in 1884-85. 
Those results wore very satisfactory iu view of Uie difficulties which impeded the 
progress of survey operations. The work to be done was very scattered and, owing 
to an outbreak of cholera among the establishment in the previous season, the 
amount of ground jireparod in advance was imusually small. The system of 
attaching to the survey camp holding-recorders from the Settlement Office to mark 
out errors and omissions in the traces made over to them by the amine in the ' 
field was so far successful that a revisional survey was not found necessary in 
the llenzada district, whore the e\{)erimeut was tried. 

5. The settlement of the Henzada district was practically finished in the 
_ . .. season of 1885-86. In Akyab Uiere is still two sea-

JE350,229. and the increase of revenue levied under the settlement is jC 20,684. 
In some tracts, however, the maximum rates sanctioned at the settlement are not 
yet levied. 
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9. The levied usessments sanctioned in 1886«and taking efihot IDrom 1st 
— 1 ,^-^ July last gave the fellowiog fiscal resnlts: — 
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The new rates will remain in force for 15 years. The cnitivatcd area, as disclosed 
by the sarve>' and settlement, exceeded the area returned by the thugjis by^ — 
18'08 per cciji. in llassein and Heuzada ; 

4*2' per cent, in I’rome. 

7. The following table gives statistics of indebtedness in the Bassoin, 
Cw»diUon of tho IJ enzada, and Akyab districts 
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In the parts of Bass«nn and Heuzada which are protected by embaulcments 
the condition of the people is decidedly pn)B|>oroti8. They are as a rule com- 
fortably housed and their standard of living is a high one. In the loss 
fertile parts of Henzada district life is somewhat harder ; biU the proportion of 
persons in debt i.s smaller than in those tracts where land commands a higher 
value and any one, if he will, can pdace himself above w'ant. In Akyah the stand- 
ard of living among the people is comparatively low ; but with this proviso their 
circumstances are sufficiently easy and there is no pinching. There is no ovidonoo 
to show that the condition of the cultivator is one of decr/jasiug comfort, but at 
the same time there is a marked absence of indications, such as wore found in the 
Irrawaddy valley districts, that lii.s condition iu hecounng more comfortable or 
that bis standard of living is rising. More than half the cultivators are in debt ; 
but only 11*37 per cent, are indebted to an amount which they would be unable 
to clear in a single year and 1*18 per cent, only are hop<jlc8sly involved. 

8. The following statistics ndating to tenants are given by Settlement Officers 

for the tracts in which enquiries were made by them 
Bob-tonanto. ^ during the past season : — 
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Ib Henssada the peremtagi of tenants to tbe total nnmber of cnltivatora ia S7'63 
and the percentage of land held by tenants to tbe total area under noe^eniti* 
vation is 20*16. Tbe average holding is 6*78 acres in extent. Kearly one<tbird 
of tbe tenants rent land because their own holdings are too small for their support 
and many others are related to their landlords or are» in their turn, landlords in 
respect of land of their own which they let to others. So far as can be judged 
from the statistics compiled by the Settlement Officer tbe number of permaneut 
tenants is not increasing to any considerable extent. Of those who let out their 
lands, about 14 per cent, belong to classes having no interest in common*with 
the cultivators. In Akyab the figures given above inclnde also tenants in larg^ 
grants. Tenants are of the same class and social standing as landlords. It is 
reported that there is no appearance of rack>renting and that tenants do not 
stand in need of legal protection from landlords. 

9. The following table contains figures showing tbe area brought under 
supplementary survey in each district to which the system has extended, the 
cultivated land affected by it, and the cost of the operations : — 
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The cost per acre of cultivation, though much less than in 1884-85, is very 
high in the Basseiii, district, owing to the inclusion in the tract under settlement 
of a large area of waste land, wliicli it is hoped will l>e reclaimed as soon as the 
Ngawun embankment is extended southwards. The high rate of cost per square 
mile in Honxada will, it is hoped, be materially reduced in* 1886-87, when 16 
more circles are to be brought under supplementary survey. The system worked 
fairly well except in Prome, where everytliing was backward. CJomplaints con- 
tinue to be received of the unsatisfactory work of too many of the tbngyis and 
taiksayes ; but distiuct progress is being made, and in course of time, when tbe 
old and useless men have been weeded out and a better trained class take their 
place, the work of tbe Superiutciidcuta and Inspectors will become less irksome. 
At present very close and constant supervision on their part is necessary in order 
to secure that maps and registers are kept correctly up to ^te. The conduct of 
Superiutendents and Inspector^ during tlie year was on the whole good. Owing 
to the disturbed state of {lortions of Lower Burma during a part of tlte working 
season of 18^-86 District Officers were nnable to devote inoc^ime to the imporlP 
ant task of checking supplementary survey trork in tlie field. Little testing work 
in eomplianee with section 44 of the Directions to Ibsvenne Officers was done 
except by a few Township Officers.

fairly satisfactory ; but there is reason to fear that in 
• «!»»»»>»• • Pegu division there has been modi wanton 

destruction of the pipes whi<di are used as survey marks, and s considerable 
expenditure will be necesssiy to rsplsce the masks which cannot now be found.

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These statistics are more complete than tiiose compiled iu former years ; but as 
the sales noted in the year uuWr report include also sales actually made, though 
not reported, iu former years, a uomparisou cannot safely be made of tliose figaroa 
With the figurbs of former years, 'i'here would, however, seem to he marked indi- 
cations ot a steady increase in the price of land.

It is, however, clear that the 
tenants forofi a isery important fioriion of the enltivatiug agency, and the num- 
bers show a disposition to increase. The number of tenants who have held lund 
for over five years is very small. In districts where land is available the tenant 
ordini^y acquires land of his own as soon as bo Las made sufficient money to 
clear it. There is too mueh waste land in the country to make rack-renting 
possible at present.

The 
boundaries of the grants under the old rules in Pegu and Hantliawaddy hav^been 
determined by the sottlcmont. Out of &7,C69 acres comprised in 48 grants (of 
which 10 pay revenue) 26,088 acres are reported to be under cultivation. The 
• whole of a small graut of 00 acres in Prome, and another which purports to com- 
prise an area of 831 acres in Thongwa, is cultivated. In the Arakau division 
during the year under report. 10 grants were given up or resumed, chiefly for non- 
payment of revenue, and 18 were brought under settlement and are now held on 
loases issued under the Land and Kevenue Kulns. There remained in the Arakan 
division 46 grants, with an area of 91,404 acres, of which 51,730 acres are return- 
ed as under cultivation.

At the close of the year under report, therefore, 281,903 acres were held 
temporarily exempt from revenue under pottah grants. Most of this will 
become liable to revenue within the next foar years. Of the total area some 
83,976 acres situated in the Thongwa district alone, where the reclamation 
of the Ma-ubin island and the cemtinuatiou of the Irrawaddy en|ibanli;paeut sontb* 
wards have given a great stimulus to Ute extension of cultivation. The Irrawaddy 
Railway is mainly responsible for the large area (62,982 kcres) held in the Tharra- 
waddy district under recently given poUahs, and the Sittang Yalley Railway for 
the 11,810 acres granted in Shwegyin during the year under report.

19. Of the Acts enumerated above only two affected Burma exclusively. The 

Act to amend an error in the Burma Municipal Act 
® *■ was passed for the purpose of correcting an error in 

section 68 of that Act and rendering the owners as well as the occupiers liable 
for certain taxes on property. The Burma Courts Act, 1885, was passed as a 
temporary expedient for the purpose of relieving the Recorder of Rangoon from 
' overpressure of work pending the constitution of a Chief Court. The Act em- 
powered the Chief Ojiumissionor to vest in the Ci\il Judge of Moulmciu and in 
the District Judges of Akyab and Bassein the insolvency jurisdiction which the 
Recorder had formerly exercised in those towns, and to transfer cases, or classes 
of cases, from the Court of the Recorder to that of the Judicial Commissioner. 

The License-tax Amendment Act, popularly known as the Income-tax Act, 
which would under ordinary circumstances have applied to Lower Burma, has 
been excluded from operation in this pro\inco until March 1868. , 

i'ofice. 

20. The total strength of the Police Force of Lower Bnriua in 1885 was 

7,281 as against 7,287 in the previous year, and its 
TMp«*ic<! uroo. to provincial revenues amounted to f 177,864, 

being 1*2,144 loss than its cost in 1884. The constitution of the police remained 
unaltered during the year, but changes t^ok place in the numbers of the force in 
several districts. The principal change effected during the year was the abolition 
of the Railway police us a separate force, its members being absorbed into the 
police force of toe various railway districts. The condttet of the {>ulice improved 
during the year and the service appears to have increased in popularity. The num- 
ber of resignations was 746 as against 9l3 in 1884, of dismissals 2«^ as against 8^, 
and of punishments, departntental and magisterial, 1 .328 as against 1,627. Tho 
number of desertions increased slightly, froin 46 in 18H4 to 49 in 1886. The num- 
ber of men rewarded increased from 207 to 862, the number iiolding good conduct 
stripes 6rom 074 to 1,018, and the number who retired on pension or gratuity 
from 87 to 43. 

21. There was an increase in cognizable crimes of all classes except Glasa 

‘ IV (minor offences against the person), in which the 

suwofwaa*. number of cases diminished by five. Tbe total in- 

crease was one of 4,994 cases and is accounted for mainly by an inexeaee of 4,186 
eases of Class VI (miscellaneous offences not otherwise classified). The inerease 
in crime of a 'serious oharaoter was, Rowover, considetable. Qrdinaiy murders* 
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rdl>beries, hurt aooompanied hj i^tgravaling euroamstoSiOes, Inrkiag 
hon8e*tre8pikS8, honse-breakiog, and eatUe-tbeft, all oontributad to swell the total 
inerease. Violent crimes^ tccbnicall; eo called, increased b^ 10 per cent, Tbih 
inorease was ccmtribatod entirety by two of the most serious ainda of orime, 
namely, d%ooity, in which there was an increase of 88, and* robbery, in which 
there was an increase of 25. The amount of violent crime committed during 1885 
exceeded the amount committed during 1884 in all the principal districts of tlie 
province except Rangoon Town, Pegu, and Heusada. In tlie mngoou Town dis* 
trict crimes of violence decreas^ by almost 50 per cent., and lliegi'eater number 
of those which oucurrod were detected and brought to conviction. These results 
were due to the efBcioucy of police administration in Rangoon and to the cordial 
assistance rendered to the authorities by the town elders. As regards the rest 
of the province the largest increases occurred in Tharrawaddy, where daooitios 
increased by 11 *aud rold^eries by 21 ; in Hauthawaddy, Whore the number of 
those crimes increased hy three and seven respectively ; and in ThOngwa, where 
the numbers increased by nine and four. Similar, though smaller, increases 
took place in the other districts except Pegu, whore the numbers neither increased 
nor decreased, and Honzada, whore an increase of three dacoities vras more than 
counterbalanced by a decrease'ef 10 robberies. In the month of December large 
gangs of marauders collected in the Sliwegyin and Ptigu districts and commenced a 
series of outrages, burniug and looting peaceful villages, and committing many 
atrocities. Raising llio Peacock standard and announcing themselves us a part of 
the royal army of T hebaw they succeeded in striking terror into the hearts of the 
peopfe, and it J»ccamc necessary to invoke the assistanco of the military for their 
suppression. The contagion siWiscquently sprea^ to other districts, but the history 
of those outbreaks of freebooters lM*long ratluT to 18H0 than to 18H5,

The percentage of persons convicted to persons put on 
trial was slightly better than in 1884.

Henceforth the Burman portion of the police will be employed almost solely 
as a detective body ; the Indian portion, which is recruited from among the fight- 
ing races of Upper India, will be employed on duties in which courage and disci- 
pline are indispensable.

The principal increase took place in offences under special and local laws, of 
which 17,703 were reported as against 10,647 in 1884. The increase is mainly 
due to greater activity on the part of Municipal authorities in large towns in en> 
forcing munfcipal byelaws, and is also partly due to an increase in the number of 
prosecutions under the Excise and Opium Acts consequent on tlie appointment 
of a Oommissiouer of Excise. There was a large increase in the number of prose- 
cutions under Chapter VIII of the Criminal Procedure Code, the number of per- 
sons called on to give security to be of good behaviour having risen from 2,176 
in 1884 to 4,194 in 1885, and'tho percentage of convictions from 67 to 78. The 
increase took place entirely in the Pegu and Irrawaddy divisions, in both of which 
the number oi prosecutions on this account more than doubled. The greatest 
number of prosecutions wei^e instituted in the Heuzada. Bassein, and Tharrawaddy 
districts. The number of cases struck off as false was 3,710 durihg the year under 
review as against 4,852 in 1884 Imd 5,970 in 1883. These include cases insti- 
tuted by complaint and rejected by a Magistrate under section 203 of tbe Code 
of Or imin al Prooednre as well as cases reported to the police. The total number 
of persons brought before the Courts increased from 52,599 in 1884 to 67.145 in 
the year-uuder report. Of these 38,264, or 57 per cent. , were convicted as against 
29,978, or 67 per cent., in 1884; 26,168, or 38*96 per cent., were acquitted or 
discharged as agaiust 20,376, or 88*7 per cent., in 1884. From these figures it 
appears that the percentages of oouvictions and acquittals in 1885 ware almost 
identical with those in 1884 ; but offences of tjie more serious dpscrrptioiis were 


loss successfully dealt with than in 1884. 

26. Tbe oriminal work of the province was despatched with reasonable

The increase of work fell to a very great extent on tbe Honmry Magistrates. 
In Rangoon Honorary Magistratea tried almost aa many persons as were 
tried by tdl tlie Magistrates of Rangoon put together in 1888 ; in Oss reft of 
teie province the percentage of persons disposed of by Honorary Magutesles to 
total disposed of increased from 6*88 to 11*18. Important changes were inted- 
Ported daring the year in the piocedom in Hoimnfty.HsgisttaW Claris. Bor. 
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luese. tiM Ittagnage almost invariably spolon by Honorary Ma]:;istrat^t was da*

to be ascribed fmrtly to the decrease of crime in Rangoon, partly to Iohs snccessfbl 
detection of crime. 'J'ho results of trials in Sessions Courts were slightly worse 
than in 1884. In Moulmeiu Town and in the Pegu division the percentage of 
convictions was considerably below the average of t*ther divisions.

At the beginning of the year tire jails of the province contained 6,799 
prisoners. Thetotal numbers of convicts, under-trud 
GAMMi BUttrtieit. prisoners, and civil prisoners admitted to jail during 

the year were 16,101, 6,181, and 871 as against 12,027, 4,433, and 789 in 1864. 
AUb ou gb tire nnmbw of convicts m confinement during the year increased 1^ 
npw^B of 2,000, tibe daily avenge cimviet population was only 207 more in

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1885 than in 1^* Tld( ia partly Ikiato Uia fact that tha inofiimi, iti the 
number of sdmiaiBona took place mikbiely among ^convicts aentenoed to terms 
of imprisonment not exceeding one year, while tm number aentenoed to terms 
of more than mie year decreased, paray to the fact that au nnnsaally large 
portion of the oouvicts admitted in 1885 were received in the last goarter ai thSt 
year. At the close of the year there were confined in the varione jidls 7,4Ct 
oonvicte, 674 tinder-trial prisoners, and 68 dvil prisoners. « 

81. The jails of Uie province provided accommodation for 7,467 priaoneret 

average daily nomber to be accommodated waa 
6,806. Monlmein and Tavoy were the tmly jails in 
which the number of prisonera did not at somn period of the year exceed the 
accommodation. In the Basaein, Henaada, and Thayetmyo Jaila, in which the 
overcrowding was greatest, the daily average number of priaouera waa larger 
than the number for whom aocommodaiiou is provided. In the jails in which 
overcrowding took place the surplus convicts were generally accommodated in 
worksbeds, or in the jail hospital. The total amount spent on jail buildings waa 
jC 8,008. This exi>enditure waa incurred on alterations, additions, and repairs. 

82. The number of persons released on appeal during the year was 512 as 

, .... , against 618 in 1884. The number of previously 

uooi 8 J8 10 S. convidted prisoners admitted increased from 1,760 

to 2,088, the i)ercentage to total number of convicts admitted from 16*08 to 16*35. 
The number of * habittials ' admitted was 1,062 as against 002 in 1884, but the 
percenfage of habituals who received enhanced punishment decreased from 87 
to 82. The rules wbici;i regulate the treatment of habituals were carefully observed 
by the jail authorities and criminals coming under that definition wore segregated 
as much as possible and put to the hardest kinds of labour. 

88. During 1885 24 boys were admitted to tlie Ilefonnatory, which contaiu> 
_ . ed at the beginning of the year 43 and at the end 48 

uveni « imsoiMn. iumates. The general condition of the school was 

satisfactory. The health of the boys was good during the year, the number of 
punishments inflicte^ decreased, and only one boy, who was re-captured, escaped. 

84. Fifteen prisoners, of whom six evaded re-capture, escaped during the 

. y year under report. Only one prisoner escaped from 

the inside of a jail. The escapes were of an ordinary 
character, and no outbreaks, or attempts at^intbrcak, took place during the year. 
The total number of ofTeucos committed decreased from 8,487 in 1884 to 6,701 
in 1885. Tiiore was a corrospoudiug decrease in the number of puuishmonts 
inflicted. I'he punishment of whipping was resorted to 488 times as against G09 
times in 1884. Tho rules regarding its infliction were carefully observed in all 
jails. The decrease in punislimcnts took place chiefly under the heads ''Be- 
duced diet" and “Solitary confinement with reduced diet." These punishments 
were awarded, the former in 007, the latter in 061 cases, while in 1884 the for- 
mer punishihent was inflicted 1,482, the latter 2,214 times. The principal de- 
crease took place in the Rangoon and Moulmciu Jails, where the medical atteud- 
auts are said to object to such punishments on physiological gronnds. 

85. During the year under report revised rules for granting rewarda to 

. prisoners, which have since been published, were 

diaeossion. JJrorision has been made for 
aeqaainting prisoners periodically srith the amonnt 
of remission which tliev have earned ; the classes of offences which may be punish- 
ed by forfeiture of marks are defined ; and a scale is fixed according to which 
marks may be forfeited in proportion to the gravity of thu. offences committed.* 


The punishment of forfeithre of marks B|;a8 inflicted less frequently in 1885 than 
in the previous ^ear, while the number of convicts released during the year who 
had gamed renussion nnder the system increased from 685 to 1,078. The aver- 
age number of oonviois employed as prisoner warders increased from 846 in 1884 
to 417 in 1885 ; the total number so employed wee 1,006. An endeaTonr wee 
made during the year to utilise convict wardexs more largely on intouunral duties, 
the object in view being to gradiully decrease the nnmW paid vardere, at the 
same time increasiug the pay of tiliose who are retailed.

The 
average n^ber of prisoners employed on manufactures increased from 2,969 to 
8,«5. The net cash earnings increased from 416,866 to 416,869, an increase 
wlu<m was due to the large profits earned from manufactures in the Mouhneiu 
and Bassein Jails. 

87. There was a serious deterioration during the year in the health of 
Hooitii sutisUot. the jail population. The ratio per 1,000 of average 

ft*, 1 . XL X. , .strength of prisoners admitted to hospital decreased 


deaths from fever from 8 to 16, It appears that this deterioration was not due 
to overcrowding. Although nearly every jujl contained at one time or another more 

S risonera than it could nominally aooommotlate, except at Hensada, Shwegyin 
[yanaung, Bandoway, and Ma-ubiu, no actual overcrowding occurred } and at 
four of those five jails the health of the prisoners was comparatively good the 
fifth being the leper jail at Myauaung. Tlie deterioration in the health of the 
jail population waa mainly duek» the circumstance that a much larger number of 
convicts sentenced to six months' imprisonment, or less, wore admitted in 1886 
than in 1884, Prisoners of this class generally contribute the majority of deaths 
in jail ; but during the year under re^wrl the mortalitj- among them was o.\ception- 
ally high. Out of an average number of 1^11, 149 died as against 88 out of an . 
average number of 2,tK)9 in 1884. There wore outbreaks of cholera in several 
jails, the most severe being in the Bassein ami Tonngoo Jails! In the former jail 
out of 68 cases 82 proved fatal ; in the latter there a'ere 20 seisures, 12^ of 
which resulted in death: Both in Bassein and Toungoo the prisoners a'ore removed 
soon after the outbreak of the epidemic to temporary quarters beyoud the jail. 
The adoption of this precaution arrested the progress of the disease in Iwth jails. 
The experiment of introducing pulse into the prison dietary as an alternative for 
fish and meat was continued during the year under review and proved a success. 
The prisoners arc said to like it and it appears to agree with them, as the percent* 
age of prisoners who bad lost weight when discharged was smallest in those jails 
in which pulse was most frequently issued. ^

of the year it was found that one Judge 'me unable to cope with the rapid in- 
crease of work. In order to relieve the pressore an Act was passed whieli asttbor- 
ized the Chief Commissioner to devolve on tlie District Judges of Moniateiiii 
Akyab, and Bassein the insoiveney jurisdiction which the Beoorder exercised ia 
those towns under the Burma Courts Act. The same Act mnpowered the Chief 
Oommissiotter to transfer to the Court of the Judicial Gommisrioner any partimlar 
cases or classes of cases pending in the Court of the Beeorder. In spite dttiie 
relief afforded by this Act the work in the Recorder's Conrt was still too haat^for 
one Judge to dispose of. Accordingly an additional Recorder was appointed at the 
end of and two Recorders have been sitting from that date until the present 

time. A Bill for creating a Chief Court in Lower Burma, which will consist of 
at least three Judges, is now before the Legislative Council and will, it is hoped, 
. shortly become law. The number of eases instituted in Courts subordinate to the 
Judicial Commissioner, even if allowance is made for the number omitted owing 
to the destruction of records in the Sbwegyio district, is less than the number in- 
stituted in kB84, hut is slightly above the average, of the five years from 1880 to 
1884 (28,496). The number of suits oti written and unwritten contract increased 
considerably. The principal decreases took jilace in suits for money had and 
received, for goods sold, and for damages. The value of suits instituted increased 
from .1*87(5,611 to .£482,650. The increase was contributed in nearly equal 
proportions by the Rangoon Courts and by the Courts in the rest of the province. 
The increase in Rangoon corresponded to the increase in the number of suits 
instituted. In the mofussil it was due to tlie unusually large value of a few suits 
instituted at Kyaukpyu and to the more frequent institution of suits of large value 
in the Irrawaddy division and in Monlmciil. Of the suits instituted 68'07 per 
cent, were valued at less thqjn £6.

48. The number of Registrars’ offices (18) remained unchanged during the 
year, the number of sub-registration offices inorf*ased from 70 to 96. Owing to 
exceptional causes this increase in the number of «)/fices was not accompanied by 
an increase in the amount of registration performed. The total number bfdoon* 
ments registered during the year was 8,919 as against 9,498 during the previous 
year, being a decrease of 0*1 per cent. The principal decreasHt took place in 
compulsory registrations of immovable property, in which there was a fallingfoffof 
* 9*29 per cent. Optional registrations of immovable property and registrations of 
moTame property increased hy 24*08 and 2*61 percent, respectively. Thn decrease 
was neatest; in llangoon ana was, no doubt, due to political causes.

The total value of property affected by registration increased from j£l,€08t8tS2 
to j£l, 666, 2*28, or 3*61 per cent. This increase is contributed entirely by movaUe 
property, the value of immovable property affected By registration having slightly 
decreased. 

* Beoeipts from registration rose from £2,448 to £2,468, expenditure from 
£1,286 to £1,388. The increase in expenditure is mainly due to the increase in 
t^e number of small sub-registration offices in which the expenditure invariably 
equals or exceeds the receipts. Prof)OsalB for altering the rates of fees in force in 
Burma were under consideration during the year and a revised table of fees lias 
been brought into force, with effect from May 1880. The effect of the changes 
.introduced is to increase the fees paid on documents of high value and to dimm-* 
ish the fees paid on tliose of small value. 

44. The post of Inspector-General of Begistration was held. during the year 

by Mr. Coplestou. It is believed ihat benefit has 
napoo ion. resulted to tiie province from the appointment, and 

that the numcrons and careful inspections carried ont by Mr. Copleston have bad 
a good effect in increasing the interest taken by Begistration Officers in regis- 
tration work and in improving the quality of the work performed iu subordinate 
offices. 

Municipal Adminiitratum, 

45. The Municipalities of the province were administered in accordance with 

the provisions vf the Burma Municipal Act, 1884, 
‘ wliicli came into force on tlie Ist Doccinbor of tliat 

year. The towns of Sandoway, Kyaukpyu, and Zaluu wore created Municipali- 
ties during the year. A concession in the matter of taxation, which had hitherto 
' lieen made only to the seven large Mnuicipalitics of long-stuudhig, was extended 
during the year to all towns to wliich tlie Municipal Act applied, or to winch it 
might in future be extended. The couce8.siou consisted in the transb r to the 
revenues of municipal towns of the capitati(»n-tax or l.H.nd-rate in lieu of capi- 
tation-tax oolloclod in those towns. Municipal authorities were much occupied 
during the year in the framing of rnlcs. Gcuonil rules were framed by the 
local Government for the regulation of elections, the collection and assessment 
of taxes, the preparation of budget estimates, and for other miscellaneous matters. 
Rules were framed by individual Municipalities to regulaiethe conduct of business 
and iu provide generally for matt(>rs, sucii a4 tlie registration of births and deaths, 
the inspection of lodging-houses, aud the; supervisioii of markets, slaughter- 
bouses, and burial-grounds, which come witldu the sphere of municipal control 
and administration.

Itetwoon. apf»ointed members ; of these 10 were Europeans and 

16 Asiatics. Fifty-three meetings of the Committee 
were held dnring the year, of which 7 were special, G ordinary, and 40 sub-com- 
mittee meetings. Daring the year new roles were passed forHhc registration of 
births and deaths, tor the rcgnlation of lodging-booses, for the control of burial- 
grounds, and for carrying ont the purposes of the Act generally. The Gnances 
of .the Mnnicipality were in a satisfactory condition. Tlie year opened with 
n credit balance <k £23,377. The municipal income, excluding debt acconntg, 
amounted to £110,492, the expenditure, similarly calculated, to £96,714. The 
year closed witii a credit balance of £17,910. There was an increase in nu^eipts 
from most souicesfof income, the net increase amounting to £1,429. The incid- 
cnee of ordinary mvenae and receipts per head of population was 16s. 6|d., of 
taxation proper 7s. l|d. Of Uie municipal income £12,024 were devoted to 




tbe promotion of e4acation, £15,366 to the payment of interest and li(]iiidation 
of debt, £6,289 to«medieal relief, £10,706 to sanitation, £12,742 to sb’eet>nrater- 
ing, lighting, and water-supply, and £44,199 to miscdlaneons public works. 
Educational ext^nditure increased largely, owing principally to two exception 
items of expenaiture, namely, £1,500, which were paid away in a sin^e buO^hg- 
grant, and £2,108, which were spent in building a sdhool-house at raznndaung 
for the accommodation of the Government normal school. Tbe scbools main* 
tained and aided by the Mnnicipal Committee were successfully conducted. A 
large number of passes were obtained at the provincial examinations, both by 
pnpils of the Mnnicipal schools and by pupils of indigenous schools receiving ara 
from municipal funds, and the results-grants earned by indigenous schools 
exceeded by £570 the sum so earned in the previons year. The medical expend!* 
tnre of the year decreased by upwards of £ 1 , 200 , a decrease which was mainly 
dne to greater oheapnoss of food. Tho attendance at the hospital varied but 
slightly from the attendance of tlie previous year. The year was on the whole 
a healthy one in Haugoon, the death-rate being 26 per milfe, or 3 per mille less 
than the average death-rate of thedast five years. Owing to the immunity from 
smallpox which the tow'n enioyed the number of vaccinations performed decreased 
considerably. No largo works wore carried out during the year, the sum spent on 
public works being expended chiefly in improving, extending, and repairing com- 
munications. A sum of £8,200 was spent in purchasing the building known as 
the liipon Hal], which will in future be need as a municipal office. Some pro- 
gress was made with the scheme for the reclamation of low-lying land which was 
drawn up in 1884, and tbe (luestion of an eficctive system of drainage for Bangoon, 
which has been under discussion for several years, was further considered. ■ It 
was decided to adopt a system of surface drainage combined with a high-pressure 
water-service known as Messrs. Shone and Ault’s system. The cost of intro- 


ducing this system into Bangoon is estimated at £230,000, a sum Which the 
Committee nropose to obtain by borrowing. 

49. The Moulmeiu Municipal Committee consisted of 4 ex-offieio and 11 
Mouimeiu elected members. Ten ordinary, 18 special, and 88 

ou me u. , Bub-committoe meetings were held during tho year. 

At the commencement of the year the funds of tho Municipality were in an 
embarrassed condition. The year opened with a nominal credit balance of £356, 
but tho unsettled claims against tbe Committee amounted to £3,208. Tho total 
receipts during the year amounted to £12,756 as against £12,628 in the previ- 
ous year. The total expenditure of tho year amounted to £12,807 as compared 
with £13,160 in 1884-85, but the expenditure of 1885-86 included tho defrayal of 


the debts bequeathed by the previous year. The bulk of the municipal income 
was spent on administration, sanitation, medical relief, street-lighting, and main- 
tenance of commnuicatiuns. The Municipal Committee were occupied daring the 
year in devising measures to restore ha equilibrinih in their finances. To this 
end additional taxes wore imposed, all expenditure which was not absolutely 
necessary was foregone, and retrenchments in varions directions were carried out. 
In consequence of these measures the municipal finances were at the close of the 
year in a fairly satisfactory condition. 

50. The Akyab Municipal Committee consisted of 12 elected and 3 ez-o^do 
. , . . members, 6 of whom were Europeans and 10 

’ Asiatics. Six ordinary, 7 sjJecial, and 26 sob-com- 

mittee meetings wer§ held during the year. The mnnicipal income of the year 
amounted to £11419 as compared witli £10,806 in the previous year. The 
incidence of total income was 69 . 8 |d. per head of popolatio^, of taxation 1«. 7|d. 
Of the municipal income £784 were spent on administration, £1,457 on r^ay- 
ment of interest and principal of debt, £2,690 on education, £1,573 on meoj^ 
relief, .£1,385 on sanitation, and £2,270 on public works. There was a dkwing 
balance of £131. Much progress was made in educational work during the yeftf. 
An upper and lower primary scliool and a Mahomedan primaxy 8 <diool were estab- 
lished at a cost of £223, increased expenditure was inearred on aoeoont of the 
Municipal mrls' school, and the boarding school, wbidi was opened last year, was 
xendered seu-fapporting.

Five ordinary, >18 
special, and 81 snb-cojuniittoe meetiugs were held during the year. Tiie balance 
tp the pedit of the municipal fund at we heginuing of tliu year was I'l.HuO, l^e 
year’s inoome amounteu to 1:13,020. £1,300 of this sum were contributed hy the 
Govemmeut loan of 1888. The balance of the loan loft undrawn at tlio end of the 
vear was £87. The incidence of taxation was !<. 4^f., of inoome 9«. Old. per 
bead of population. The muuicipal expeuditure amounted to £18,004 ; of this 
sum £1,401 were spent on education, £780 uu medical relief, £2,000 on sani* 
tation, £7,119 on public works, and the balance, £2,284, on jSdmiuistrauau and 
miscellaneous expenditure. Of the sum spent on public works £4,707 were 
devoted to completion of and repairs to tlie wutor-wurka aud drainage system. 
During the 3 ’ear under report water was supplied, though nut regularly, to 
the town from the water-works. It w^s found ueceshary to incur ounaidetahle 
expenditure iu repairs as well as for the purpose of oorruotiug defects in the 
^ainago system. . It is matter for regret that thenonsirnctiuu of thesi' works waa 
iu Some respects defective aud that they liave nut oomplutely anawerod the purposes 
for which thoy were erected. On the whole, however, it is beyond uuestiun that 
the water-works and the drainage systeui have oouforrod benefit uu the town, and 
experieifce in working them will, it may be hoped, reader it puasihle to romody 
the defects w Inch have been fi>und fo exist. 

52. The number of mumhers on the Hasaeiri Muniuipal Committee remained 

unchanged during the jear. Twelve ordinary, G 
ftliecial, aud uumeroas buh-cummitteo meetings wore 
hold. The income of the Cumiuittee during the year under report amounted to 
£12,4(10, thd expenditure to £14.(121 an against £12,934> in 1884 -8.>. The ^ 
closing Italauce was .1‘8&1. Ex])onditurc on education iuoruased by nearly £(KK). * 
The Municipal middle school was raised during the your to tiie high Hcbool stand* 
acd, exti'iisive improvemeuts were carried obt in school buildings, aud special 
attention was paid to promoting the education of girls. 

53. .The Toungoo Municijtal C'ominittee, which consisted of 8 tx^officio and 

10 elected iiicmlM'rs, held 12 ordinary, 8 special, and 
otinfsoo. sub-committee meetings during the year. TJio 

3 ear opened witli a credit balance of £504. The year’s roceipts amounted to 
£0,358, tltc expenditure 0) £tM88, the closing balance to £*979. 'Tiiu income 
of the Municipality inci cased by £1.(105, an increaso which was contributed mainly 
hy tiiuuicipal tax, shiugbter-house receipts, and saloh of Inpior lioeuses. Exjumdi* 
tiiro increased by C389. The expenditure on education aud medical relief was 
cuusiderablj* iu excess of the expenditure on those objocth in 1881-85. The town 
was visited duniig the year hy an epidemic of chohTa, which lasted from July to 
November, and which was no doubt due in {lart to dofoctivc h&iitary arrangements. 
The necessity of taking some practical steps towards the improvement of the 
sanitary eoudition of their town has heou impressed on the Committee. 

5-L The Henxada Municipal Comiuitlec consisted of 8 ex^offu-Ao and 10 

elebted members. Eleven ordinary and 5 special 
HoniwiA. meetings were held during the year. The balance to 

the credit of the mnuicipal fund at the beginning of the ^'cgr was £1,418, tbo 
year’s keceipts amounted to £0,771, being an mcroasc of £219 on the income of 
the pievioim year. total exiMnditore of the year amonuted to £5,952. Money 

was weU spent in erecting a pumio. latrine, in deei^iug town wells, in metalling 
the roads, and improving the Inisaar. Strset-lignting is to be introdneed in the 
current vear. The Committee paid mnoh attention to the promotion of education. 
The pontion of the Municipal school was improved aud larger stuns than tormerly 
were spent on the salaries of masters and on. results-grauts, scholarships, and 
aid(^ schools. ^ . 

85. The Pegs Mtmioipal Committee, which consisted of 5 s^*e|^io and 8

58. The Paungdc Municipal Committee, which was formed on the 24th No* 
j, vember 18^4, consisted of 9 members, 7 of whom were 

ftungro. appointed by name and 2 Eight speciai mad 

18 ordinary meetings were held during the year. The opening balance amounted 
to £911, the year’s roceipts to £2,117, the expenditure to £2,352, the closing 
balance to £G70. The expenditure was of an ordinary kind. The Committee 
spent largely on eduentiou and with good results. Tho total expenditure on this 
account amounted to X711, or £03 more than last year. A good middle school, 
as well as an upper and lower primary school, is maintained. At the last depart- 
mental examinations 3 pupils passed the middle school standard, 11 the upper 
primary, and 1C tho lower primary. ♦ 

57. The Yaudoon Municipal Committee consisted of 0 nominated and 8 

esr-officio members. Ten ordinary and 3 special meet- 
aiK oon. during the year. Tlio municipal fund 

opened the year with a debit balance of £57. Tho year’s receipts amounted to 
£2,180, the expenditure to £1,007 ; the closing balance was £225. The equili- 
brium of municipal finances was rosturod by a reduction of expunditure on public 
works to an extent of upwards of £000. The Committee had under consideration 
<Uirlng tho year a sclieme for raising the Municipal .school from the primary to the 
middle class standard. This scheme is now being carried out. 

58. Kyaukpyu was constituted a Municipality on tho 31st August 1885, 

and a Committee consisting of 2 ex-ofu-io and 9 
KyiMi pyw. nominated members was ap))(>inted.'‘ TJie elective 

system was introduced on the Ist January 1887. Twelve ordinary and 5 s]>ccial 
meetings wore held during the year. The year opened with a credit balance 
of £1,442; the year’s receipts amounted to £1,972, tho expenditure to £2,375, 
of which £723 wore spent on education and £1,805 on public works. 

59. Sauduway was constituted a Municipality on the 4th June 1885. The. 

Committee consisted of 1 ex-uffido and 8 nominated 

members, who held office till tlio close of 188G, when 
tliey wore succeeded by an elected Committee. Kino ordinary and 5 special 
meetings were held during the year. The municipal receipts, of which £1,100 
consisted of a contribution from provincial funds, amonuttKl to £1,G20, the year’s 
exponditnre to £1,G38. The greater portion of the municipal income pro|ieris 
derived from bazaar rents and school fees. No taxes are levied in the town. The 
bulk of ihe'mnuicipal income was expended on education, medical relief, and 
public works.

The functions and powers of these Committees were the same as in fonugr 
years. The Committees oontinned to. snpervise th^ local affitirs in •« sa^s- 
htetory manner. The total balance at the credit of the towmfwnnmerated above 
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•at t)egiiiiiing of the year was ^164^3, The year's receipts were JC26»070« 
the year's expeaditore £80,858. £8,588 were spent on edooatiott, £8,400 on 
medical relief, £9,718 on public works. The dosing baianee amoauted to £11,911. 
The finances of moat of the towns are in a satisfactory condition. funds of 
BhWegyin and Tfatoa^ are, howoveif, somewhat embarrassed. In Shwegyin^ owing 
prinei{«U 3 r to exoesaive outlay on education, expenditnre has for some years ]^t 
exceeded income and the ftmd is now dangerously dose to bankntptcy. IHie 
Thdnz5 town fund eloii^ with a deficit balance of £18. The Committee appear 
to have been too lavish in expenditure on education and public works. The ncoes- 
aity for greater carefhiness in fntare has been impressed on both these Commit* 
tees. 

Military, 


61. At the beginning of the year there were stationed in the provinoe 6,819 

Beeuiw trw.iM. troops of all Rtnis. Of those ‘2,085 wore Enropeaus 

and 8.284 Natives. At Rangoon there were tl>e 2nd 
Battalion of the Somersetshire Light Infantry, tlioO-lst Southern Division. Royal 
Artillery, the 5th Madras Native Infantry, and a detachment of Madras Sappers 
and Miners. At Thayetmyo there were stationed the 2ud Battalion, Royal boots 
Fusiliers, the S-lst Soutliern Dinsion and the O-lst South Irish Division, Royal 
Artillery, and the 26th Madras Infantry. At Ttjuugoo tboro wore a wing of 
the Royal Scots Fusiliers, the 8- Ist London Brigade, lioyal Artillery, and the 8rd 
Punjab Light Infantry. Moulmoiu was garrisoned by a wing of tlio 9tli Madras 
Native Infantry, the headtiuartcrs of tiic regiment being stationed at Port Blair, in 
accordance with orders issued^ by the Governineut of India in January 1885. 
In March 1886 tlie military force in Lower Burma cuiisisUal of 1,181 European 
and 2,050 Native troops. Tljere were by tliat lime considerable clmnges in the 
IMsrsonnel of the regiments, a portioji of the Liver|K)ol regimeuf, the b-lst Brigade, 
Royal Artiller)', the Ist Bombay (irenadiors, the 3rd Madras Infantry, and the 
16tb and 18th Itongal Infantry forming part of the garrison, while some of the 
previously named troops had gone to Upper Burma. The disturbances in the ' 
province owing to the annexation of Upper Burma rendered tt necessary to station 
small detachments of troops at various poifits throughout the Pegu, Irrawaddy, 
and Tenasserim divisions to uphold order. The railway being now open from* 
P,angoou to Tuungoo, the latter station ceased to bo an ordnance <tcpot early in 
1880. 

62. The Volunteer force consists of the Uangofin Bitles with a company at 

VoUiniwrt. Akyab and auotlier at Bassein, and two cadet com- 

jiames at beAdquarters ; tlie Rangoon Artillery ; the 
Burma State Railway Corps with headquarters at Rangoon and companios at 
Prome, Pegu, and Toungoo ; the Mouhneiu Rifles with a company at Tavoy and 
another at Mergui, and two cadet companies; and the Moulraein Artillery. * The 
nominal strength of this force at the close of the year was 1,633 men and 231 cadets. 
The aggregate capitation earnings of the force for 1885 wc-rq £2,613. When Gene- 
ral Prendergast advanced on Mandalay in November 1885, several members of the 
Moontcii Company of the Rangoon Rifles and some members of the liangoou Artil- 
lery voluntcerM for field service and actiomiiauied .ihu expedition. Groat credit 
attaches to the Volunteers generally for tho-praisoworthy spirit they showed in doing 
night patrol and other duty at (heir several stations during the excitement which 
mjcompanied and followed the occupation of Mandalay.

• 63. The Indian Marine steamer EnUrprtte wm stationed at liaugoon from 
the begiiming of May 1885 to the close of the year for general duty, .The river 
gnn-boat Irrmraddy was also in Rangoon uoitl the middle of October 1885, when 
she proceeded with* the Field Force to Upper Burma, whore slio has since re- 
mained. 

Her Majbsty'a nun-of-war Woodlark arrived in Rangoon at the end of May 
1885 and remained tiU March 1886. In August 1885 she priicceded up the river 
mUecM Thayetmyo to give lunr officers and men an opporinuity ol m;. 
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qoaintance with the ooudittooe of inland navigation in Bturma. Later on, when 
hoBtilities broke out againat Uppw Burma, the men><tf-war Bacchante, Turquoise, 
Sphinx, Mariner, and Ranger also came to Rangoon, where they remains for 
Bome time. During their etay the Sphinx, Manner, and Ranger eaeh paid a visit 
of a^nt a week to Moulmein. The Bamger also visited Basseiu twioe, making a 
considerable stay on the second ocoanon, February, to give confidence daring 
the disturbances in the Bassein district. The Sphinx and Ranger also pai^ short 
visits Akyab in January and February respectively. 

Two foreign men>of-war — the Austrian gunboat Nautilus and the Freneh 
vesBel Champlain — touched at Rangoon in November and December 1885. The 
former also visited Moulmein.

suffer from drought, and low lauds in which cultivation is occasionally^ hindered 
by inundations. But these lands do not form well-defined tracts and they 
bear a very small proportion to tlie whole cultivated area of tlie country. The 
rules which permit the remis.*iiou oC revenue on lands where the crops havo been 
spoilt by drought or inundation, and which allow nntilled fields to be assessed 
at a very low rate (three pence f^r acre), are sufficiently liberal to render further 
measures for the relief of agricultural dHtress as a rule unnecessary. During the 
year under report, however, it was fouud uecesMiry to make some concessions to 
cultivators in parts of the Thayetinyo district. That district is not favourable to 
rice-eultivatiou and a succcHsion of short harvests, occabionod hv dronglit, had 
caused distress in the Th^cim.yo and in part of the Miudon township. Thu con- < 
cessions consisted in the grant to cultivators whose crops h%il failed, or who bad 
been unable to till their lauds, of certain privileges oouuectcd with the extraction of 
cntch, timber, and minor forest produce.

Mr. Cabamss spent most of bis time (from October 1885 until May 
1686) in&ecmitreof ^e principal tobacco-growing district of the province, visit- 
ing tbe diffenmt islands and cnon along the river, distributing aeed, and intro* 
dndsg ftwvftwg the cultivators tlie system 'Of drying tooaoco in tbe kbade. Be also 
eottivated experimmtally a plot of tobacco in Shadaw island with a view of 
ebowing in practice the qrstem be sought to introduce. His endeavours ta 
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iotrodacfl the improved system of diyiag tofmcco, which ^eatly «nhaQHoe8*lihe 
value of the crops, w«re attended with £ur success. Libenan coffee continued 
to be successfully cultivated in the Mergui garden and a number of young coffee 
trees were distributed during the year to applicants. The Arabian eoffee plant 
did not thrivet being evidently not baited to so damp a dimate as that of Mergtti. 
Of the other plants caltivated in the Mergui garden nutmegs and tea did welL 
cardamoms were not a success, and it was doubtful whether .the climate ib suited 


to cocoa and vanilla. In the Arakan Hill Tracts tea, cinnamon, Arabian coffee, 
Liberian coffee, and betel-vines were caltivated. Goorg coffee, as well as ooeoit 
and cardamoms, will be tried daring the cuifrent year. Although the exned^ 
ments show that the products now in the glrdens thrive well, little has yet been 
done to induce the hillmeu to take to the cultivation of any of them. 

C8. About l,0001b8. of American maize seed were distributed during the

It) n III wu o soe . Although the plant does not yield as many 

cobs as the indigenous variety, tlie cobs are much larger. It is found that to 


ensure a heavy crop four times as much seed as is sown in America has to be put 
into the greutid. About 401bs. of Havaimah and lOlbs. of Virginia tobacco-seed — 
enough to plant 800 acres — wore also distributed. 


60. * Experiments were made during the year at Dabcin on the Tonnguo 
„ Kailway line to tost tlie practicability of growing 

ry.weu i«r crops, Indian dry-woather crops in Burma. The experi- 
ments were not successful, and the Hindustani cultivators who tried them wore 
Tomuvod to Kyauktaga, wlaoro similar cxperiuients are now being made on fresh 
soil. 


70. The efforts made in former years to enconrago the culti vation of the sugar- 
„ ... . cane and the maunfacturo of jaggery in the Shwe- 

ujinroano ou iv» ton. fliatrict werc continued during the year under 

report, and .£1,782 were advanced tu spgnrgano growers in the Biliu township 
of that district. The progress of cultivation was hindered and the recovery of 
advances was rondei'od uiffioult by the outbreak of rebellion among the Shans in 


December 1885. One of the moat intlaentiul of the Slums in the Bilin valley 
joined the rebels and drew many after him. In consequence of these defections 
and of the prevailing disquiet nearly X*950 of the advances made dnring the 
•past two 8oa.son8 liavo yot to bo recovered. In consequence of the unsettled state 
of the Shwegyin district no further advances have been made. * 


71. Endeavours to introduce new agricultural implements were attended with 
. small success. Six Watt ploughs were taken by cnl- 

sfvicu ui» imp omen 8. tivators on trial, five of the harrows devised by lM[r. 

Cabaniss were lent as models, and five more were made and used by cultivators. 


Two horse-power threshing machines were imported from America. One of them, 
which w’as tried near llanguon, did not Work well, while the other, which was sent 
to Paungde, was prcnounccd a succe-ss, A now mill for pressing sugarcane was 
tried at Wauotchaung. Q’he mill works well, but is costly, the price paid for it 
being .£51. Messrs. Thomson and Mylne, from whom it was procured, hope 
to be able to construct similar mills at a cheaper rate. 


72. There is no cattle-breeding ostablishmout in the province. It has been 

shown that under favourable circumstances and fp'o- 
ana per management such an undertaking as a sheep-

the province, and the stock of the farm which ^as formerly maintained at AUan- 
myo has been sold to private persons, who propose to conthiae the entoriaijte.

Twenty-three veterinary assistants were at work in tlie province during tiie 
year. Three men were dismissed for misoonduct, one died, and two zekignpd* 
The Veterinary Instructor was employed ou other duty for a part of the year and 
eventually wenh on leave ; consequently the work of the young cattie-doctors 
aufiered frmu want of supervision. Fortunately there was less cattle-diseaae than 
In the previous year. -

7’his year, 
down to the middle of November, no rice whatever has been shipped to Europe, 
the entire exportable Surplus of a somewhat scanty crop being needed for EaHtom 
xuaritets. 

78. The crop reaped in Siam at the end of 1886 is believed to have been a 

poor one owing to want of rain at the proper season, 
®****^**' and no rice had been shipped at Bangkok for Europe 

down to the middle of November 1886. 

The only drcumstances, apparently, nnder which Saigon and Bangkok can 
wrar be aide to flirow much rice on the markets of Europe will be when China, 
Java, Japan, and the Philippine islands have nnnsnaliy good harvests and need 
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I 98 B foreign grain ; but it is safe to assume that, eyan under the most'^youndile 
circumstances, these conntries will continoe for manj years to come to be huge 
enstemers of Saigon and Bangkok, and that tfie chances 6f the latt^ {voring 
dangerous competitors with Burma ti^ the rice markets of Europe are still yet^ 
rmnote.

79. Except in the northern distxiets of the Pegu and Irrawaddy divisions, 
where the crops suffered much from drought, the rainfall was sufficient and weB 
distributed. The export districts gave prom^ of an exeeHent harvest and the 
estimated gross export for the year would probably have been consid^bly ex* 
ceeded, hM not heavy rain fallen early in February 1880, when the paddy was 
for the most part still on the throsbing'floor, and caused serious damage, render* 
ing no small quantily of the groin nusaleoble and affecting the colour and quality 
of the rest.

Horticulture. 

80. The Rangoon Agri-Hortioultural 'Society made but little progress during 
the vear and there was a considerable diminution in the number of members. The 
funds of the Society, whose principal sources of support are contributions from 
provincial and local revenues, are in a solvent condition, but the small amount of 
members’ subscriptions collected is matter for regret. Experiments were made 
during the year with various kinds of plants and trees, and large nurseries were 
formed of several species of oroameutal treee. such as mahogany. When ^e 
plants are sufficiently mature they will be distributed to Munieipalities and to 
the public. A oonsiaerablo sum was realized daring the year by the sale of plants 
and flowers. The lower story of the museum was enclosed during the yen and 
some additions were made to the zoological colloetiona. There was a decrease in 
tlie number of persons visiting the collections' during the year and the reesipte 
from visitors feu off by d42.

The quantity of teak extraotM dnxtng 
year was 85,448 tons, or 12,565 tons less thi^ in 1684-85. The gross menne 
of the year was T107,386 and the gross expenditure was jgl 15,095, leaving 
a net revenue of jE82,291 against Jg45,875 in 1884-85.

Mines and QuarrUs. 

Bai little progress was made daring the year with the earth*uil industry 
and operations on a largo scale in the Kyaukpyu 
district were under suspension. The question to 
whom the rights of the defutfet Boronga Oil Company now belong has not yet 
been decided, various j^artics having asserted their claim to them. Until the 
questions in dispute are settled there is no prosnect of a revival of extended 
operations. Individual wells continue to bo worked by native owners after native 
methods. 

94. The negotiations witli a Calciitta company, called the Murray Coal Corn** 
. pany, for the grant of a (U)alimining lease in the 

cofti nunmg. TbRjctmyo district, wltich had been pending since 

1883, were concluded during the year. A lease was executed, which grojits to the 
Company for a period of SO years all coal existing in a tract of land mciasnring 
square miles near Tondaung village in the Thuyetinyo district. The Company 
covenant in return t<» pa/ a nominal rent on the land actually being worked, and 
further to pay a royalty of two annas on every ton of coal extracted after the 1st 
January 189S. The lease contains further provisions for the purpose of seonring 
the mining rights of neighbouring villages and gives power to the Chief Comnua> 
iioner to cancel the lease if the grantees fail within a fixed period to work the oon- 
cesuon. The operations of the Company hai^o not yet proceeded beyond the stage 
of prospecting. A member of the Company has been carrying on work daring the 
year, but the results attained so far can hardly bo said to be satisfactory. The 
seamsof coal fotmd are too small to yield a remunerative outtarn and, consequently, 
no works on a large scale have yet boon startitd.^ The Company, however, have not 
abandoned hope of discovering a s( am which can be worked at a profit and it is as 
yet too early to pronounce on tlie prospects of their undertaking. 

96. Farther progress wrts made daring tho year by Mr. W. Law in the form- 
ation in Loudon of a Company to work a lead'inining 
Le«a-iiiitims- concession at Titawlft in the Tenasserim division. 

The Company is said to have been floated, but it has not yet commenced mining 
operations. A prospecting lease was also granted to Mr. Law over a tract of 
land in tiie vicinity of the land in respect of which mining concessions have been 
grahted. No action was taken daring the year under report on this lease. 

^ 90. Limestone continues to be quarried by convicts at the T6ndauapiraing 

quarry in the Amherst district. The stone obtained

for building. Owing to the difficulty of obtaining workmen skilled in 
dressing the stone it has not yet been nsod for the latter {mrpose.

97. The art industries of the province have been fully described in previoue 
Am nd tri B yoBXB and there is little to record under this head 

^ ' during the year of report. The scheme for the 

enconragement of art industries, which was developed some ^ears ago, continued 
to be worked on the lines originally laid down.'* The improvement of art 
#ork after Burmese models has been sednlonsly fosterod. Workmen are provided 
with photographic models of good work, servile imitation of non>Bnrman wOrIt 
is disoonraged, and effort is made to seonre the development of a thoroughly 
national school of art. All the best workmen now devote their energies principally 
to the production of work which is Burmese in character, and their productions 
during the year have, with few exceptions, been Burmese in shape, design, 
characteristics, and details. Competitions in art work are held from time to time 
and prizes are awarded for the best work of silversmiths, wood-carvers, and 
^kalaga,” makers and their pupils. Two such competitions wore held during the 
year under rq]X>rt, the first in A])ril, the second in October. Brizes to the amount 
of jE 120 were offered at the first, and to the amount of i‘105 at the second compe- 
tition. The value of the prizes distribntod as tlie result of the first competition 
was .£62, the value of those distributed after the second competition was £63. 
During tlie year the best workmen were fully employed. There is a considerable 
demand among connoisseurs, both in England end India, for Burmese art work 
of the host class, and some work was also done for the Colonial and Indian 
Exhibition at South Eeusingtou. The improvement which has taken place 
during thp last few years in tlie quality of the workmanship has had} as might 
be expected, an effect on the demand. The customers of the art workmen have 
become much more discriminating than formerly. They prefer quality to quantity 
and ai'e willing to pay projiortionately high ra’teg for good work. Ccmsequently 
there has been an improvement in the quality of the workmansliip of the silver- 
emitbs in Baugoon and Thayetmyo. The quality of the work produced in 
Monlincin, where there is but a small European demand, is inferior. Of the 
artists who work under tho supervision of the Art Officer master silversmith \Iuung 
Sffiwe Yon of Rangoon is said to he tho best. He finishes his work fairly to 
time, koi)ps regular accounts, completes his orders in rotation, and has appren- 
ticed pupils. The other artists arc, as a rule, unpunctual and unbusinesslike. 
It may ho hoped that this defect, wdiich is inherent in the Burmese character, 
will be gradually corrected as the demand' for good work increases and compe- 
tition becomes more severe. 

08. Collections representative of Burmese art were sent to the Colonial and 
« , . , , , Indian Exhibition during the year. The collections 

sent comprised silverwork, jewellery, wood-carving, 
ivory-work, silk, lacquer, and cotton goods, and embroidered hangings or 
kalagns.” The silverwork consisted of specimens of Burmese silverware, bo^ 
ancient and modem, and of some fine specimens of Shan and Shau-ZitnmA 
ware. The jewellery included a large collection of characteristic jewellery from 
Arakan and unmerous specimens of native handiwork from Rangoon and 
other parts of the province. The Bnrmese wood-carving art was represented 
at the Exhibition by a handsome screen, which was a specimen of Burmese wo^> 
carving of the best class, and several other pieces of carving, such as a gong- 
stand, a carved steering chair, and a sideboard. The ivory, silk, cotton, Msd' 
laequer-work included carefully selected and characteristic specimens. Besides 
art products the province’ of Burma contributed to the* Exhibition models cff 
agricultural implements, of fishing appliances, of implements used in rinions’^ 
industries, such as oil-presses, sugar-mills, rice-mills, and winnowers, and speci- 
mens of tools used by Bnrmsn artificers in various trades. Foll-si^ Hiedw eff 
men and women of the frihes indigenous to Burma dressed in native eoSttimes, 
witli specimens of the houses and .domestio applianees of those tribest were 
sent for inclusion in the Ethnological conri of tile Exhibition.

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Of the vessels included iu tins statement 3,518, with a carrying capacity 
of 2,390,427 tons, were Briiisli or British Indian craft, 367, with a carrying capa* 
city of 860,949 tons, were foreign craft, and 1,798, witli a carrying capacity of 
00,261 tons, were Native craft. Eighty>six per cent, of Uie total shipping traded 
under British colours. 

100. The shipping emploved in the foreign trade aggregated 1,376 vessels 

and 1,325,310 tons in the year under report against 
engBffcki in tha foraign 1,149 vessels aud 1,075,225 tons in the year inimedi- 
*' ately preceding, and fortued 4714 per cent, of the 

whole tonnage engaged in the trade of Burma during tlie year. The increase in 
toe quantity of sliipping employed on the foreign trade corresponded to the in* 
crease in exports which to^ place during the year and was due to the largo in* 
ci^ase in the exports of rice to Europe and the Straits Settlements. 

101. In the steam traffic vm the Suez canal there was an increase of 86 

vessels and 42,403 tons, 28 vessels of 86,968 tons 
SMtowftitrm 0 . having entered from Europe, apd 168 of 206,481 tons 

having cleared, against 29 of 40,124 tons and 117 of 100,92'i tons respectively in 
1684*86. 

102. There was a considerable increase in the shipping engaged in the coast*

. There was increased traffic with Bengal, Bombay, 

and Vadwtft, and there was a considerable increase in the quantity of shipping 
employed on the inter-provincial trade. The following are the figures of the last 
two years: in 1884*^6, 8,960 vessels of 1,302,028 tons; and in 1885-86, 4,802 
vessels of 1,486,827 tons. Of the gross number engaged in the coasting traffic 
daring 18f||S*86 2,246 were steamers vrith a tonnage of 1,806,707, 858 were tail- 
ing vessels of 126,616 tons, and 1,703 were Native craft of 68,104 tons.

the entrance to Akyab harbonr. The cause of the 
accident was anchorage in an insecure position, for which the pilot was to blame. 
The^ ship was ultimately got off. An enquiry was held at Rangoon into the lose 
W fire at sea of the British ship Charles Worsle^ shortly after leaving Chittagong. 
The Captain and crew were acquitted of blame. A numl«ar of trifiiog acciomts 
of various kinds happened to vessels both when in pilotage ^pharge and under other 
oiscumBtanceB, but none of them were of such a character aq to need special men* 
tion.

The port dues on shipping entering the harbonr, having been reduced from 
four annas to threo annas a ton on' the Ist January 1885, were considerably less 
in 1886-80 than 1884-86, in spite of the fact that a larger number of steamers 
and a much larger number of sailing \e8sels came into Rangoon in the year of 
report. On the other hand Harhonr-masters' and pilotage fees increased con- 
siderably. The income from wharves and jetties and from Strand bank rents was 
almost the same as in the year before. The expenditure of the year was of an 
ordinary character. < A new Jetty was put up at Crook road, Pazundanng creek, at 
a cost of J500, and the work of reclui'miug and filling up the Strand bank west of 
Godwin’s road was continued, the total sum spent on this work during the year 
amountiug to JL‘2,118. Various projects for the improvement of the port were 
in course of execution or under consideration during the year. The principal 
of those were fixed moorings for the harbour, additional jetty accommodation at 
Crisp street, and a new buoy-vessel. In order to defray the cost of those and 
other schemes the Government of India has sanctioned the raising by the Port 
Commissioners of a loan of .£80,404. The other port funds of the province are 
administered by the Deputy Commissioners concerned and are all in a hesltl^ 
state. Loans bearing interest have boon made by Government to the Akyim 
and Moulmein funds to enable them to carry out sundry port improvements. 

106. The Marine Survey of India made a survey on a scale of 2-incheB to

track. The southern portion of the archipelago has stiM to be surveyed and the 
work will be resumed during the current year. The Elephant Boint work was in* 
terrupted last sea^n owing to the survey party having accompani^ the Held Force 
to Upper Burma in November 1886. Periodical surveys of differdbt parte of the 
Rangoon harbour and river were madetiy the Assistant Port Officer, but no seriooe 
changes in any of the channels were discovered. The tidal observatories aft 
Rangoon, Amherst, and Moulmein worked well throughout the year, altiioft|^ 
there were occasional stoppages through parts of the mechanism ge tting oitft Of 
order. '

X08. The condition of the seabonie trade of the province was more prosper- 
tm in the par under report than in the previous year. That year had been msraed 
by severe drotession, which reduced the total value of seaborne trade by npwards 
of giil,000,0(K). In year under roftort trade, though it did not reach the height 
to which it attained in the exceptionally proa]>«ronR years of 1882-8B and 
showed a very considerable increase in value over that of 1884-66. *1110 increase 
was the more satisfactory, because the dcpro^Blou whicli prevailed in 1884*85 
cannot be said to have yet terminated and because the war with Upper Burma had 
an injurious effect on trade of all kinds during the last three months of the year. 
The total seaborne trade of tlie year, exelnding (Tovenuiient transactions, amount- 
ed in value to almost £18,000,000 as agaiiiNt £1(S,000,000 in the previous year. 
This increase was contributed mainly by foreign expt)rts, which rose from mil- 
lions to 6J millions in value. 'Phere was a small decrease in the value of foreign 
imports, while the coasting trade remained ahuu‘-t stationary. The channels of 
trade were ninch the .same as in previous years. Nearly 70 jier cent, of the tradooC 
the province passes through liangoon, almost the whole of the rest through Moul- 
mein, Akyab, aud Basseiu. Of the latter porta Bashein appears to bo the most 
flourishing. During the jear uruhT review the value of its exports increased 
80*86 per cent, in the foreign and 700 38 p<*r cent, in the coasting branch.

The decrease in imjwrts was due to over-importation in previous years and 
to failures among nati\e merchants in the bn/aar. These failure's wore so froqu&iit 
and often for buch large sums that during the year a sysKuti t>f cash pa}iiicoUi 
took the place of the credit ssstvm, winch had lormerly prcxailed. The introducdou 
ofathis system, which is in itself a more healthy one than that which previously 
obtained, necessarily caused considi rabie oisturhunrt to trade and had the < (feet 
of reducing its extent. Tliore was an iiici cased trade in a few of the chief 
articles of imiiort, namely, cotton goods, ship.s and parts of ships, and woollen piece* 
goods. On the otlier liand there was a con-tideranlc falling 'oif in silk piece-goods, 
raw silk, hardware, metals, tnlu, and coals. 'I’lie increase in cotton and woollen 
goods appears to have been due principally to speculative importations, as at the 
dose of the year merchants are said to have liad largo unsold stocks on thoir 
bands. As regards the articles which ha^ e been imported to a smaller extent than 
in the previous year, the decrease msy in rno'-t cases he ascribed to over-impur* 
tation in fonnel^ yetir^. At the beginning of the )ear the local market was lar^ly 
oveiatock^, especially with oils, hardware;* salt, and silk go^ids. Couseqiiotitly 
t^re was but little importation during the year under report. Trade in tliese 
artdelea is said to be now becoming more healthy. Trade wa» carried on with ^ 
Mune foreign countries as in formt^r years. Tiiere was a decrease in traffic with 
the United Kingdom, Franco, the fitraits Settlements, and the United States.

It will be seen that the total value of foreign and coasting exports has been 
larger than in any previous year, and has exceeded the value of those exports in 
the previous year by 1} millions. The increase is due almost entirely to a larger 
trade in rice. The quantity of rice exported both to Europe and to the Straits and 
China increased very considerably. The shipments of rice to Europe were larger 
than the shipments of the previous year by 205,004 tons, valued at £1,092,400 ; 
those to the Straits Settlements, China, drc., increased in amount by 67,840 tons, 
valued at £4l9,124. The large increase in ex[)orts to Europe cannot be attribnted 
to a rise in prices in the European market, where low prices ruled throughout the 
year. The increase is due partly to a decrease in the competition of Saigon and 
Bangkok, which sent mnch smaller supplies to the Enropeau market than in the 
previous year, partly to the fact that the small exports of 1881 85 had left a large 
surplus stock in the province. The large increase in exports to the Straits Settle* 
ments and China was caused by a more active demand. During June and July, 
and again in September and October, largo sales of white rice were effected at 
ver^ favourable prices. The increased demand was attribnted to inundations in 
China. The export trade in other articles of raercliaudisc cither decreased or 
remained practically stationary. There was a decrease in exports of cotton and 
hides, which is attributed to a falling off iu supplies from Upper Burma. There 
was a small decrease in exports of cutch, owing to the unfavourable condition of 
the homo market. The teak trade was almost stationary. The quantity of teak 
exported increased to a very slight extent and there a])pears to be no immediate 
prospect of a rise in prices. During the year the market in the United Kingdom 
was in an unsatisfactory state, the demand for teak was small, and prices showed 
a downward tendency. 

112. The export trade in the produce of the country coastwise increased in 
- , value during the year under report by 9’4 per cent. 

as compared with its value in the previous year, and 
was larger tlian it has been for many years past. Exports to Bengal decreased 
largely, but Uiere was au increase w'hioh more than made op for the decrease in 
exports to Bengal, Bombay, and Madras. The increase in exports to Bom- 
bay was duo to the fact that that market took larger supplies of ilfee, teak, and 
cotton and woollen piece-goods, while Madras took larger supplies of gram, pulse, 
and teak. Sind also, which had no dealings with Burma iir 1882*83, has now » 
considerable trade with this province, principally in teak. The trade in oil also 
increased, 1,074,688 pllons having, been exported as against 1,003,478 in Ibe. 
previous year. This increase is due to larger supplies of petroleum from tipper 
Burma, which is shipped both in its crude state and also after it has been renned 
in the Rangoon Oil Company's distillery. There was an increase in the qoantily 
of teak exported coastwise, but owing to a stiU further fall in prices, the value of 
the total quantity exported was but very slightly in excess of that of the quantity 
azported in 1884-85.

The imports in the 
Atee years were valued at £2,126,717, £2,7d7,822vcud £2,616,664 respectively, 
while the e:^rt8 were of the value of £l,907,fl88, ^874, 170, and £2,^8,118. 

114. The bulk of the traffic was conveyed, as in fomier years, over the Irra- 
Btv«» rotttM. waddy, to a great extent in the ^steamers of the Irra* 

waddv PlotiUa Company. There is also a consider* 
able boat traffic ; daring the year 7,405 boats passed up and 6,949 down the river 
ae against 7,120 and 7,185 iu the previous year. The aggregate tonnage was in 
1886-86 148,078, in 1884-86 1*00.000 tons. 

116. In the value of the imports by the Irrawaddy there was a decrease of 
• ^ £4(U ,779, chiefly in raw cotton, eutoh, hides, cotton 

and bilk goods, pickled tea, and sugp uurefmed or 
jaggery. The decline in the cottpu and silk pieco*goods trade is due to tlie in* 
ureasing import of European goods, pjuropean luanufactures, thongh not^ 
durable as those of Barman make, are cheap that the poorest peasant can adbrd 
to buy them, and it it> jcobablo that they will thially drive Barman manufaotarea* 
of this class alniubt completely ont of the market. The decrease in jaggory is en* 
tirely due to the disturbiug mflneuce of the war. Had the conditions of trade 
remained the same as in iurnicr years, the trade in this article, which has grown 
largely daring the last two years, would probably have again moreaned during the * 
Tear under report. The decrease iu the trailc in picklod t<(p is attributed to tbs 
hostile relations between Burma and the Shan States, from winch supnlies are 
derived. The onlv article of mcrchandizo the import of which iucreaseU largely 
was grain, t. e., wheat, gram, and pulse. The cultivation of wheat is said to be 
iMt tAfidui g in Upper Burma and it finds a ready sale iii Lower Burma, where it is 
prsferr^ed to Inmau wheat. There is a largo demand for gram and pulso iu the 
Madras presidency, which took during the vear 200,099 inaunds of jiuhos. The 
import trade by the Salween and Bittang rivers tneroased, larger quantities of 
timber ba^ng been floated down them than in tlie previous your. 

116. The export trade dccreasinl largely both by the Irrawaddy 6nd by tlie 

Sittang.' The prinoif«al decreases took place in cot* 
®*^'**‘ ton, bilk, and woollen piece-goods, in raw silk, and in 

salt. The falling off was principally due to the disturbing influence of the war 
with Upper Burma. The export of ncc was very large and nearly roaribed the 
amount exported in 1884-85. The rice season iu Upper Burma was an unfavour* 
able one, as that of the former year had beefl, and large supplies from Lower 
werq required to make up the doflcicncios of local production. * 

117 . The import trade over land routes fell off enormomdy. The value of 

the trade which passed AJlanmyo and Tonngoo, the 
LftnanwiM. stations at which the bulk of the trade of this kind 

ia icffistered, was little more than one-tlnrd a.s large as the value of the trade 
Wl^ ps ^ those stations in the previous year.

181. The work done on the principal line of communication, namely, the 
„ „ . Rangoou-Prome road, consisted mainly in repairs, 

ngoon- rouM ro . Rangoon division metal was renewed onr seven 

miles of the road. In the Tharrawoimy division five bridges, one with 
opening of 120 feet and two of 40 feet over the Kantha stream, one with a sio^e 
opening of 90 feet over the Qamon stream, a third with a single opening of lt)0 feet 
over the. Minbu stream at Thitnapa, a fourth with one opening of 80 and two 
of 20 feet ovcrtlie Robin stream, and a fifth with a single opening of lOO.featovar 
the Minhk stream, were completed daring the year. The first four th these bridges 
were provided with brick abutments and wrought-iron superstructure, ^e fifth ww 
brick and wronght-iron Superstructure. The total cost of the Kantha bridge VMS 
£6,261, of which £1,169 were spent during the year of report, of 
bridge £2,749, of which £78 were spent during the year, of the !ll^bn}i^d{|d 
£8,487, ^ which £206 were spent during the year, of the Bobin bri^e,£2»872» 
of which £561 were spent during the year, and of the Minhia bridge £8,887, 
of which £78 were spent during the year.

Petyc road, in the clearing of jungle and the erect ion of hmlges mi the road 
from Athdk to Inyo, and ip the. eomplotiou of the earthwork and bridging 
of'the road from i)uya to Danuggyi. A small (juantity of road metal was also 
collected on the latter road. 

188. The Waw and I’ayagyi road was nearly completed from provincial funds, 

and the road from the railway station at Tawa to the 
Fegadivinoa. Pegu river, opposite the month of fhe Pegu canal, was 

completed. From local fnnd.s the expenditure was as follows. The first section

of the bridge was brought to site. Metal was also collected for two miles of 
the Kyanktaw and Maliamuui road. The above expenditure was provincial. The 
expenditure Orom local funds consisted chiefly in the erection and renewal of 
brmges. Seven timber bridges were re-built on the Minbya-Myaungbwe and five 
on the Myohaang-Myaungbw6 road. Some timber bridges were also renewed on 
the Kyauktaw-Maliamani road. Besides this, the approaches were completed to 
the screw-pile bridges over the Parabaw, Langadanng, and Nyaungbinzeik creeks, 
and the Thare stream.

Tbe principal work under the head of water communications, which is now 
being carried out, is the Sittang and Kyaikto canal, which is to be 14 miles in 
length.' £5,0S7 were spent on it daring the year. Five miles of excavation wese 
completed to the full section of t'ue canal and three miles were partly excavated. 
The oed of laterite that crosses the canal near Mukamu was remov^ Quarters 
for the Assistant Engineer in charge of the Eyaikto subdivision, in wlueh 
canal is situated, were completed at a total cost of £400 and an expenditure during 
the year of A230. 

Heavy expenditure was incurred owing to the damage done to the PemDir 
canal by rebels. On the lOtb December a detachment of* marauders from tiia 
main body, whidi hi^ risen in rebellion in the Shwegyin district, cut the Abgr*; 
embankment and burnt the lock-gates at Myitkyo. The dmnage thus done CMtsed 
the level of the water in the canal to frdl. Until the end of Uie official yeaw the 
canal was only navigable for very small boats during neap-tides, bnt at spring- 
tides, when the Tawa lock was not closed for repmrs, fairiy la^e boats passM 
through the low«r portum of the canal, the breach in tbe Abya embankment, and 
the Abya creek into the Sittang river. In consequence of the ffiU d wataro<|teea*. 
aioned by the damage done it was possible to excawte the pai!ta of theoaiMd 
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b#fcwa6a tfa« 8 (M&l in4 88th ttiles» vfaioh hud aUt«d ap, Md to oxmto ipeohU 
r^Nura to the U>dK*|^etea et !r«wa« aod to the Miaywe flood>eaee|Mi. The toty 
eipeaHtan oo epeoie} cep^ during the Tear wee ^ ~ 

Btttlittle wee 4<>t}e during the jeer in the wej of oleenng oceeke. An expwdi- 
tore of J^90 wda beaired in impronog the waterway totveeo fi^ong and jPaia^ 
and the PMnamyitta oreok^ and oreeks in the Ma*abin ieiand were cleared of 
bruihwood, weeds, and snoh like obstacles to the jiassage of boats. A, dredging 
maehine was employed in the Panlaung creek from the middle of NovemW to 
Abe middle of January. A large quantity of material was dredged, but Uie holes 
made filled up again and httle permanent good was done. A sum of 46238 was 
also expended in dredmng a sbodi in the bed of the Ngawnn riehr opposite to the 
l^gawmi village to enable the river steamers from Ihtsspin to reach Henaada, 
Some repairs, which cost A350, were executed in the Tuute canal. 

Process was made during the year in the provision of fimilities for steam 
traffic. Landing stages for river steamors were completed at Paletwa, Batho* 
daung, Lelmaseik, and Bamree m the Arakan division, and for steam-launches 
on the DOndami, Gyaing, and Salween rivers, and on the right bank of the Pegu 
river at JDabein, Desat, Thayetpiuchaung, Tawa, TAngyi, and Kawa. i2(K) were 
spent in ooubtrnoting a puiitoou bridge and approaches at the stone wharf at Tavov, 
and an additional span was put into the approach to the landing stage at Kyaux- 
taw in the Akyab district. Some rocks were blasted lu the Tan creek to enable 
the steamer Ilasl^ to pass w'lth safety.

The works executed ooiiststed mainly in tlie upkeep of existing ombank* 
ments. No large extensions of the enibiiiikmeut sj stem of the province were 
carried out during the year. In the Uassciu (b vision ill, 400 were expended m 
completing the extension of the Ngavinu oinbaukmcut from Zibingwin to Tabu 
and £270 in raising and streugUieuing the villagers' bund between Kaku and 
Fuyagyi. In the Heuzsda divnuon i‘1,032 note siient in retiring the Irrawaddy 
branch of the Henzada embankment and lu raising the crest of the Kgawon 
embankment. ild2 were spent on improvements to sluices and i'106 on the 
refiiovaJ of the Lemyetbna bnugalow from its original site, which was annually 
flooded, to a site bel^d the present embankment. In the Sbwegyin division tliC 
embanlraettts on the west bank on the Sittang river and on the right bank of the 
Aingddn creek were raised and strengthened, andthoYenwe, Psgauig, and Kadat 
livers, and part of the Sittang river, were surveyed with the view of improving 
ifie drainage of l^t district. The cost of th^^ works was i;3,112. lu the Tbar- 
lawaddy division the Kyaukse weir was repaired and extended^ and the weir and 
banka of the Kadat stoeam were prutectcHl with rubble stone. In the Thayetmyo 
diviBion an embankment was constnicted on the Bsy6 chaung at a eoat of £$87 
end an exfNmditare durmg the year of A187.

In the Pegu division £729 were spent on the drainage of the town of Pega, 
i;881 on wells, oalverts, and sundry small works, and ^‘308 on quarters for the 
schoolmaster in the same towu. In the Bhwegyin division a bazaar was com* 
pleted at Nyannglebin at a cost of £073. In the Henzada division a slaughter* 
shed and a schoohhouse were constructed at Kyangin at a total cost of £286 and 
an expenditure during the year of £206. A school house was erected at Mya* 
naung at a cost of £71, and a meat and fish bazaar at Zalun at a cost of £451. 
In the Thayetmyo division a hospital was completed at Allanmyo at a total cost of 
£440 and an expenditure during the year of £287. The works executed in the 
Arakan division were the following. A temporary light-house was completed on 
Oyster island at a total cost of £1,997, not including the light, and an expenditure 
during the year of £78 ; and a house was built upon the island for European light- 
keepers at a cost of £46. The temporary light-house is 70 foot above the ground 
and the light was first exhibited on the 6th April 1885. In the port of Akyab 
-£765 were spent on additional and temporary landing stages, and £137 in remedy- 
ing the damage dune to the stone pier by the cyclone of 1885. The Akyab Munici- 
pality having decided not to erect an iron bridge over the Satyogya creek, a 
quantity of iron-work, which had hocn purchased for the work, was taken over, 
from the Municipality at cost price. It will be used to erect a bridge over the 
Pegu river. 

145. The ostablishmont charges of the year amounted to £62,210 against

a total expenditure of £241,331. The percentage of 
estahlislimont to gross expenditure was 25*78 per 


cent. ; to expenditure on works it was 35 69 per cent. 

146. At the commencement of the year under report the Sittang Valley line 

was open as far as Kyaunglebin on the 93rd mile, 
. “ and on the Ist July 1885 the remaining section of 


78 miles was opened to passenger and goods traffic. The total mileage in the 
province oj^en at the close of the year was 3*27 miles. Progress was niade during 
tbe year with the preparation of the estimates and project for a line from Hen- 
sada to Bassein. There is no probability, however, of a commencement being 
made with this line for some time to come. In March the survey of the proposed 


lino fr(Mn Toungoo to Mandalay was begun. No large improvements were carried 
out on the existing lines of railway during the year. On the Irrawaddy line 16 
timber bridges were replaced by wrou^t-iron stmetnres and bridges over the 
Okkan and Kantha streitms were completed. A nailitei? siding was laid on the 
river bank at Prome for the Upper Burma Expeditionary Force, and block-houses 
were erected for defensive purposes at the principal watering stations on the 
Irrawaddy line and at the chief large bridges on the Sittang line. On the iSt* 
tang lino a siding, miles long, was constructed from the Kau^tkwin station* 
on the 123rd mim, to Messrs. Darwood and MacGregor’s saw-mill at MiolsngQ» 
The siding was opened in November 1885. „ • 

The only serious accident daring the year occurred in Julj on the Sittang 
line through an engine being derailed and overturned by rnnning ovmr s bqllook. 
Damage was caused to the engine and to several passenger vehicles, but Inr*^ 
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ftpofiitely Qo imiurdd, M'all vdre iu the rear carriages of the traia. 

The driver and fireman escaped with compa^veiy slight iujuries. 

The fiaUwaj Volnnteer Corps has considerably increased in numbers daring 
the year and on 31st March 1B36 was of an enrolled strength of S8r> against $63 
at the same period in 1885. Of the former unmber 15!2 were exira-effioients 
and 128 efficients. During tlic recent operations in Upper Burma the Voluu* 
teers rendered valuable assistance to Government iu taluug guards iu Bangoou, 
Inaein, Prome, and Pegu, and in manning a (Sitrol train wbiob ran fur some 
time on portions of the line which wore believed to be exposed to danger.

The general estimate of tile Sittang llailway was closed on the 31 st Deccm* 
her 1885, aftfjr which date the capitjil accounts of both lines were amalgamated. 

The suspense balance has been reduced during the year by i'47,0‘J4, of which 
sum £'35,490 is due to stores issued to Revenue and Capital works. 'ITae otJier 
auspofise heads bave’bt-en considerably reduced by adjustments of outstandings. 
The bulk of the balance of £75,325 in suspense consists of i'23,619 worth of loco* 
motive stores and £47,343 wortli of general stores,

The increase in expeuses in 1885 over 1884 arc attributable almost entirely 
to increased inileage and to the maintenance charges fur the 73 miles of the 
Sittang line opened to traffic in July. A part of Die increase may also be ascribed 
to the arrangement whereby all construction establishment was charged from the 
date of opening to lievenue. A special item pf expenditure was the cost of run- 
ning ))ilot-eugineB in advance of the up and down night mail-trains when 
danger to the mail-train was apprehended, and of running an armoured patrol- 
train in connection with the precanti<mary measures taken to protect the line. 
The special expenditure incurred on this account amounted to tl,’200.

The increase is duo chiefly to the Sittang line, both on the section worked 
throughout the year and on that opened iu July. The earnings would, probably, 
have been considerably greater had it not been for tho disturbed condition of the 
country hotii before and after the annexation of Upper Burma. When quiet has 
been restored and trade from the Shan States has revived, it may be expected 
that Uie traffic passing over the Sittang Valley line will increase largely and 
rapidly.

152. The telegraph system of the province continues be administered in 
two divisions. There was an addition of 497 miles of line and 572 miles of wire 
during the year ; the total mileage open at the end of the year was 2,090 and 
4,162 miles in the two divisions. Ten licensed and 19 Government ofiSoes were 
opened, leaving at the close of the year 49 Government and 49 licensed offices 
opou to the public. There were also 36 offices not open to the public. The traffic 
increased by 16*85 per oeni. in sent messages, which realized a profit of <£82,910 
to Government. The additions to the line and wire and number of Government 
offices were mainly owing to the annexation of Upper Banna. !l^e line item 
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Sinbjadaing vid hmjtk to Siam has been finally closed at the request of the 
Oovemmeut of Siam, that vid Uie B5utd Pass from Siobyadain^ being made the 
permanent line instead. Another line to Siam from Moiiliuoin vui Myswadi was 
completed daring the year, bat was not brought into tise as the Siamese had not 
completed tire section from Kahaiug to Myawadi. A. considerable amount of 
damage was done to the lines in the Shwe^yin and Pegu disiriots by muranders 
daring December and January, and the disturbances which prevaiied in those 
districts rendered necessary the post{Hmoment of the annual repturs.

108. For the first nine mouths of the official year postal operations were eon- 
. • 1 . altu<»8t entirely to Lower Burma, the only post 

miHTitt po8 . office in Cpper Burma being that maintained at Man- 

dalay. With the annexation of Upper Burma the imperial post was extended to 
that province, and the whole of Burma was formed into one circle under the 
direction of a Deputy Postmaster-General. During the year 11 post offices, most 
of them in Upper Burma, were opened and six wore closed. There was a very 
large increase in the nmnhor.of covers of all kinds sent out for delivery. In 
Lower Banna alone the ijicn'ase was one of B2 per cent., the number of covers 
sent ont being in IBSl-Bo 4,02 1,(522 and in the year under report 7,812,004. 
The greater portion of this increase was due to the large influx of troops 
daring the year. There was alst» a large increase in the value of money orders 
and of value payable artielcis posted, an increase which rnny lie ascribed to the 
same cause. Tlie post office organization of Upper Burma is as yet in its infancy, 
but a satisfactory commencement was made during the last three months of tlio * 
year under report. On the occupation of Mandalay two post offices were opened, 
one in the Palace, the other on the river bank, ann siiortly after ahead post ofiloe 
was opened in the merchants’ quarter. r<»Ht oflic.es were also opened at Bhamo, 
Myingyan, Miulila, and Ningyan, and snh-post offices in c»tl)or places. The dis- 
tribution of a large number of miliiary de^chimuits over the country increased ’ 
greatly the labours of the post office, as it was new'shury Iw provide for the de- 
spatch of letters to each detachment. An enumeration of postal articles doliv('rt*d 
ill Upper Burma was made during the second v\c<-k of February. The numiicr of 
letters didivered during (hat period was 21.B80, the iimnher delivered during the 
corresponding })eriod of (he previous .year wfis about 200. A satisfactory feature 
of the post olfico administration of Upper Burma is the readinnas which (ho 
Burmese show to avail tbcins<>lvo8 of postal faeilititjs. liefore the annexation 
hardly any Burmese corre^^poadouce pass(-d through the ))ost office, at the end of 
the year it is helicvfd to have ruiikcd next in amount to Fuglish correspundtmeo. 

164. The work of the district post increased slightly during the year under 

report. Tlie.re was a net inerease of five post oflices, 
Dwtnci i»oht. hUhir-boxes, and three village qiostmen, and (lie 

number of miles over which (he district post was canie<l increased by 180. The 
number of articles posted increased from 08,486 to 11(5,H2 and the percentage 
of covers returned undelivered was slightly less than in the previous year. There 
was a marked increase in the numhir of money ordc’’.s issa<’d and in the nnuiiuir 
of registered articles, packets, and parcels despatched. Tlie nmnber of wrvie© 
letters posted was also larger than in JBB4-86. The co»t of the district po.st in- 
creased by X'351, or about C per cent.

155. Tha gross revcnne demand of the provin<ia during the year 1885*86 
amonnted to i:l,d81,005. These figures, compared with those for the pre* 
ceding year, show an increase of £189,796, equivalent to 8*6 per cent. Customs 
revenue shows a large increase of £131,360. The increase was due partly 
to the fact that the rice season of the previotls year was a late one, but mainly to a 
better harvest during the year of report. There was a satisfactory increase in land 
and forest revenue. Excise revenue alone decreased to any considerable amount.

Biace 18^-82 ihe aesossed area haa incrca'^d by 022,8^3 acres and the 
revenue assessment by J^2,441. The increase itt J 885-80 was abnormally large 
and was mainly due to the following causes. A coueidin-ahlc area of land which 
had been granted under the Waste-land Kales of 18^3—41 in the Akyah district 
was brought under assessment, the c«>rr6ct areas ascertained by cadastrtU survey 
wore ma& the basis of assessment in Prome and North Bassein, and the amonut* 
of pottah lands brought under usse.shmeut for tlie fir.st titue.on the expiry of the 
revenue-free period was larger than u^oal, especiuliy in Tharrawaddy and Han- 
thawaddy. * 

160. The area payirl|; a rate of 3d. per acre as fallow amounted to 
_ „ 270,018 acres in the ^ ear of report as agaiusi 201,110 

acres in 1884-8o. 1 lie incn-aso was most marked 

in Promo, where 15,125 acres were thrown out of cultivation by drought as 
against 891 acres in the previous ydir. Jn r>»hs( in .there was a further increase 
of 16,303 acres, but the fallow art-a in that distiici (.'>H,521 acres) is by no means 
excessive when the poorness of the soil in pnrK of tin* district is takt;u into 
account, formerly cultivators, after' obtaining uiie or two cro[)s from their 
laud, abandoned it altogether, to resume it al't 'rafow years. They are now 
gradually learning to appreciate the advaiituge ol n'taining the. land in their 
hands by paying the fallow rate, and shifting cuiiivaiiun i- decreasing. In Pegu 
the area of fallow was reduced by 11.174 acres, a liirce proportion of tlie laud 
left fallow in 1881-85 having been again brought under eultivathm. The area of 
fallow in the Amherst district lias deereaseu, hnl is *-till large (55.225 acres). 
The prevalence of cattle-disease in 18H2 and Mrnvenuent years eansed much of 
this land to be left utitilled, and about one-liftli*of me wliole area of fallow con- 
sists of land which has been thrown out of enltiviition by the action of ihe sea.

This table does not represent with exactness the real area sown or planted 
with rice, inasmuch as assessed grants, of winch rice is the staple crop, are shown 
under the head All other lands.” Moreover in most tann^as rice is aown 
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together with oilier crops, such as cotton and sosBamnra. The piltportion of land 
under poddy is about tlie same as in last year, nouufly, 87 per cent, of the whole 
cultivated area. Fruit and vegetable gardens eKtonded over 254,095 acres, or 
about 6'8 per cent, of the cultivated area of the province. Orchard and garden 
cultivation generally pays very well. There was a satisfactory increase in the 
extent of land planted with tobacco, 20,851 aores against 18,187 acres in 1884-85, 
due partly to the separate classiiication of taniigya and tobacco land in ilie 
Arakan Hill Tracts, and in some measure to extension of cultivation in the Hen- 
zada district, w'hcre the Assistant Director of .\gricultnre has done good work in 
showing the cultivators how by iiuprovemcut in the^ method of curing the leaf 
largely enhanced profits can be obtained. There is reason to hope that good results 
will follow the reduction of the revemn^ rate on iniscellanuoas cultivation to two 


shillings per acre in Heuzada and the must recently settled districts. The only 
other staple of which the cultivation is c{msidernble is sugarcane. Nine thousand 
three hundred and fifty-six acres w’< rc returned as under cultivation with sugar- 
cane during the year against 7,802 acres in 1884-85. It is probable that those 
figures are below the truth.

As compared with lH8d-K5 tho revenue collections up to filst March full 
short by about £52,500. In lUsscin and Promt' tl)erc was mismauageinent on 
the part of tbo District Oflicors ; bift the short collections of the year were mainly 
due to the disturbed state of the Tliougwa and Bastudu districts in tho months 
of February and March, when*th(! hulk of tho roveuuo is generally collected. 
The amount ontslanding on the JKKh June 188(5 was £14,881, a sum which, 
thouf^h douhle the a\erajre sum outstanding at the <!nd of tho two nroccding 
agricultural years, was c(tnsiderfihly la-low tho halauce uncollected on lue corre> 
spending da{o of 1881-82 and 1882-88. Much credit is duo to the thiigyis of 
some of the principal ilistricts for the punctuality with which they paid in their' 
revenue in spite of tho disturbances which prevail* d during ftio peiiod when land 
revenue is collected. That lh<‘ revenue should have boeii so fully collected, tiot- 
witlistandiug the terror inspired by rebel hands, who in many cases made (ho 
prohibition to pay taxes to tin* riritish (iovernmont part of their prognunino, is a 
satisfactory irulicHtion of the general lojcilty of the population.

The increase in the demand was 1‘1 per cent, against 2-2 per cent, in 1884«86 
and 1*7 in 188d>84. The increase ^ough smaller than usual was general. It 
was most marked in Thuugwa and Tharrawaddy, where cnltiration is most rapidly 
extending. 

107. Although the people arc accustomed to this tax and for the most part 

pay it without demur the dilliculty of collecting it is 
Coenave prooMM*. Steadily increasing, os|>ecially in the Arakan division. 

Difficulty in collecting the tax is experienced in districts like Basscin, where there 
is a large floating population, but as a rule it is only criminals or upinm-caters 
who deliberately evade the tax. Mon of this class frequently deehue to pay until 
legal process has been issued against them. They then produce promptly the 
money which they had withheld. For the purpose of dealing with men of this 
.stamp it is necessary that the power of imprisoning revenue did'anlters should 
be retained, but there is reason to fear that in some districts the' power is exercised 
with undue harshness. It has been impressed on district authorities that they 
should endeavour by early asscBsmcnts and increased vigilance to reudt'r less 
frequent the cases in which men are sent to prison for fniluro to pay eapitation-tax.

Thdngwa was the only district in which any marked increase was apparent. In this 
district the inland flshcry revenue went up at one bound in 1880-81 from £57,600 
to £77,500. The increase which took place was mainly due to reckless biddings 
at the auctions which were then held, when many fisheries were leased at rents 
which rendered it impossible to work them at a profit. • Since that date until 
1884-85 the fishery revenue of the district steadily diminished. The spread of 
cultivaUon and the erection of embankments have to some extent curtailed the 
extent and interfered with the working of the Thdngwa fisheries, bat the midn 
cause of the decrease was that the fisheries cmold hot be made to pay the ravenoe 
which had been bid for them, and leases were one after another thrown up or oan- 
celled, to be re-settled at lower rates. After careful enquiries had been made to 
ascertain the real worth of each fishery and the manner in which it could be best 
exploited, leases for five years wore in 1885 offered to the existing lesseeB on 
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iMTBis it was belieTed vonld jnaJd them a lair profit on tbe workinif, and 
Aiese leases vere accepted bj them for the moatVari with alacritj. The fishery 
revenue syston of the Thdngwa district may now be said to have been established 
on a sonnd basis. The * leased fishery ' demand for Tbdngwa in 1885-80 stood at 
as against J£55,819 in the previous year. In nearly every otlier district 
there was a decrease. The decrease in the demand for Prome and Tharrawaddy 
is attributed to the deterioration of fisheries owing to the want of flood water from 
the Irrawaddy river during the past three years ; and the Sittang embankment 
and canal are said to have intenered with the fisheries in the Shwegyin district. 

169. The fishery revenue was mere a^cted than'any otlier bnmoh of the re- 
„ ^ > , ■ venue in the year under report by the war with the 

oyeo ee oDiian ram on* KingofAva. The Unsettled State of tlie Upper country 

made it impossible to transport nyap > to the towns and villages at a distance from 
the river ; and in Mandalay itself, as soon as restrictions on Uie slaughter of cattle 
in the town were removed, a taste for beef sprang up and materially told against 
the consumption of ni/api as an article of food. The trade with Upper Burma in 
nffopi, Hierefore, was for some time practically at a standstill, and the fishermen 
bad great diflioulty in disposing of their takes, especially in the Thougwa district, 
which ordinarily sends to Upper* Burma the greater portion of its manufactured 
ngapi. The trade had hardly begun to show signs of improvement when dis- 
turnancos broke out in Lower Burma, and in several districts the industry was for 
a while completely paralysed. In consequence of these adverse influences many 
fishermen were unable to pay their fishery revenue on the due dates and the out- 
standiilgs of revenue at the end of the year wore considerable. The figures for

It might have been possible to recover tl»o greater part of the outstandings 
in the Irrawaddy division by stringent proceedings against the lessees and their 
sureties, but such a course .was considerc'd inexpedient, both because it would 
have been unjust to the lessees, aud becuuHo loss to the revenue would probably 
have resulted in the end from a wholesale resumption of leases. At the same 
time it did not seem wise hastily to remit the revenue duo. Consequently a com- 
promise was effected. The payment of the last instainieni of revenue was not 
insisted on ; but lessees will ^ held liable to pay it after the fishing season of 
1886-87, except in cases in which partial or tcAal remission can be shown to be 
necessary.

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The decrease in import^ duties, amonntisg to JB6,000 ror umum finoe 
1883-84, is dne entirely to smaller clearances of spirits, brandy, gin, and tnm. 
Sales by Chinese vendors in Bangoon are said to have diminished daring the y<^ 
partly in oonseqncnce of a police regulation compelling natives to cany Hgbts 
after 9 p.m., but mainly in consequence of smaller immigration of coolies irom f^e 
Coromandel coast. The very large increase in the export dnty realized on rice in 
1885-86, as compared with the previous year, was une to the extensive diip- 
monts of that grain daring the year.

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Aa has boon remarked in previous reports tlir ontturn of salt can only be 
con j(‘cturod and is probably ovor-ostiniatod. There was a falling-ofll' of the revenue 
levied on the cauldniiis and pots used in the manufacture in each division of the 

5 )rovinco oxcei)t Arakan, wlioro a rise in price stimnlatcd manufacture in the 
vyaukpyu district. The net result to the province was an increase in revenue of 
JC74 as compare<l with 1884-85. 

The customs duty tm imported salt amounted during 188.5-86 to .115,914 
as against .i;23,076 in the year previous. This do<Tcaso of 31 per cent, was 
due to H glut in the local markets, which were overstocked hv the largo supplies 
imported into Bangoon in the previous jear, and to the cheolr put on the fishery 
industry and on the salttralTic, both in Lower and Upper Burma, by the disturb- 
ances cousequont on tlic war.

, , sent from England on the coast between the Bangoon

unsuccessful ; and the Bangoon pilot, who had under- 
taken to conduct the exporimout, threw up his engagement in disgust. Mr. Hare, 
a Bangoon Barrister, who holds tlio lease of tlie Cooo islands, volunteered to con- 
tinue the experiment. His offer was accepted, but no satisfactory resnits were 
obtoined. Similar attempts to improve Uie prospects of the sea-fishing industry, 
by showing the fishermen new methods of taking fish, were made in Eyaukpyu 
and Mergui. Two fishermen were brought over from Puri. They oommenoM 
operations in the Kyaukpyu district ; but as tlie rocky coast and shallows of Ramree 
were found to be unsuitable they moved down to tbo Sandoway coast, where it was 
shown that their net aud method of working secured much larger hauls of fish than 
the native system. No comparison was instituted, however, between the cost of 
the two systems, eitlier in original outlay of capital or in working expenses, and 
it is consequently impossible to judge whether the Barman may not by ruder and 
simpler means obtain equally profitable results as his foreign teachers. The 
hope that Barmans might be Induced to adopt the methods shown them was 
entirely disappointed. In Mergui, too, where Madras fishermen were brought 
over to work the nets, no better rcsnlts attended tbe experiment. 

173. For the first time for many years the stamp Mvenue of the provuioe 

declined, but the gross receipts (£93,756), thou|^ 
less than those of 1884-85 (£97,981), were greater 
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^ita tiioee of 007* precodinit jeor* The f ecjj^jse wae oommon io oil Icintls 
of stamps sxoept Other general stamps *' and was greatest under the liead 
** H^undtt or bllls>of>oxcihaago..’* The increase under ** General stamps " was 
more than accounted lor hy a aingle sale of stamps to tlie value of ^2,000 at 
Motdmein. The Coiumissiouer of Stamps attributes the* decrease main! v to tlio 
war with Upper Burma and the distnrbed state of Lower Burma during the last 
quarter of the year. These circumstances, no doubt, had a considerable effect 
upon the statnp revenue, but the fact that the decrease was not largest iu the dis* 
triots most affected by the disturbances seems to show that there must have been 
other causes at work. The Increase in miscellaneous receipts, which oousist chioily 
of fines inflicted by the Courts fur breaches of the^stamp law, may be attributed 
to greater activity on the part of District Officers induced by the appointment of a 
Special Commissioner of Stamps. The charges amounted to or 2*7 per 

cent, of the receipts, as compared with £2,787, or 2-8 per cent., in the previous year. 
No changes of impitrtatic^ were made iu the arrangements for the supply of. 
stamps to the public. A few athlitiuual sahirii'd vendors were appoinUnl, and 
discoaut was for the first tiin<> allowed on the sale of coiirt'fce stiunps of a value 
of between 10*. and i‘l. Since the eliise i^fthe year the Government of India 

has made rules requiring postmasters to maintain stocks of receipt stamps and 
of general stamps of a value of 10.<i. and under. Those rules will add greatly to 
the facilities fur obtaining stamps. * 

174. The gross excise, revenue of the year 18H5-8fi amounted to i.'‘273,fi85 

as aganikt a gross revenue of €202,767 in 1884-85. 

There was adecrcaseof 6*22 per cent, in the net revenue 
derived from opium and a decrease of 7*8 per cent, in that 'derived from liquor. 
The lossmay prubublj bo attributed mainly to iiiereaat*d stringency in the enforoo* 
meutof the law as against lie(!use<] lendors and to tlu' disturbed sUtte of the country 
during the last quarter of llui tear. The docreaHc was common to all four divi- 
sions of the province, but was most niarkoil in the Irrawaddy division. 

175. The opium shop at Mauugdaw in the /Mcyab district was closed during • 

the y<'ar and the total number of such shops iu the 
*”'* ■ province was thus reduced from 18 t(il7. Five years 

ago there were 28 opium shop.s in the province. Kffort to reduce the illict con- 
sumption of ojiium was coutiunod. In March 1H85 the rules Were so altered as 
to render penal the sale of opium by any but the licen.sed vendors, and the posses- 
sion of the smallest quantity of the drug, uulcas obtained from a licensed vendor, 
is now a punishable offence. There was a reduction of 7'82 per cent, in the total 
quantity of Government opium sold during tin* year, but it is to be feared that 
eoDsidcvablo quantities of the drug were smuggl'-d into tlie country from Chitta- 
gong and from Upper Buntia. It has been found 'that since special efforts havo 
been made to eultance tli<> difficulty of obtuming ojiiam iu the Arakou division tho 
quantity of Government opium taken by the Cbiftagong shop has incroa,Hod very 
largely. There is little doubt but that much of this ojnum is smuggled into Ara- 
ham At the instance of the Chief Commissioner the Govenument of Bengal was 
i^ked to limit the issues of opium iu the Chittagong district to the amount re- 
quired to meet local demands. Jt is to be feared^, however, that so long as tho 
soiling price of o[>iam iu Chittagong is lx. a tola.'wdulc in Arakan it has Ixien 
forced up to from 2s. to 8s., accilain (piautity must find its way to the best market. 
More than 25 per cent, of the opium consumed in the province is sold in Itangoon, 
where it apiiears that 81 [ler cent, of the opium-Kmokers are non-Burmutis. Bur- 
mans as a race are not nearly so much addicted to opium as the Natives of India 
and Cffiinamen who collect in our seaport towns; but of tlie opium sold in tho 
interior of the couutry they, from the great preponderance of their numbers, are 
Uie principal consumers. 

176. The revenue derived from distillery liquor fell from £25,7B() to £23,147. 

. . The sales of liquor issued from the local distilleries 

oaand dMiOwMA. falling off for some years past. In the 

year under report 21,690 gallons were issued as t^ainst 23,088 in 18^85., Owing, 
apparently, to the hMvy doty imposed upon it, this liquor was unable io compete 
with Penang nun utd illicitly distilled liquor. The duty has now been reduced 
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i^om 6*. to 6<> ft ^ftllon, ftod ^ereased offorts are being inade to ffliftit 
distillation. The distillery liquor may, in . consequence, recover its popularity. 
Formerly separate shops wore licensed for the sale of this liquor only. Uaderthe 
new excise rules these separate licenses are abolished, and Furopean liquors, 
Penang rum, and distillery liquors are all sold in the same shops. 

177. The number of outstills was reduced from 48 to 88 and the revenue de- 

Ontatiiu. tliem fell from X*6,966 to f 6.924. The 

Excise Commissioner is of opinion that illicit distil' 
lation is very common in the Tbarrawaddy, Heuzada, Hanthawaddy, and Pegu 
districts. In Tbarrawaddy, Hanthawaddy, and Pegu special excise establishments 
have been started for the rei^resshm of this traffic, but it does not ajipear that 
any important results have iieen obtained. * 

178. The revenue derived from toddy foil from €27,544 to .626,495. There 

Tan .ma other fomumUd drink*. iiicioasc iu the Arsksn and T^nasserioi 

divisions, and a decrease in Pegu and Irrawaddy. 
The revenue from fermented liquors other than toddy rose from € 10,277 to 
.610,389. This revenue is derived ahnost entirely from the Irrawaddy and Pegu 
divisions. Out of 147 shops 102 are in the former and 43 in the latter division. 
Bice-beer (hlatrza and kaumj) is believed to be a wholesome liquor, and licenses 
arc usually granhsd to open shops for its sale where a demand is found to exist. 

or sugar-beer, is believed to be loss wholesome and its consumption is 
discouraged. 

179. There was an increase in the quantity of liquor imported into the 

iDPortoa h.,uor« . province from 344,069 gallons (London proof) .in 
i,„i,ortod uquor*. J J 247 gHllons ill the year under report. 

The principal increases wore in beer, gin, and whisky. The e,xeise revenue deriv- 
ed from tlie sale of those liquors fell from 6-16,336 to 639,893. The decrease 
occurred chiefly in iho IVgu ditision and in the Baiigoou 7’own and Pegu districts, 
and is attributed partly to the reduction in th«' number of shops in Rangoon and 
parti} t(» the compi'titiou of illicitly distilled Hipior.

181 . There has been no ehange during the year 1885-80 in the terms of the 
provincial contract with the (loverument of India, which was introduced with effect 
from the Ist April 18.^2 for' a period of five years. Tlie pr<»vineial Government 
continues to receive .the proportions of the revenues which were fixed under the 
present contract and is aided periodically by advances from the imperial reve- 
rses to restore the provincial equilibrium. These advances are repayable.' The 
provincial afreount, which opened the year without any balance, closed, notwith- 
Rtanding large redactions in public works expenditure, with a deficit of €77,823, 
in part adjustment of which the Government of India has contributed a sum of 
€23.601) from tbe imperial share of the revenues. The orders of the Govem- 
inont of India will issue for the clearance of the balance when the exact amount 
of the deficit is known on tlie final closing of the books for }886-86. Tbe provin- 
cial deficit this year is, however, to a certain extent due to the delay in the col- 
lection of the revenue owing to local disturbances in some of the districts.

There was thas on the whole a net increase of £44,5.35, or 1*68 per cent. The 
increase in the im})erial revenues is due to the great improvement dnrin^p 1886* 
86 in Uie rice export trade and to the increase in the Forest receipts, partly owing 
to recovery of the cost of sleepers supplied to the Eastern Bouj^l milway 
and purtly to the removal of more timber from forests ; also to the smaller ad* 
vanoe to date (pending the iinal closing of the accounts) from the imperial to 
the provincial' revenues towards extinguishing the provincial deficit.

The nature of tliose rc>ceipts and charges has been detailed in the ro{>ort for 
1879-80. Tlie expenditure on puldic works amounted to Xri^UOl from town, 
£6,002 from port, and £988 from can^)umeut funds. 

The Akyab port fund, with the sanction of the Govonimentof India, has been 
permitted to overdraw its account with Government to the extent of £8,000, 
the fund paying interest at 4^ per cent, porannntu for the completion of the new 
wooden wharf and repairs to tin* bazaar wharf at Akyab. The amount of over- 
draft at the end of March 1886 was i‘6,964. 

There are nine ^unicipaiitios shown in the civil books, the receipts of which 
ag^egated £75,986 in 18S5>80 against £74,488 of the seven Municipalities that 
were in existence in 1884-85, and -the expenditure £78,672 against £82,170 in 
1884-86. These Municipalities were originally established under Act VII of 1874 
and have since been ro-constituted under the Burma Municipal Act, XVII of 1884.

192. The new Bjstem of reo6rdin^ vital Btatistios, which was introdaced into 
... , , most districts in 1884, was in force thronehout the 

BI« 1 .«« 14 «U 1 ». proviBM in 1885. The DUinbw oT births rf_‘ ‘ 

inproased from 82,788 to 03,222 in the year under report, the number of deaths 
from 69,234 to 72,672. The ratio of birt)is per mue was 25*51 in 1886 as 
againi^ 22*66 in 1884, the ratio of deaths was 19*89 as against 18*95. The dis^ 
tncts in which the registration of birtha was parried on most efBciently were 
Tharrawaddy and Sandoway, where the ratios per 1,000 were 84*19 and 34*08 
respectively. The highest death-rates, 28*16 and 25*12 per mille, were recorded 
in the Thayetmyo ana Prome districts. The ratios of births to populatiou were 
lowest in Toangoo and Mergui, and of deaths in Tavoy and Mergni. Although 
on the wholo urban registration was more accurate tlian rural, yet in some 
towns, notably Pegu, tlie statistics wore manifestly untrustworthy. The ne- 
pessity of securing accurate returns has been impressed on Municipal and Town 
Cummitteee, to whom the duty of registering vital statistics iu towns has been en- 
trusted. ** 


198. The mortality from cholera during the. year under review was greater 

than in any year since 1878. Seven thousand six 
^Qonomi hiauiry ofthnuhiof (ii»- hmidred atij eighty-fivo deaths in all occurred from 

this cause, of which 1,218 were recorded in the Ara- 
kan, 2,200 in the* Pegu, 8,004 iu the Irrawaddy, and l.*268 in the Tenasscrim 
division, lu tlie Vrome, Bassoin, and Th<>tigwa districts, in which the disease 
was most fatal, the deaths, including deaths in towns, amounted to 1,068, 1,062, 
and 1,026 respectively. The towns in which cholera was most jjrevalent were 
Pegu, Prome, Toutigoo, and Monlmein. The numbers of deaths which occurred 
in those towns wore in Pegu 250, in Promo 195, in Toungoo 184, and iu Moul- 
mein 174. In none of the 2(J large towns of the province was cholera entirely 
absent. Mergui, Kangoon, Tuvoy, Thayetmyo, and Ilenzuda enjoyed, iu proper-* 
tiou to their sizo, greater immunity from its ravages than the otbiir towns. 
Sviallitox WHS not so virulent during 1885 as during 1884, but the number of 
deaths which it caused wras considerable. In the Arakan division, including 
towns, tlie deaths numbered 90, iu the Pegu 841, iu the Irrawaddy 993, and in 
the Tonasserim 696. The mortality from tliis cause was slight in most of the 
large towns, 842 out of the total number of deaths (490) which occurred in them 
being contributed by the throe towns of Henzada,, Tliayeliuyo, and Allanmyo- 
Yatuuug. It' is noticeable that the greatest number of deaths from smallpox took 
place iu the two towns, Heuzada and Thayetmyo, which enjoyed comparative im- 
luunity from cholera ; whereas in Pegu and Prome, in which the mortality from 
cholera was greater than iu any other town, smallpox was, in Pegu altogether, 
and in Prome almost altogetlier absent. The deaths from fevers amounted to 
84,070 as against 29,514 in 1884. Tlie^ greatest proportional mortality took 
place in tlie Arakan division, where the ratTo of deaths per mille amounted to 
12*83. This form of disease was as usuM most prevalent during the rains, from 
June to November, the most fatal month being. August. The number of deaths 
ftova, bowel com}>laiHls, 3,254, was considerably bblow the average of jareviotisyeairs* 


Immi^ation and Emigration, 

194. The conditions of emigratimi and .immigration w’ere the same during 
the year under report as in previous year^. The majority of immigrants come 
from Upper Burma and from the Madras coast. The Upper Burma inunigranta 
come down the Irrawaddy in large nuznbere during ^e harvest teason. Illieir 
presence is a nooessiiy in Lower Burma at that time because the permanent 
popnlatipn is not sufficiently large to reap harvest. * Most d the immigrants 
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|pom U]>per Bwma retorn homes at the end of the harvest seasoiii bat a 

eertaia aamber settle down attdrswdl the permanent popnlaUon of Ihe lower prov« 
iltoe. Immigratioii and emigration returns are prej^ed by Distriot Olfioers. abd 
atatistios of e^e traffic are eompiled at the two principal iM>rts of the province, 
Btmgoon and Konimeiu. The retnrns prepared by Diatilct Officers rulate princi* 
|d}y to Barmans. These retnma show that the increase to the permanent 
Barman population of Lower Burma dnrii 


Barman population of Lower Burma during tlie last year has boon, in round 
linmbers, 14,000. The districts into which immigration .and from which emi- 
gration is largest are Himtliawaddy, Pegu, and Tharrawaddy. The large sise 
of agricultaniu h<^dings in parts of those districts is probably tlie principal cause 
of the large immigration. Assistance in reaping their harvest is more neuessary 
to the farmers in those districts than in districts such as Prome and Henaada, 
where holdings are on an average «nnoh smaller. During the last few years 
there has been a considerable increase in immigration front Upper Burma. 
The growing poverty and disorder of Upper Burma, especially during the last 
two-years, when the harVost was unfavourable, have acted as powerful incentives 
to emigration from that country. With the annoxatiou of Upper Burma immi- 
gration, properly so called, of Biyrmans will cease. It is probable, however, that for 
some time to come large numbori of Burmans will continue ][>cnnanentl)' to transfer 
tlieir residence from Upper to Lower Banna. Borne years must elapse before 
Upper Burma can attain to a level of prusperity at all approaching that enjoyed 
by the lower provinefi ; and, moreover, the withdrawal of all the impeiliinents to 
emigration which existed during the.late riffime will, no di>ubt, induce many fainilies 
to migrate to the more prosjierous |iruvinoe. Consequently it may be' antici{>ated 
that migration to a considerable extent from Upper to Lower Burma will continue 
for some years to come. The Burmese, however, are not naturally a migratory 
people, and as Upper Burma becomes settled and increases in prosperity the ulmor- 
mal migration which has existed for the last few years may be expected to cease. 
Immigrants and emigrants by sea arc principally Natives of India, who come 
into the large ports in crowds during the busy season to work as coolies and most « 
of whom return to their homes at the end of it with their seaiou's earnings. The 
nmuber of immigrants and emigrants who entered and left the country through 
Kangoon and Mouhnein during ,the year was 00, ({95 and 60,02 1 respectively. The 
gain in population to the province tuny tlierefore he stated as. roughly H(Ktaking, 
0.0(M). A few of the Natives who remained probably settled down as cultivators ; 
the majority found permanent employment in the large towns. 

Ill'll')’/. 

195. The total number of dispensaries in the province increased from 91 to 

B2, one new dispensary, at Maurigdaw in the Akyab 
jv siwohiinM. district, having been opened during the year. The 

number of patients treated increased from 109,741 in IHHI t<» 18H,94H in 1HB5. 
Tliere was a large docroRH0 in the number of in-patients treated in the lUngoon 
hospital, which is said to be merely nominal and to he due to tlie erroneous manner 
in which tlic returns were prepared in former ^ears. In most of tlio other dis- 
pCDsaries the number .of patients increased. As in former years, Natives of India 
are found to use dispensaries to a much greater extent than Burmans, who con* 
tribute only about one-half of the total number of {mtients for the province. In 
the course of the next few years several of the Burman medical students who aro 
now being trained in India will have finished their course and will be placed in 
charge of out-station disfiensaries. It is reasonable to hope that the coniidence 
of the.Burmesc in £aropean ooedicine and surgery will increase when they lind 
men of toeir own race in charge of dispensaries. The expenditure of the year de- 
creased by i^200. The amount spent on bnildiugg and repairs decreased 

and a .saving of j£l,5C4 took place on Europeao me<licjncK, diet, and 
esridilishment. The greater cheaifhess of food in 1885 explains the diminution in 
expem^ture on diet. 

. 196. There was no' change during the ^ear under report in the system of dis- 
A I cipline maintamed in the Kangoon Lunatic Asyluio. 

^ 0 Amy uai. ^ oou^ of the yew riles were published under 
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the Act, XiOLVl of 18K8. The rales provide for tbe'manftgem^t of the' asylnoi 
hj a Ciommiitee, presided over by the Commissioner of Pegu, who meet once a 
month to pass the aoconntsluid fortihe transaction of general bnsiness. , The 
asylnm is visited l^two members, who are appointed at each meeting for thepiar* 
pose of carrying ont the provisions of section 8 of the Act. A scale of payments 
to be made by patients is lard down in the rales, and no non-paying patients are. 
received except under the orders of the Chief Commissioner or of a Magistrate. 
The population of the asylum during the year was 254, or fonr more than 
in 1884. There were 70 new admissions and two re>a(hoissipn8, being an in- 
crease of 12 on the pi’evious year. Tbirty*nine of the patients admitted were 
Burmans, 27 were Hindus, and six Mussuiinans. Of the 40 patients who left the 
asylum during the year 15 were discharged completely, 28 {lartially cured. The 
number of patients discharged cured was Unless than in 1884; but the number 
who were discharged partially cured was larger by caght than the number so dis- 
charged in 1884. The health of the patients was unusually good during 1886, 
the propurtiouate death-rate being smaller than in any of the last 10 years except 
1876 and 1877. The total number of criminal lunatics confined in the asylum 
during 1885 amounted to 77, of whom 01 remained from last year and lo'were 
admitted during the year. The total expenditure' was i'2,127 as against X'2,027in. 
1884. The receipts from paying patients were less by XO than in 1884. The net 
proceeds from the farm and from manufactures amounted to .i'505 as against 
X480 in ] 884. The total not cost to (ioverument of each patient was .X8-9-2i as 
against .t*8;3.{)}| iu 1884. 

197. During the your 1885 Lock-hospitals were maintained at Rangoon, 

- , , . , Toungoo, Thayetrayo, Bassein, and Akyah ; those at 

L«l.h™,uul.. Ha,.g<Hm, ToiinRoo, Md TliLvetniyo lor the protec 

tion of thotroons stationed tlu're, those atliasseinand Akyah for the hendit of the 
seafaring population. During the- year the Europcian garrison jiuoiiintl from 
1,628 to 1,861, but the increase in the number of cases of venereal disease was 
more thim {iroportionate to the increase iu the mimh(>r of troops. - Tiic total number 
of admissions to hospital, 870 of which were fresh cases and 22 .relapses and 
importations, amounted to 802 as against .817 iu the previous year. Owing 
mainly to an incroaso of over 100. per cent, iu Rangoon, the ratio (;f ailniissions to 
total strength rose from 176*86 in 1884 to 198*8 in the year under review. . In 
Toungoo, where last year tlio increase was most marked, there was a diminution 
of over 60 per cent. There was a slight decrease in the number of women registered 
and a corrospouding decrease iu the average number admitted to hospital. Ju Ran- 
goon, Akynb, and Bassein hut little change, as compared with last year, took jdoce 
in the regularity of attendance at the periodical examinations. There was a con- 
siderable improvement in Tliayetmyo, but in Toungoo the percentage of attend- 
ance to the mmibor on tlie register was considerably less than iu 1884.

198. 


No sanitary works of importance wore executed during the year. The 
. . scheme for draining Rangoon town % Messrs. Shone 

Dili ttij ttor 8. Ault's surface drainage system has been ex- 

amined by. and has met with the appruMil of, a committee ofex))crt8, and proposals 
for raising a loan to carry out the work have bcen^sauctioued by the Government 
of India. A commencement has also been made with a project for reclaiming low- 
lying laud to the cast of Rangoon fur building purposes. It is proposed to reclaim 
land by degrees and, by selling the portion first rendered habitable, to obtain funds 
for further reclamation. The largest expenditure on sanitayy improvements was 
incurred in the Tbarrawaddy and Prome distriofs, where X3,440 were 'spent. 
About half of tliis sum was spent on the Prome water-supply woi^s ; the remainder 
was spent principally on building new and improving old bazaars in several of the 
railway towns in the Prome and Tbarrawaddy districts. 

Vaccination. 

199. Tlie number of persons vaccinated during the ydar was 68,616 as agamst 
89,928 in 1884-86 and 78,269 in 1886-84. The average of soocesednl vaeot- 
xtaUons was 79*2. There was a decrease in the number of persmis vaceiimted in. 
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*rery divudon. The falUng off was slight m. the Arakan and Irrawaddy divisioiui ; 
in the Tenasserim divuion the numbers fell from 28,627 to 18,880, in the Pegu 
division from 82,091 to 21,920. This large decrease, whidi was not acoounted for 
by any diminution in the number of vaooinators, .was mainly due to the eooK 
parative immunity yliidi the province, and particularly the large towns, enjoyed 
from the ravages of smallpox during the year. The total cost of vaccination de* 
creased from £8,286 to £2,872, but the average oo^ of each successful vaccination 
increased from 10^. to Is. Ifd. In the districts of Shwegyin, Tavoy, and 
Toungoo the avwage cost of each operation was 5s. ll|d„ 8s. and 2s. 2yU 
It was pointed out to the local authorities ^t it is <|uite unneoess^ that vacoi* 
nation should be so expensive an operation ; that Deputy Commissioners, Civil 
Sturgeons, and other local anthoriiies should insist on vaooinators performing a 
reasonable number of operations duriug the year ; and tliat reluctance on the part 
of the people to suffer vaccination can as a rule be overcome by the exercise of 
personal influence. The number of soccossful vaccinations performed in dispen* 
saricB by Hospital Assistants increased from 580 to 1.817. During the year 8,421 
successful vaccinations were effected under the superintendonce of Dr. Vhitoii, 
who has taught many, and proposes to teach more, of the Christian Karon school* 
masters in the Hanthawaddy district how to practise vaccination. A grant of 
£85-10-6, being 6d. for each successful cose, was made to Dr. Vinton. The Vacci- 
nation Act, 1880, was extended to Moulinuin during the year at the request of tlia 
Municipal Committee, and rules were framed for enforcing tlie Act.

• Edueation. 

1K)0. Tho number of schools under inspection increased from 6,010 to 6,204, 
^ the number of scholars from 187,604 to 166,066. Of 

oner mm Bcbolars 166 Were at the high stage of instrno* 

tiqp, 1,786 at the middle stage, and 2,816 at the upper prizuazy stage, as against 
146, 1,082, and 1,823 in 1884-86. The increase in schools was contributed 
almost entirely by indigenous schools, which form 97*68 per cent, of the schools 
of tho province. Schools under public management and missionary schools in- 
creased by 11 and 7 respectively. Judged by results, there was more progress 
in elementary than in advanced instruction, thus —

The total numher of pupils who pa.ssed the English middle school 
Btanuard was 100 as against 175 in 1884-85. The want of success e\p< rjciiced 
was probably duot<» the «ar with llpjx*r Bnnna, which hud the eff'ct of greatly 
diminishing the attendance of pufiils. As a sot off against the wain <>f sucenss 
in Anglo->ernacular schools iiidigeiions schools were coiisi'Uirably more Hticcess- 
ful, 143 pupils having passed the vernacular middle standard as against 118 in 
1884-86. Several schools 'which had hiihurto passed no pupils siir'ceedod in 
obtaining passes, and other schools passed a larger number of pupils than iu 
former years. 

205. The number of primary schools under inspection increased from ‘1.983 

to 5,180, of pujdls on the rolls from 136,205 to 
PnoMiT •dneation. 153,730. The iiijmber of pupils w'lio passed the 

Upper Primary examination increased from 74*0 to 778, the number who passed 
Utd Lower from 2,195 to 2,072. The increase ri numberH and attendance ia 
common to schools of all kinds, but the increase in the number of pupils pass- 
ed took place in indigenous schools only. .Anglo- vernacular primary schooU 
were less successful than in 1884 85 owing to the same causes as impc<led the pro- 
gress of middle class schools. Fourteen Burmese iudig<moas schools with 1,610 
pupils were graded as upper primary during the year amt succeeded lu passing 
83 pupils by the higher and 130 pupils by the lower primary standard. The 
-number of passes obtained by indigenous primary school.s also increased consider- 
ably, Karen primary schools being esi»ecially succes-tful The districts in which 
the greatest advance was made in vernacular education were Pegu, Hauthawaddy, 
Thdngwa, and Henzada. 

206. The number and kinds of technical scho'ds remained the same'as in the 
previous vear. The progress made was satisfactory,

Industrial school was 62, threo of whom received 
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certificates. The number of pupils at the Industrial school at Ak^ab, which was 
started last year by Mr. Simeon, Head Master of the High School, inbrea^d from 
88 to 48. The law lectureship, which was established by the Syndicate 1888. 
having proved a failure, was abolished. The number uf survey schools iocreasea 
from 6 in) 7, but the number of pupils who passed the Syndicate examination fell 
from 41 to 20. The uu'mber of normal schools remained unchauged. The uunt* 
ber of men under training decreased from 202 to 167^ the number of women from 
29 to 25. The number of certificates obtained was 84, being only six less than 
the number obtained in 1S84 85. 

207. Female education coutinncd to make satisfactory progress. The uum* 
_ , , , her of girls* schools increased by C7, tlie number of 

^ Eduo»uo« of giriB. instruction by 2,051 . Pour hundred and 

ninety-<»nc passes by the primary and 51 passes by the middle standard were 
Qhtaiix'd as against SBC and 34 in 1884 85. The Hangoou Convent succeeded in 
passing three girls by the University Kntranee examination. This is the first suc- 
cess attained by girls of this provincaat an University examination. Municipal 
Committees coittinucd to take an active interest in female education, and depart- 
ments fur tlic iiislruction uf giils now exist in most of the largo municipal schools.

scent, iho number of such pupils increased frum 
1,438 to 1,590. The fact that cunsulerably mure than 50 per cent, of the 
children who have received stipends since 1882-83 have passed, fully or in part, 
one or other of the provincial standards shows that the cxpendiUire on their 
aoconnt has borne good fruit. 

209. The Educational Syndicate was formed into a society under the Compa- 

, o , nios Act of 1800 at the begiiming of 1886, and rules 

regulating its constitution, powers, and functions 
were framed. The rules provide for the creation of an executive committee of 
seven members, which moots once a month, or oftenor, and carries on the general 
duties of the whole society. A general meeting of the Syndicate is hold once 
a quarter. The functions of the Syndicate have been enlarged by the introduc- 
tion of a rule empowering them to take charge of any educational institution which 
the Chief Commissioner may entrust to their charge. The Rangoon College and 
high school have already been handed over to them, and tlie question of hand- 
ing over tiio Rangoon municipal schools is now under consideration. 

, Liternturv and the Pi ess, ^ 

210. The total number of puhlicatious registered was 68 as compared with 
176 in the previous year. Classified according to languages these publications 
consisted of 12 European, 47 Vernacular, and nine biglot or polyglot works, the 
corresponding figures for 1884 being 11.157 arid 8 respectively. Subdivided 
according to their subject-matter no publications wore registered under the follow- 
ing heads,' namely, “Arts,” “ Riograpby,” “Fiction,” “Medicine,” “Miscella- 
neous,” “ Poetry,” “ Politics,” “ Philosophy,” “ Science ” (natural and other), and 

Voyages and Travels.” Five works under the head “ Drama *’ were published 
daring the year. None of them i.s worthy of meotion. Thirteen works under the 
head “ History” and 16 under the head “ Language ” consist mostly of elemen- 
tary school manuals. Of tho two works published under “ Law ” an essay by 
Professor Forchhammer “on the sources and development of Burmese law ” is 
noticeable as being a work of value to students. Twenty-nine works registered 
under the head “ Religion ” are composed mainly of Buddhist or Christian texts, 
homilies, hymns, and prayers. The only work deserving of mention under this 
head is tho IFtat patneikthitya, a portion of the text of the Ftnaya Pitdeat. It is 
furnished witli a Burmese key. Three works are shown under the head “ Sciened'” 
(mathematical). They are merely school primers. Of a total of 68 publications 
81 are original in their matter and 26 are of an educational character. It is 
wortliy ofWtice that daring the last two years there has been a large fidling off 
both in literary and in publishing activity. The number of publications which 
amounted to 234 in 1883 fell to 176 in 1884, and diminished still farther during 
the year under report. It is impossible to account with certamty fmr tiiis large 
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decrease. .The war with ibe Kingdom of Ara eaanot be regarded as the causa, 
more books having been published in the last than io the nrst quarter of 1885* 
'J'he depression of trade and the strained condition of relations with Upper Burma 
during 1885 may have had some effect in diverting the minds of the people from, 
literary pursuits. The prinoipal cause, however, appears tq'be over-produotibu 
in previons years. A nnmber of presses were started in 1^2 and 1883 by per* 
SOBS who had no ' experience of printing aud who eugag^ in the business as 
a spbonlation. In 1888 the number ‘of books published increased nearly cent. 

S r cent., and it is probable that the supply was considerably in excess of the 
mand. The result became apparent in 1884 and 1885. A number of the press* 
es which were started iu the two previous years were closed, the expectations of 
those who started them not having tieeu realize<l, and the (leriod of over<prodtio* 
tion was followed by one of stagnation, which has not yet terminated. 

Sixteen newspapers were published iu the province, the circulation of which 
varied from 630 io 100 copies. Iu addition to this six monthly journals were 
issued.

211. Tliere is nothing to record under this head. The only arts of any in* 
terest have been treated iu the section devoted to manufactures. 
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Vin—ARCH^OLOGY. 

212. The following is a brief outline, written by Dr. Forchbammer, the 
Government Arohieologist, of the work done daring the year by him and his 
assistant. 

During the months April, May, and Juno 1886 the most important sites 
of ancient cities and toinplcs on the Kaladan, Lcmm, andMa 3 'a rivers in Arakan 
were visited. Myohaung or Myaukn city, the capital of the Arakanese kings 
for soveral centuries, contains numerous pagodas exhibiting a curious admixture 
of Hindu and Burmese architecture and sculpture. The Shitthanng, Dukkha- 
thfein, and Leuiyethna pagodas are .structures of unique design ; they. are partly 
toinplcs, partly fortifications, serving as places of refuge during times of war. The 
most intricate labyrinthian passages lead- through tJie massive ‘stonework of 
the building to spaciou.s halls filled with stone images of Buddha of the Mahil- 
inuni type. There are also ancient Hindu temples and sculptures, and an old 
Mahomedan mosque, amongst the ruins. The very extensive network of stone 
walls, moats, and ombankmonts is still well preserved. Nearly all structufes are 
buijt of massive .stono blocks ; tho exterior is cut into oruaineutal designs betraying 
both Indian and Burmese influence, recnliar to those designs are the variously 
coloured tablets, rod, green, blue, j’cllow, and white, set into tho stones ia the 
shape of single banyan leaves or arranged into rosettes. Ancient roughly-cnt 
rock sculptures are nnmorous along the base of tho hills to tho west and north of 
Myohaung. Shrines, covered on the outside with exquisite decorati\c designs, 
are also found in Kado and Lannggyet. 

Jhiring the cold season lHH5-8f) Tonngoo was visited. The Tonngoo dig* 
trict possesses four pagodas, which are said to contain relics obtained by native 
sovereigns from the Indian King Siridhammiisoka. These temples are the 
Myat/ocoti, about 0 miles to the south-east of the present town of Tuimgoo ; tho 
Kyuukzaukmuttoceti, 14 miles to the south of Tmmgoo ; tho Gaiidapaniugceti 
to the north-west of the town; and tho Shwelethlaceti to the north. The 
abovementioned pagodas and nearly all the others in tho Tonngoo district are 
built of brick ; they havo bt;ou froqueutly repaired and their outlines repre.seut 
a terraced conical spire like the Shwo Dagori pagoda. 

The oldest name by which Tonngoo district is known in native records is 
Jeyyavaddanadesa (/.<•,, the land of increasing victory). The old city of Toun- 
goo”, a few' miles to tho west of tlie present tt)wu, was originally called Ketu- 
luattaimgara. Dvaravati was a name applied tu it daring tho reign of Mahasiri- 
jeyyasdra, Toungoo’s most rouownod king (15th century A . 1).). There seems to be 
no historical evidence justifying tho assumption that Tonngoo 'was the site of 
the ancient Dvaravati mentioned by Ptolemy and the Chinese pilgrim Hwen 
Tsang. Sandoivay appears to havo the claim to this distinction. Tlierc are 
several sites of ancient cities and pagodas about the present town of Touugoo. 
Narapatizuthn, tho King of Pagan, built in tlie year 1164 tho Tonngoo dawceti, 
6 miles to the south of Tonngoo ; he also fonnded^tho liokuttara pagoda, 3 miles 
to the south-east, and the Myathitenceti, 6 miles *to the north. The Myatninda 
pagoda, to the west of Touugoo, was erected by tho King Zalusaukkaya in the 
year 1 118 ; it stands within the walls of Old Tonngoo, 5 miles to tho west of the 
present town. 

In Old Tonngoo, the .classical name of which is Mravatinagara, are found 
the ruiuso{the following temples, all built by the rulers of Pagan : — Kyaungma- 
’ juw^shiuceti, now called Mokaungpara ; the Thanaukzikonceti ; the Ye^zi- 
kouceti ; and the Ligdnceti. Mravatinagara was founded by Muhasirijeyyasara. 
The same king raised a new capital which he called Dvaravati ; traces of tuis city 
are still seen 3 miles to Uie south-east of Touugoo. In the year 1510 he aban- 
doned Dvaravati and built his capital where Tonngoo now stands. The Mail- 
jusara, Batanamarauug (now in ruins), the Saramafiju (destroyed), and the Ma- 
raungrataua pagodas mark the four comers of the original town. On each side 
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, of the sqaate vfen five gates at regular interrals and five image-houses ; feir 
' traces of them are left. Of the dboe celebrated Myazikdn pagoda, on the south 
side of the town, nothing but a heap of bricks remam ; tlio slirino was erected in 
A.D 15B8 by the King Tliadothinghathu. The Nauto>a ceti, to the oast of the old 
palace, built by Miuy^ Eyowdin (A.D. 1584^ is also in rmns. The large still- 
existing tank on the west side of the town was dug A. D. 1686 by order of the 
same king. 

There aro few remains of importance in the Toungoo district. Inscriptions 
are rare and none older than six centuries ; Utey are of httlo paleographic value. 
Keariy all pagodas, imago-lionscs, simas, munastorioR, and uuagos are of the 
ordinary style ; the materials used are brickH and wood ; ornamental architecture 
is poorly developed: The incessant and devasiating wars of the Toungoo kings 
with the rulers of Ava, Pronic, Pegu, Syriani, and with the Portuguese prevent- 
ed the development of higher typc'i of urchitoetural stiuctnres, and most of the 
|mn& left are mere heaps of Itrickh.

Eecletiastlcal. 

218. Daring the yea( under report the foundaiioti-BtODe of the new Oathedral 
for Rangoon was laid by his Excellency the Viceroy and a commencement was 
made with its erection. The lease of a site for the East Rangoon chnrch was pur* 
ohasod for £250 with money drawn from the church lands fond and a church is 
now being erected thereon. Heveral changes in the p&rsomeVoi the Ecclesiastical 
establishment took place daring the year. Otherw ise there is nothing of interest 
to record under this head. 

Stationery, 

214. The arrangements for the supply of stationery for use in the various 
Ooverniheut offices in the province have remained nnehanged during the year, all 
supplies being drawn from the Stationery Office, Calcutta. Except in the better 
sorts, country-made papers have now quite displaced those of European manu- 
facture. The cost of stationery supplied in ISSS-'SG was .€0,074 compared with 
i'7,398 in the previous year.

Trs iemtoiT of Upper Banna, including the Shan States, covers nearly 

a wvbol “*»■ »PP«*ii»»Wy. 

one-haLf pertaina to the Shan States and one^iidC 
oonatitatea Upper Barma proper. On Uie south Upper Burma is bounded by the 
British province of Lower Burma. On the west and north-west Uie maps show 
Upper Burma to be bounded by the British provinces of Arakan, Chittagong, Assam, 
and the feudatoi^ State of Manipur. But, as a matter of fact, there lie between 
Burma and India in this direction semi-civilised tribes, such as Chins, Lashais, 
Singphos, and others, who have never come really under the control either of the 
British or of the late Burmese Government. To4iie north and north-east Upper 
Burma is bounded by China and tribes subordinate to China. Ooneeming the peo- 
ple on the northernmost border at present hardly anvthing is known. But be- 
tween Upper Burma and Chinese territory proper on the north-east extends a belt 
of country inhabited by predatory clans of Kachins, who mav be geographically 
within the Empire of China, but who in reality pay no allegianeo to anybody. 
Along the eastern border of Upper Burma proper, from Bhsmo to Tonngoo, lie %ii» 
Shan States, which used to be dependencies of the Ava dyiiasty, but wm<di in the 
late King’s time had more or less thrown off Barman domihatiou.

M nc ou no lifeahuuter, then a dacoit leader, established biinseu

fhe early relations of the House of Alatm|^ 7 a a%ih ibe Indisn GoTenunent. we 
matters of history. la the reign of Bagyidavpaya, the seventh kiag and fentth 
in descent from Aknngpaya, ocearred the first war between England and teaasL 
terminated in 1826 by &e treaty of Yandabo, wher^ ttie provinces of Arahaaenij 
Tenasserim were oedm to the Brittsb. In the reign of Bagyidawpaya*s nqphew* 


Tenasserim were ceded to tbe Erittsb. In the reim of Bagyidawpaya’s nwhew* 
Fagan Idin, oconrred tbe second Burmese war, at the conclasion of whieh in l>e> 
cmnber 1852 la>id Balbonsie by prodamattoa annexed to the Indian BmpaM 
the province of Pegu, including the deltas of the Irrawaddy and the Sittang, and 
the vaUeys oi those rivers as far north as the parallel of latitude six miles north 
of the lort at Myedd. The territory which remained to the Bumtbse King was 
tbe country now known as Upper Burma. Tbe pacification of the newly acquired « 
province of Pegu was a work of much labour and was not sktisiaotorily. competed 
till ten years a^r the annexation. 

8. Almost immediately after the end of the second war Pagan Min was 

« . :>A deposed by his iHrotber, thenceforwara known as 

** n D in. Mindon Min or King Mindfin# Mind6n Min was an 
wUghteued Prince who, while professing no love for the British, recognised the 
power of the British Qovemment, was always careful to keep on friendly terms 
with them, and was anxious to introduce into nis kingdom, as far as was con^att- 
hie vith the maintenance of his own autocratic power, Western ideas and west- 
ern civilisation. He sent envoys to Europe to study the arts and manufactures 
of European nations ; and throughout bis reign young representatives of the 
families of leading men about the Court were sent to England, France, and Italy 
to study the languages and mminers of those conntrips. Though the King’s zeal 
was not always tempered by discretion, he did mnch to increase the revenue of 
the Crown and to promote the commercial prosperity of his country. In 1867 a 
treaty was concluded at Mandalay between the British and Burmese Governments, 
providing for the mutual extradition of criminals, the free intercourse of traders, 
and the establishment of permanent diplomatic relations between the two countries. 
8o long as Hinddn Min lived, though he clung to the obsolete ceremonials to 
which he was accustomed and thus debarred tlio British Resident at Mandalay 
in his later years fr6m access to his presence, there was no reason to apprehend 
the occurrence of a breach in the friendship between England and Burma. 

4. In October 1878 Mindbn Min died and was succeeded by his son the 
. . , Thebaw Prince. Early in 1879 the execution of a 

AoetMion of og • aw. number of the members of the royal family at Man- 
dalay excited mnch horror in Lower Burma. Executions of this kind were the 
usual incidents of a change in the occupancy of tbe throne of Ava. But hitherto, 
owing to the remoteness of the capital of the Burmese kingdom from our own 
territories and to difficulty of communication, these relics of barbarism had not 
bran forcibly presented before the eyes of the civilized world. In 1879 a British 
Resident was stationed at Mandalay, telegraphic communication, was open be- 
tween Upper and Lower Burma, and trading steamers passed constantly between 
Mandalay and Rangoon. The cruelties which marked the accession of the new 
monarch attracted' more notice than on previous similar occasions. The British 
Resident was instrumental in securing the escape of some members of the ‘royal 
family and was energetic in his protests against the barbarities with which the 
new reign was usheroa in. Indignation among Englishmen at the state of affrirs 
in Mandalay and resenhnent in the minds of the courtiers of Ibe King on ac- 
count of the attitude of the Resident combined to render imminent a breach of ttie 
friendly relations between the two countries. The immediate apprehension of war 
passed away ; but throughout tbe year the tension continoea, and in October 
1879, in view of the passive unfriendliness of the Burmese Government and ttie 
unsatisihotoiy nature of the position of the British Resident in Mandrihy, ISm 
Government of India withdrew their representative from the Bnrmese OGHttt* 
and as long as ttie Native Government continued to exist no fresh agent was ap- 
pointed.

The Be^dmt had been irttbdravn from 
booame the Bnmese aKmaroh had {leraistentlj relaoed to aeoord him toeahnaal 
oompatible with fait dignity and security. In the absenoe id tbe Besi^nt laaft- 
tm jnadmUly drifted from bad to worse. British subjeeto, travellers and tsadom 
£msa jLowcv Bnrma, were snbjectod to insalt end violence by loerU officials in Upper 
Ban^ and representadoiis to tbe central admimatration were often fruitless to 
obtaining redress. In contravention of toe express terms of toe treaty of 1867 
mon(^liM were created to toe detnmeut of toe trade of both jEtHidf^ud and Burma. 
Owing to toe weakness and corruption of the Burmese Government, society be* 
came tborongbly disorganised and the elements of disorder on our frontier became 
a standing menace to*tbe peace of too British provinoea. At the same time the 
Burmese Government showed a marked and persistent anxiety to enter into fd* 
lianoes with foreign powers, in such a manner and to suoh an extent as to give 
ground for apprehension that grave political trouble might hereafter result. 9^iie 
toe Indian Government was unrepresented at Mandalay, represmitativei of 
and France were welcomed, and two separate embassieg were sent to Europe, one 
under the guise of a merely commercial mission for the purpose of oontrsoting 
new and if possible close alliances with sundry European powers. Neitoer of 
these missions visited £ngl|pd or showed any deshre to win toe friendship of the 
representatives of the Biibsh Ooiernment residing at iho Courts to which toe 
Burmese envoys were accredited. 


6. ISotwithstaiidiug these grounds of complaint, though frequently and 
^ . vehemently urged to interfere in too interests of toe 

auKSMt egjnmngo ip war oommorco of British Burins, the Govern- 

ment of India from time to time, on review of the hituatioo, found it unsatisfao* 


t(wy, but not *yet intolerable, and decided tiiat interposition in the domestio 
administration Upper Burma was not necessary. Such vfks the state of affairs 
at the beginning of 1886. Early in that year the Burmese Government found or 
made reason for complaint against tho Bombay Burma Trading Corporation, a 
company of merchants, chiefly British subjects, who had extensive (lealiugs in 
Upper Burma. The claim which the Government advanced against tho Corpo- 
ration was for several lakhs of rupees. In view of tlie magnitude of the mtorests 
which the Corporation had at stake, tho Chief Commissioner addressed tlie Bur- 
mese Government for tbe purpose of securing an impartial investigation of too 
cause of complaint. Disregarding this attempt at mediation, the Burmese Cous- 
eil decided the case against the Cor{)oration without giving thorn reasonable oppor- 
tunity of being heard and condemned them to pay a tine amounting to £‘280,000. 
Acting under the orders of the sapieme Govornmout, the Chief Commissioner 
protested against this arbitrary act of tho Burmoso authorities and in\ited Uiem 
to stay proceedings against the Corporation, and to refer the fnatter to an arbi- 
trator appointed by His Excellency tbe Virorw. The reply of tho Burmese 
Foreign Idinister was that on no account should proceedings against the Corpo- 
ration be snspended. In view of this decisive and discoarteous refusal to aooept 
toe mediation iff the Butish Government in a case wlierc the interosU of British 


sttl^ects were largely involved, and bearing in mind the accumnlated causes of 
dissatisfaction with the existing state of tilings, toe Government of India doeided 
once for all to adjust the relations between tiie two countries. The C^ii^ Com* 
misM oner was therefore instructed to scud to the King of Burma an ultimatum 
requiring ium to suspend action in the execution of the doeree against tlie Corpo- 
ration, to receive at Mandalay an envoy from the Viceroy with a view to too 
■ettioment of the maiter at issue, and hereafter to permit the residence at the 
tal of an agent of toe Indian Government, who should be received aud traatod 
wito toe respect due to toe Government which he represented. It was further 
toe Burmese Government wonld in future be required to regulate 
toe external relatkiiM of toe oountry in aecordaace wito toe advice of toe Govern-

the 82nd October 1885, , The Burmese' CrOTetamest were infonitM (lu^tia 
most be received not later than the lOldt Kbvember.and that, unless tihe eondii^k^ 
laid down were accepted without reserve, the Indian Government .wpuld. deal ,mw 
the matter as it thought fit. In view of the .possible refusal by the l|nri|i^ 
Government of the terms offered to them, preparations were made lor t|>e 
apatcb to Bangoon of a military force of 10, men. On the 2tb Kovi^ber a 
reply amounting to an nncondititmal refusal of the terms was reomved in !]^ui> 

f oon. On the 7th Kovember, three days after the date of the reply from the 
Inrmese Minister and two days before the receipt by the Chief uommuKUoner 
nf that reply, the King of Burma issued a proclamation calling on bis snbjei^i to 
rally round him and to resist the unjust demands pf the British Government, and 
expressing bis deteiminatiQn to efiace these heretic foreigners and oonqner and 
annex their country. In accordance with the terms of the nltimatum, and ih 
view of the hostile tone of the King’s proclamation, the Expeditionary Force was 
ordered to advance. The frontier was crossed on the 14th November 1885. On 
the 17 th Minhla, on the 2drd iPagan, and on the 25th Myingyan were sue* 
cessively occupied. Except at Minfala scarcely any resistance was encountered. 
Before the Expeditionary Force reached Ava an envoy from the Burmese Court 
arrived and aher some negotiation the unconditional surrender of the capital 
imd of the royal family was arranged. On the 26th and 27th November the 
forts at Ava and Sagaing were surrendered, and on the 28th General Prender- 
gast and his force occupied Mandalay. The King and his two Queens, with th^ 
mother, were at once sent down to ^ngoon, whenf^ the former were afterwards 
transferred to India, the latter to Tavoy. Simultaneously with the advance on 
Mandalay operations were undertaken with success on the Thayetmyo and Toun- 


goo frontiers. 

7. Immediately after the occupation of Mandalay a provisional adminis* 

tration was constituted. All the members of the Hlat> 
oe^iSon^”*”^**^*****” **** great Council of State, professed themselves 

* willing to continue to take part in the government. 

They were therefore retained in office, under the guidance of Colonel (now Sir 
E. B.) Sladen and the control of General (now Sir Harry) Prendergast. 
Theoretically there was to be no breach of continuity. The State Council was to 
continue to discharge all its functions and all Civil Officers, whether British or 
Burmese, were to work under its direction. The Council began by issuing pro* 
olamations to this effect and ordering Burmese officials to continue in the regular 
performance of their duties. 

8. On the 15th December the Chief Commissioner arrived at Mandalay and 

assumed charge of the civil administration. On his

gyan, where Civil Officers and British garnsons had 
been placed to restore confidence among the people, to receive the submission of 
the local authorities, and to pacify the surrounding country. Soon after ihe C^ef 
Commissioner's arrival at Mandalay it was decided that these three districts, 
inclusive of the subdivision of Taungdwin|nri on the eastern frontier of Xiowm’ 
Burma, should be administered by the CivU Officers already station^ thmw, in 
direct subordination to the Chief Commissioner without reference to the Council. 


The town and district of Mandalay were also removed from, the control the 
Council and placed under aDepnty Cknnmissioner, who received orders from Ooloi^d 
Sladen, acting in snbordination to the Chief Commissioner withoot ^e Coons's 
intervention.

The number of districts was soon increased to 14 by the addition of Ye*tt 
and Yamethin, and reoontiy the nnmiicr of districts has been increased to 17 by 
the constitution of the districts of Tuatigdwiugyi, Mciktila, and the liuby Mines. 
The boundaries of those districts were not closely defined. They were sup* 

g )sed to correspond as far as possible with tlio old eivil divisions of Burmese times. 

ot the extonsiou of uur influence and the rudnotiou to order of parts of districts 
remote from headquarters lias been only gradually ufh^ted.* The plan adopted 
has been to place in charge of (*0011 district a Dcfiuty Oomimssioner assisted by a 
Police Officer and supported by adequate military force and by police. TbeBeput^ 
Commissioner has, ks far as possible, enlisted the services of loyal and cajiable 
local officials, and has devoted Ins energies to stumping ont daooit bands and 
to introducing settled administration. As circumstances Lave permitted, military 
and police {Hists have beun pushed fora tird, and Uie area under settled govern- 
ment has been extended. The despatch of fl}uig coliiiuns to move through a 
part of the country and to return leaving tbe people aiUiout protoction has been 
disconraged. Vigorous u[)efatioiiH have Ik cn pursued tin uughout the year against 
dacoit and rebel bands winch have infested the country, Wt every indulgence 
has been shown to villagers who have hetm eoiupellod to afford assistance and 
shelter to dacoits id the absence of protection from the local aalbunties. In March 
strict orders were issued forbidding the burning of villages as a {fuuitive measure, 
though the destruction of daooit strongholds wss necessarily permitted and en- . 
oonraged 

One of the first acts of the Chief Commissioner after lus retnm to Mandalay 
wa« to publish instructions to Civil Officers. Tlie constitution of Upper Burma 
into a scheduled district removed it from the operation of the statote taw, which 
applies toihe rest of tbe Empire. It was clearly impossible that, under ^the eon* 
d^pens snlneot to which tbe administration was Wing carrieil on, the whole 
body of the Indian eiifil and criminal law should bo at once introduced into Upper 
Bttraia* The provisional instructions wore necessary fur the gnidanoc of officers 
aertii^ ta the nkwly acquired territory during the interval which must eUifm 
hufiiie saitaUe regalatkms eoold be framed and issqpd, and suAb Acts of theliC^- 
lataura aa semned iqiplmable could be extended to iW provmee. Tbe insiraetions 
vrihuch were issued were approved by the Government of India and subsequenUy 
faBdided with retrospective effect by the IJegislature. They formed the taw of 
tUpiwr Burma from Mbrch to ffie end of Kovember in the year of report, and 
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ttie' parts relating to excise and reicnne administratiwi are «tiS in InMe. Bf 
t^ose instraetioos eaifti dtsttiot was placed in ol»rge of a GirU Qffieer, who was an* 
vested with the fhll powers of a D^ty G^missioner, andf in orimiiuU inalter^ 
with power to try as a Magistrate any case and to pass any sentence. The^Depn^ 
Commissioner was also invested with fall power to revise the prooeedings of mqr 
snbordinate Magistrate or official and to pass any order except an order enfaandnog 
a sentence. In criminal matters the Gonrts were to he guided as hur as possilAe 
by the provisions of the Code of Criminal Procedure, the Penal Code, and me jCvi> 
dence Act. But daeoity or robbery wae made pnniahable with death, tboog^ 
Magistrates were instracted to pass capital sentences only in very heinous (swea. 
In order to provide a safegoard against hndae severity in the infliction of pnniiriir 
ttients, it was ordered that no capital sentence shoald be carried out except afteir 
confirmation by the Chief Commissioner. No regular appeals were allowed from 
any decision ; but it was open for any one who felt aggrieved by the decision of a 
subordinate officer to move the Deputy Commissioner to revise the order, and for 
any one who demurred to an order passed by a Deputy Gommisaioner to bring the 
matter to the notice of the Chief Commissioner. In revenue matters the cus- 
toms of the country were as far as possible to be observed, ’save that no mono- 
polies (except that of precious stones) were allowed, and no enstoms or transport 
duties were levied. As regards excise administration, in accordance with the 
custom of the country, the sale of opium and of intoxicating liquors to Barmans 
was proHibited. Bat a limited namber of licenses were issaed for the sale of 
liquors to persons not of Bormese race, and the Chinese were specially exempted 
from the restrictions imposed on tlie traffic in opinm. In carrying ont these 
instraotions Deputy Commissioners worked for some time directly under the 
orders of the Chief Commissioner. In Jane, however, a Commissioner was 
appointed for the remote districts of Ningyan and Yamcthin on the south-east 
of the province, and in August and September the remainder of the province 
was divided into three Commissionerships. At the present time of writing 
(December 1886 ) the distribution of divisions and districts is as follows : —

great majority of these were thrown out of employment by the change in the 
form of the administration ; and, as a natural consequenoh, many elements of 
disorder existed and much intrigue was secretly carried 6u. Daooittes and 
robberies, which had been prevalent in the time of the Burmese Ooverument, 
eontinued to be committed. But by degrees the police of the town were able to 
detect and break up many gangs of robbers, and to reduce the place to order. 
The hot months of March and April were marked by the occurrence of destruetiva 
fires in the town and in the walled ait;f. Homo of these, no doubt, were the 
work of incendiaries, but many were certainly accidental. As far as can be ascer- 
tained fires were not more frequent or destructive last hot weather than in some 
previous years. Approximately 800 houses were burnt during the year 1880 out 
of a total of 0,800 houses inside the city walls, and about 2,(X)0 to 2,000 houses 
were burnt out of a total of 24,000 houses in the town outside the walls. Most 
of the houses burnt are built of mats and worth *abuut Its. 00 apiece. Borne 
few of the destroyed houses were, however, inucii more valuable. Many of the 
buildings which were destroyed have been replaced by substantial masonry 
bouses. In April occurred the only attempt at an organized outbreak which 
has been committed during the year. Some 30 or 40 persons, who professed 
to be adherents of the Myiogun Prince, were conoerned m^ it. Some of them 
rushed a police station and cut down two or three of tlie policemen, killed 
an unarmed European who was walking in a street, and set fire to some 
honsos in the city ; others set firo to some houses outside Ibbe city wall. The 
troops and police were quickly in pursuit of the duooits, who fled immediately. 
The rosnlt of this attempt was considorablo destruction of property by fire and 
some lamentable loss of life. But from a political point oi view the affair was of 
no importance. Some of the ringleaders were afterwards arrested and punished. 
The early fall of rain at the end of April stopped fires, and from that time there 
was little or no difficulty in keeping the town in fair order. In August a serious 
disaster occurred. The part of the town of Mandalay which adjoins the river 
Irrawaddy is protected froip floods by an 'earthwork embankment. In spite of 
the precautions which were taken by the local Clivil and Publio Works Officers, 
the river, which rose to a height unapproachod for the past 60 years, broke 
through the embankement at a place wh^re the Engineers and local Burmese 
offieius had not anticipated danger and inundated ail the low-lying parts of the 
town. Mncfa destruction of property and some loss of life resulted. Arrange* 
ments were made the day after the occurrence of the broach to provide food for 
those absolutely destitute, and soon afterwards a regular system of relief distri* 
bution was organized under the Chief Commissioner’s orders. Belief works were 
opmed uid ail that was possible was done to mitigate the sufferings ol those who 
had undergone loss. Ihe fact that the night on which the inundation occurred 
was not marked by the sli^tost disturbance is an indication of the state of order 
to which the town Jiad been reduced. Much of the credit of this is duo to 
tiie film and judleions administration of Captain Adamson, the first Deputy 
CoBkmisrioner, who was compelled by iUhealtb to accept a transfer to a l^a 
lahorioiis eiiarga. More recently efforts have been made to enlist the sympathies 
of tiw peo^ on tiie ride of order by use of tiie system of appointing responsive 
headmen over small aectiona of the town. The result of this plan iM been 
aatisfaetovy. With a view to the imposition of a house-tax to provide funds for 
Ifae necessary looti exprnditnnL a aetatled survey of the town is being vnder- 
iid^, A pmpossltoeippointaVttntripri Committee in Mandslay is now before

en the south-east on the Myitng4 river. These posts had some effect in <|irieriit| 
tbe neighbonring country; but it was not fonnd practicable before tos rainy 
seasod to occupy .the country lying beyond the biUa to the east of Mandalay. 
Tbe result was that, towards the end of tbe wet season, Shan daooita from the 
villages on this platean caused considerable trouble by daooiting villages at the 
foot of the hills. The occupation of this part of the district was effected as soou 
as the season permitted. At tbe time of writing, except tracts on the north* 
east and east beyond the line of outposts, the whole of the district is getting into 
order. 

Jiham.—^The Bhamo district consists of the country round about the to^ 
of Bhamo, on both sides of the Irrawaddy river, the township of Mohnyi'n, 
and tbe great tract of Moganng towards the headwaters of the river. It nominally 
includes a large extent of country inhabited by Kachins and other wild tribes, 
who have never paid any but nominal allegiance to a superior authority. Bhamo 
was occupied without opposition in December 1885 and the civil adminis- 
tration ‘was at once organised. Trade soon began to revive, the Kachins of the 
neighbooi'ing hills tendered their submission, and with two' exceptions, briefly 
noticed below, 'tiie district has been quiet throngbout tlie year. The Mohnyin 
township has, however, not yet been brought under control. The first exception 
to the general tranj|uilHty which has prevailed at and near Bhamo was the 
commission of daooiiies by Kachins from the Hill Btate of Katran. Two punitive 
expeditious were sent again^ Katran. Tbe first mot with stubborn resistance 
and returned without reaching Katran. The second, despatched in May, was 
withdrawn before reaching the village of the chief by the advice of the Political 
Officer, who considered that snfficieut punishment had already been inflicted. 
The other occurrence to which, reference has been made was an attack on the 
town of Bhamo, parly in November, by a band 6f docoits. The assailants were 
easily put to flight, but not before they caused the loss of three lives and set fire 
to some buildings near the town gate. 

Q'he uCrthern part of the Bhamo district consists of the extensive tract 
known as Moganng. This is valuable on account of tlie jade and amber mines 
which are there, and on account of tlie quantities of India-rubber extracted from 
the forests. The town of Moganng was visited by u small force in February iasti 
No ufiposition was encountered and the people received tlie troops and Civil 
Officer wiUi professions of loyalty. Although it lias not yet beeu found possible 
to place iroo})8 permanently at Mogpung, the people have ooutinued loyal apd 
have effectually defended themselves agaiust treason in their midst and hos^tile 
attempts from without. It is proposed to place in the Mogaung subdivision a 
levy of 500 meu consisting of Gurkhas and other hill tribes. Almost all the revenuq 
yet collected in the Bhamo district is from the lease of the right of mitraeciug 
jade, amber, and India-rubber in Mogaung. * * 

Aafka.— The Katha district lies to tbe south of Iffiamo and nominally includes 
a oonsidcaable extent of country on both sides of the Irrawaddy river. It eo&i<4 
prises thetowusliipeof Myadaung, Manic, Bbwe asbe chaung, *Moda, Kojtha, a^ 
Kyuudaung. Early in tbp year steps were taken to estabhsh British 
in this tract and a ganiaon with a Civil Officer was {daoed at Tig^Sh^ ivd 
afterwaids moved to Katha. For great part of the year tbe energy , m thfe 
Deputy Commissioner were directed to tbe miuntenance m peace in the tmaieidhris

Daring the pail 
jmr tbe Sawbwa and hia father, bnown as the Mogaang Wan and one pf the 
liioat faathfal senranta of MindAn Min, have maintained uiemaehrea in Want^, 
The wish of the Bntiab Government has been thronghout to eonoiltate the &w> 
bwwand to treat him as a friend, to leave bun nndiatnrbed in tiie poaseasion of 
all righta and privilege which he baa hitherto enjoyed, and to interfere in no way 
witili the internal administration of the State. The Sawbwa has not responded to 
the advanoes made to him by tlie local officers ; he has deolined to meet the De* 
poty Commissioner, or to pay tlie revenne doe from his State ; and lie has at 
times treated the commnnioations of the Deputy ComixiissioDer with some want 
of courtesy. More reoeutlv he has harassed the outlying pwrt of the country ad* 
ministered by the Shwe ashe channg Won and has burnt ^e town of Mawnamg. 
On the other hand, since the beginmng of the dry season, steps have beeu taW to 
consolidate our power in Eatha, and tlirow out posts, which will probably overawe 
the Sawbwa. Within the last six weeks posts have boon established at Mall, 
Eynndanug. Manl6, and Mawlu, with the result that the extent of country under 
effective control has been much increased and facilities have been afforded for a 
march against Wuntho should such a inarch be necessary. Good work has re- 
cently been done in the collection of revenue iu the Katha district, the amount 
collected to date being over JC2,000. 

On the east of Katha he the independent Shan States of Mahlaing and Mo* 
meik. These have been much dii^turbed during the year of report by rival claim- 
ants to the Sawbwasbip. Efforts have been made to establi^ a sottlod adminis- 
tration at Momeik, which borders on tfao Ruby Mines country as well as on Katha. 
It is thought likely tliat peace will be restored in Momeik as so<m as wo are firmly 
established at Mog6k« 

Bubif Afttwt. — This district is to consist of the conntrj round abont Mog6k, 
Kyatpyin, and Katte, as well as certain tracts which have bitlierto been held to 
form jiart of the Katha and Mandalay districts. The importance of this tract con- 
sists in the existence there of the most valnableVuby mmos m tlio world. Up 
to the present time only the ontskirts of tlie district have been visited by Britisn 
officers. The past six weeks have been sfient in preparations for an advance to 
the mines, near which it is proposed to establish the head(|uarters of the new die- 
tciet. The expedition was on the 15tb December within 4() miles of the centre 
^ the ruby tract, it had met with some opposition, and was likely to meet mom 
from persons who had been formerly interested in the ruby trade and desired to 
keep me English away from tiie mines. • 

— The district of Bbwebo, so called from the chief town of that name, 
lies to the south of Katha and Wuntho. It extends southward to the borders of 
liNfftirg tnd westward from the Irrawaddy to the Mu river. Early in Ifecember 
fest Maxmg Hmat and Maung Thein, cousins of King Tbebaw, effected their 
esw^ from Mandiday and raised a party of rebels at Bhwebo. A colnmu was sent 
agntlisl them and before Uie end of the month a permanent post was establisl^ 
ifi Gfewifeo town, whfeh was taken by assanlt from the rebels. The whole sur- 
femiidwf ffittriet was teaming with daeotts, and IheCiyil and Military sn^ritiss 
Itoftlks dEkflpE tMk of reducing it to order. From the first the iMputy Oam-

By the end of Angnst ^ whole duttiiet, exeept the ncn^thttni pA^ jasit^^ 
a snudl ooraer 'in the south-east, was in order or in sati^aetory proeess of iugdhh' 
ment. The northern township of Pyumla has ainee been taken in lumd and ia 
post has been established at Tantabin with good efieot. There is httle donbt bM 
tittt Maung Hmat, the only pretender of royal blood who has been in the J4d in 
Burma since the Myinzaing Prinee's death, has lately died, and Shwebo may- 
be looked upon as fairly settled. Side by side with the military operations men- 
spies for establishing local officials, for collecting the revenue, and for improiittg 
ciopimumcations have been undertnkeu. The amount of revenue eoUeoted up to 
the present time is about j£8,000. 

Ye-u , — The Ye-n distriot, which lies on the west of Shwebo, across the Mu 
river, was constituted in April last. From the first oertain villages threw in their 
lot with the new administration, having combined to resist the attacks of 
rebels and dacoits under Hla U and Maung Hmat. Some local police were at 
once organized and the troops, with tlie aid of the police and of local auxiliaries, 
vigorously operated against the dacoits and constantly undertook marches for the 
protection of loyal villages threatened with attack. The result was that, when a 
post towards the north was established at Kabeikkyi, tlie whole of the district had 
submitted and was ripe for the introduction of settled administration, with the 
exception of the southern part, where Hla U was still in power in spite of more 
than one defeat. Even the villages in the south were auxious to submit and 
many of them gave in their adhesion even before the establishment in September 
of a post at Myagfin. Early in November active operations, in which the Ye-u 
military and civil officials took a conspicuous part, were begun against Hla U. 
The result has been that, thougli the leader himself has liitberto eluded capture, 
his power has been entirely broken. The Deputy Coiumissiuner of Ye-u has 
within the last few vleeks received the submission of many dacoit leaders and their 
followers, who have come in and surrendered their arms. The disarmament ofthe 
whole distriot is being rapidly and effectively carried out. The operations for the 
purpose of ridding the district of dacoits and affording protection to the loyal 
mbabitants have left but little time for the organization of the civil administration 
and the ooilectioo of revenue. These matters are now being taken in hand and 
it is hoped that a fair amount of revenue will be realized before the end of the 
current financial year. 

Sagaing . — The fort at Sagaing was occupied as early as the 14th December 
1886, but regular administration was not introduced till some little time later* 
At first Sagaing, which lies between the Shwebo and Al6u districts on Ute north 
and south, and between the Irrawaddy river and the A16n and Ye-u districts on the . 
east and west, was one of the most turbulent districts in the province. Towards 
the end of December dacoits held in strength a pagoda in the attack on which 
Lieutenant Gockeram was killed Throughout Jauuai^ military operations were 
etmtiuned. Early in February the district was constituted under the charge of 
Mr. A. B. Colquhonn. The principal dacoit leader was Hla U, who in ]£uroh 
dominated tlie country round Myinmu to theisonth of Sagaing at the month of the 
Mu river. Active operations were carried on in March ; but though the daemto 
were mc^re toan once defeated with some loss, no notable leaders were captured- 
and the defeated bands collected again as soon as the attacking party withdrew.. 
At the end of April Myipmu itself was attacked, but the assiulaats were beaten 
witoout difficulty. Throi^ioat the runs the troops apd poHoe eoutinued soti^ 
and several successful actmns were fought. The estsUianiDent of posts 
troops at Stundn and Magyizank and hy military pedioe at Ondaw e(»iiribhls« 
muon to the settlement eff we country.

0. Ihe result has been that tiie power of this redonbtdile leader has bsm brolnni 
ta toe Sagaing district; and many minor leaders and toeir fo&owers are 
coming in and sabmittmg to toe Deputy (Dummisaioner, mving toeir arms as a 
]dedge of their good faith. The msarmameut of the distriet is being rapidly 
pushed on and toe outlook is promising. 

Aw . — The Ava distnot lies on toe loft batik of the Irrawaddy river, eejMiratod 
from the Mandalay diatrict on the north by the Myitngd river. It adorns «toe 
* Kyauksi district on the east and toe MyiugJ^an district on the south. It was earjj^ 
visited by British troops, who marched through it in December ; and m Jannary 
toe late Mr. B. H. Pilcher took oharge as I^iiuty Gommissionor. The oentnu 
parts of the district were then much disturbed by dacoita, who professed to be 
under the leadership of the Chaunggwa and Kyimyiudaing Piinces. The 
Obaunggwa Princes are believed to be two young graudsouB of Mmdbn Mm, who 
were supported by a somewhat noted robber chief named Bhwe Yan. The Kyi* 
myindaiQg Prince is, no doubt, a mere pretender. Probably he is not toe same 
as the pretender to the same name, who later in toe year gave trouble m Yamb- 
tom and Ningyan. Towards toe end of January a post was established at Myotoa 
on the road from Ava to Myingyan. Operations were earned on with some 
effect in February and March, ui which inontbs Mr. Pilcher was transferred to 
Eyauksb. A little later a mihtary post was established at Myinthb between Ava 
and Myotba. In April feeble attacks were made by daooits on tlie posts at 
Myotoa vuid Mjmtbe, and villages were burnt and a bridge paltly destroyed m the 
immediate neighbourhood of the ])Obt at Ava. This was the last time that any 
dacoit band gave much trouble in the Ava district. Active operations wore 
undertaken against the dacoils and lu the middle of June a post of Gurkhas was 
established at Obaunggwa with the best results. The dacoits under Shwe Yan 
were compelled to retire to the forests on toe borders of too Panlaung stream and 
have since given little trouble. Later in the year toe Myinthb post was taken 
over by Indian police, and the garrison moved to Ngazun in the south-west of 
tlie district, which bad continued distuibed. * The effect of the establishment of 
this post and of expeditious undertaken against dacoit villagers between Ngasun 
and Myotoa, and in conjunction with troops from Myingyau against daooits on toe 
borders of the two districts, was apparent in toe improvement of the condition of 
toat part oC the country. A combined expedition was also undertaken from Ava 
and Kyauksb posts against Bhwe Yan. Although the result was less decisive 
toan eould have been desired, a combiuatiou whieli was being formed was effectu- 
ally broken up and Sbwe Yan was forced to remain passive. By tho end of 
August toe Deputy Commissioner wras able to re{A>rt that much of the district 
was in hand and to begm the collection of revenue. The collection of revenue 
conttnued with much success, the amomit realized amounting now to 
over £8,700. The Ava district is a conspicuous instance of the value of the 
systMO of establishing a numbmr of posts strong enough to hold their own and to 
send out smsJl ecdnimis when required.

In Jnly another p^t was formed at Kmnf , aonth of Tewtuir 
For. some time before this the Myinzmng Prince had been forced to r^iiie to 




his death, which occurred in August. Although tiie Prince had not for aome 
months headed any large gathering, yet the fact that he was reidly a legitimate 
member of the bouse of Alaungpaya rendered him always an important potmitiai 
centre of disaffection. In varions parts of the country rebel and dacoit leaden 
profaned to be fighting in his interests. Althongh be at no time headed any 
national movement his death removed a possible sonroe of fntnre danger. As 
soon as he died his followers quarrelled over the division of bis property, killed 
the Sawbwa of Ywangan, who had afforded them an asylnm, and dispersed. On 
^6 1st September tlie oecnpation of Wnndwin, sontb of the Kyanksd district, 
completed the chain of posts ^rom Eyanks^ to Ningyan. Since then the greater 
part of the country has been qniet. In a few isolated parts order is not entirely 
restored, and on the borders of the Meiktila and Kyauks* districts a formidable 

f athering has recently been collected. Action is now being taken against this 
sod. The chief task now before the Eyauksc District Officers is the realization of 
some part of the revenue of the current year. Kyauks^ is a fertile plain watered 
by well-devised irrigation works, the maintenance, repair, and improvement of 
which are to be begun this season. The total revenne amounts to £50,000 or 
£60,000, of which i! is hoped that perhaps nearly half may be reahzed this year. 

Chndwin . — The vast tract nnaer the control of the Deputy Commissioner of 
the Chindwin district includes the whole of the valley on both sides of the Chin- 
dwin river. In November 1885 the Burmese aatbonties of the Chindwin made 
prisoners of seven E^lish gentlemen, who were residing there in tbo employ of 
the Bombay Burma Treding Corporation. Three of these gentlemen were bar> 
barously murdered by their captors ,* the rest were rescued and sent to Mandalay 
by mendly action of the Won of idingin, who has since rendered loyal service 
to the British Government. Other Europeans were also held captive at SSndat. 
Towards the end of December a force was despatched from Mandalay to rescue 
the Eindst captives. But the prompt action of Colonel Johnstone, O.8.I., Poli- 
tical Agent at manipnr, who marefaed on Eindat with 60 sepoys and a Mani^puxi 
Contingent, forestalled the arrival of the Mandalay column. The troqps returned 
to Mandalav and It was at first proposed to divide the Chindwin valley into two 
Patriots, placing the Manipur ^ent in char^ of the upper part with head- 

S alters at Kiudat, and constituting the Lower Chindwin distnet under a aerate 
ipnty Commissioner with headquarters at Aldn. The plan, however, vms found 
to M impraotioable. Colonel Johnstone went back to Manipur by way of Tsmu ; 
tot on the outbreak oi disturbances between Tamn and Kindat be retomed. 
He attacked a body of rebels in a strong position at Ptotha, about 18 miles from 
Tamn, send drove tiimn out, tot was himself severely wounded. He was succeeded 
as Agrat and as Deputy Commissioner of the U^r Chindwin by Mii^r Tzottec. 
In May Migor Trot^ attempted to march from Tamn to Eindat to effiaot a^ma- 
tion with a foree which waa to come up the river ffma Alfoi. He wae mebsd 
at Pantha near Tamn and received a wound from tiie of which he etoafoii^ 
died. He was auceeaded for a time by Major Hailea, Yrim oommaaded at Tim 
mid wa»sevsrely wbunded in an action near there.

keeping order in his territory and desired no assistance. Kotwiihstanding’ liw 
allknce or kinship wi^ the Sawbwa of Wnntho he has contiutted on friend^ 
terms with the loosl authorities. The Deputy Commissioner had also received 
submission of a Burmese Wan of ^e country lying between the Ohindw^ 
river and Moganng. But no posts had been established north of Kindat, end 
the revenue and other interests of the Government in that part of the coantry 
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progress had been made in the settlement of this difBcalt and extensive eonniry. 
Since the close of the rains the garrison oif the Chiudwin has been strengthened 
by t^ addition of another regiment. Fart of the A16u force has lately been oocit* 
ppad in the pursuit of Hla U' and bis followers. In October Mr. Gleeson, Assistani 
Crnttmissipner of Mingin, was treacberously killed at a village some mUes aboim 
hiaheadnoarters. Ijater the loyal Wan of.&eni was murder^ by dacoits. Font* 
iittsexp^tions have been sent to the scene of the Wan's death and some meaaiiria 
efsttopessW been attained. The brother of the late Won has been established in 
hip. More troops from Assam have been brought into the Upper Ghindwia' 

for aatvios thwe, and it is proposed to sfoeng^en the police force in order to 
aecHSi the wiriy eettlement c^ .tne whole district soitb of Kindat. ^ ||;^[arding tlm 
peggyaas of revenue eoUeotion no recent reports have been receiviM.

^stnrbea the peace of the eaetera and northeni parte of iJie dtohriat, and Hue 
local official in charge of tbe ^Vdating on tbe hordere of Pagan, atlE| iMriidbl 
ottt. The early ’eetablishment' of poets at Sameikky6n and Natofffi* on thd 
north and east of Myiogyan, contributed innoh to tbe setHeihent of TOe 
country.* The part of the district a^oining Ava was disturbed as'tete itedtd|’ 
by a pretender, who assnmed the title of Thnkayaza. His following wrm die* 
persed by a combined movement front Ava and Myingyan, to which remrenee huB 
already been made, and he Ifimself disappeared. In May a pretender oa!^ the 
Bhwegyobyu Trince, with the support of the ex-Wnn of Myingyan, , razeed a ra- 
bellion in Pakangyi on tlie right bank of the river. A column marohbd ihyol^^ 
that part' of tbe country the same month with temporary saocesB. Oivil offidob 
werevestablisbed in Pakaogyi and for a time there seented reason to hope that 
the township would become settled. But the small posts at PakAkkn and Ye- 
tagyo, which constituted tbe only force available in Pakangyi, were daring the 
rainy season unable to act in the interior, and peace was not maintained 
throughout tbo township. Through the rains the Shwegyobyu Prince held his 
own gmd dotuinated, but did not greatly disturb, most of Pakangyi and l^agyi. 
It was not till the establishment of a post at Pakangyi itself that the Prinoe'e 
power was broken. Ho himself has recently disappeared. 

Throughout the year the Deputy Commissioner devoted much attention to 
the estahlisTiment of local officials, the collection of revenue, and the encourage- 
ment of trade. Arrangements were made for building bazaars at Myingyan and 
at Pak6kku. Arrears of revenue for 1 885-86, amounting to nearly i4,000, were 
collected, and up to the end of August about 1^1,600 had been realized on account 
o( the cnrrewt year. 

Pagan. — The Pagan district was constituted in •November 1886 as the Expe- 
ditionary Force moved up the river towards Mandalay. At first it included, on 
the left bank of the river, the whole country from the Myingyan district on the 
.north to the limits of the Taungdwingyi subdivision on the south, taking in the 
Pin and Mahlaing iowuships on the south and south-east. It nominally in- 
cluded a considcrablo tract on, the right bank of the Irrawaddy, taking in tiie 
whole of the Yaw country, which stretches to the foot of the Arakan hills. Bubso- 
qnently Mablaiug and the country to the east and south-east were made over 
to the lately formed district of Mciktila, and more recently the Pin township was 
made over to Taungdwingyi. The local officials early snbiuitted tathc Deputy 
Commissioner. But before long dacoits nnder leader named Manng Cho in the 
east of the district about and iindfir tbe Kyim^indaing Prince and his adhe- 
rents in tbe south-east near Mahlaing, began to give trouble. On tbe u^t of 
the river also dacoits collected in considerable numbers. Active stops were taken 
to deal uith these gatherings. In January Maniig ('ho was successfully attacked, 
but not subdued. In February a post was established at Kyankpadauag, south 
of Pagan, for the purpose of supporting the local Burmese official who has done 
oonspicnonsly gopd service throughout tbe year, and a dacoit gatliering in that 
direction was dispersed. Tu Marcli a force marched from Pagan south-east 
through Mahlaing, Meiktila, and Yindaw to Yaniethin, encountering the followers 
of the Kyimyindaing Prince on tbe way and inflicting much loss on them. A 
Civil Ofiicer Was established at Mahlaing and a military post was left at Meiktila, 
which was made over to tlie Y'amethin district. In June tbe formation of a post 
at Be to tiie south-east of Pagan, in the country up to that time frequented 
by Manng Cho, had some effect in diminishing the influence of that leader ; but 
be continued to commit dacoities from time to time. Early in July an attack 
was made on Pin, w^iicb had been snocessfnlly h(|ld by the loyid thugyi wi^- 
ont asristauce* from the government. A force was sent to drive out tilie 
dacoits, and their leader surrendered without assistance. By August the distritd was 
in fair order except on the right bank of the river, where onl^ a narrow strip of 
country was held in the immediate vicinity of the posts at Myi^i^yi and PakfiJra. 
Early in the year the Deputy Commissioner had entered into communication witli 
the local officials of the 'Yaw country, an extensive inland tract on the ri|^ fewlik 
of the Irrawaddy peopled partly by Burmese and partly by'indigmioas tiruM« lu

iriiib».~>The Mintin district at.first consisted of the country on the noitfa of 
the bid frontier line on both sides of the river Irrawaddy between the Amkan 
hilla and tlie continuation of the Pegu Yoma. It extended on the north to the 
borders of the Yaw conntry and ou the left bank of the river as faraa the Pin town* 
ship of the Paean district The Tanngdwingyi subdivision, which has lately 
been constituted a separate district, comprised the whole of the eastern {»art of 
the conntry sobjeot to tho Depnty Commissioner of Minbu. As practically 
the Deputy Commissioner of Minbn never exercised any real control over 
the Tanngdwingyi subdivision the latter will he sepaVately dealt with. Tho 
Minbn (at first called Miuhla) district was couKtitnted under the charge of Mr. 
R. Phayre immediately after the occupation of the h>wn of Minhla in November 
last. The Deputy Commissioner at once lK*gan to invite the submission of the 
local officials and sneceoded in inducing many of them to tako servieo under the 
new Government. By the 46th December all the officials ou the rmht bank bad 
submitted and there a as every promise of a hpeedy settlement of the district js 
Outposts were establthhed at various suitablo plu(‘os and small colauns were aent 
out as occasion demanded to break np dacoit gatherings. Tho garrison loft at 
Minhla was supported by a small force from Thayctniyo, which was operating in 
Tauttgein, the western part of the Mmhu district bordering on tlio i^akati hills. 
Enquiries concerning revenue matters were at once iustituted*by tho Deputy Oom- 
missioncr and within a month from the dato of tho oceupation of Minhla X'l,0(K) 
of revenue were paid in. The earth-oil wells at Yenaugyaiing, which had yielded 
a considerable revenue to tho late Government, were held to be within the Minhla 
district, and early in January arrangemenlH were mado for the roMuinption of 
work and the realization uf a moderate revenue. In spite of tho peaeefnl appear- 
ance of the greater part of the district tht^o W(‘ro, however, indications of fnturo 
trouble. Maung Bw6, tlie hereditary thugyi of Mindat, had declined to Huhntit and 
was holding oat in tl|0 Tanngzin township. This man, who has since attained 
considerable notoriety, had long been known to the authorities of tho British district 
of Thayetmyo. For many years he had been a constant sonree of annoyance owing 
to the support and oncouragement afforded by him to daooits on the frontier. 
More than once he had been re-called to Mandalay at the representation uf the 
Biitisb Government, but had been permitted to return. At tho time of the outbreak 
of hostilities he was sent down by the Mandalay authorities to his former joris> 
diction on acconnt of his known hostility ti) the Ifinghsh. Early in the year, and 
M long as the Thayetmyo frontier force occupied pbsts in Tanugzin, Mating Bw6, 
tiiottgh attinieB giving indications of hostile intentions, was eompiratively power- 
Iras. It was not till sfter the withdrawal of the Thayetmyo troops tW he 
bead and gathered a formidable following. In the latter part of Fobmaxy 
m insarrechon broke ont in the IiO|mmg township on the Mdn creek, and the post 
at Eagn was attacked and bnmt. ^is rising was promptly sappressea by tiie 
nilitaij anthoriBra acting at the instance of the Deputy OommjdMiionef^ and the 
Atdh wei» driven to the hills. The leader of the rising was found to be a pfinm 
pytuotl Oktama, who up to tike present time has continued to give serious trooole 
in the district. In March be n^ented serious disturbances in Balin and Salk, 
Imt Ac were again dispersed by the ta’oopa adting in caq|pnction with 

lb. Phayre. About this ^e the headtinartera of the district were transferred from 
ytnM* to Itiiiba. l^enne emitinned toeome in steadily notwiduianding these 
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4i0toi!Hnces» md jaihe fiiat fought of Apneas nnieh mi ASt»P(X> W0ii nUilua^ 
"SofAj io tbe same month the irsnsmt of part of the Minbn distiiet to ll3iii|tlawp. 
was provisionally effected. Tbe transfer was made for tbe sake of adhwmsh^dm 
eonvenienoe and with a view to oUiteraklng the old border line between U|iper and 
liower Burma. The final transfer under legislative sanction has not y^ been 
effected. At the close of AprirMaung Swd occupied much of the coon^ to thw 
west of Minbnand hCnhIa. He was stta(died in the middle of May and' fiweed 
to retreat to HmpA astro^'poution due west of Minba commanding the An 
pass. But at me close of May the whole western part of the district was in a 
ferment and dacoit bands were active on tbe Salin and M6n creeks, and in dm 


Salt and Ycuan^aung townsbips. Early in done great encouragement was girw 
to the disaffected by the death of Mr. Pbayre, who was killed in action near Badein, 
south of NgapS. Tbe daooits were encooutered m strengthwt Salin, where Gaptiun 
Dunsford was killed on tbe 12th June, and at Ngapd, where a stubbornly contMted 
action was fuunht on tbe 19th of the same month. Ngapt was then occupied in 
strength, but tne extreme unhealtbinees of the climate necessitated the withdrawal 
of the garrison at the end of July. At the same timft Salin was attacked by Oktama. 
The dacuits t^re repulsed and finally driven off by reinforcements under Cap> 
tain Atkinson, who however was killed in tlie engagement. NgapS was occupied by 
Mauiig Sw6 as soon as it was evacuated by the garrison, and by the end of Augnst 
the whole of tbe western, part of the district was in tbe hands of the rebels except 
a narrow strip along the river bank. Operations have since been carried on for 
the pacification of the country as iar as the nature of the climate and the season 
permitted. But it was thuughjb better to await the cud of the rains and of the un* 
healthy season, which immediately succeeds, before undertaking operations on an 
extended scale. Within the last few weeks a contingent of the Naval Brigade has 
been working^ with launches for the purpose of repressing river pirates and clearing 
the river bunL Tjbe Au pass, which is almost the onl^ practicable route through the 
hills into Atakau,isnow held by a dctaclimeiit of Oitrklia police, aud preparations 
have been made for a simultaneous advance westward in order to completely clear 
the country of rebels and dacuits, aud disarm the population with a view to the per> 
manent settfcment ufithe di^trict. The advance is now (December Ifith) beginning* 
Minbu is one of the throe districts in which after obtaining a hold over the coun* 
try we have been forced to recede. The climate aud the nature of the country 
have contributed to this unsatisfactory result. Up to the end of August the reve> 
nne oollooted in Miubn (exclusive of Tuungdwingyi) amounted to about J^12,500. 

Tauwjdwtngyi . — Soon after the Expeditionary Force crossed tbe frontier it was 
found uocessaiy fur tlio protection of the eastern part oi tbe Tbayetmyo district 
to send forward a oolaiiiu towards TaiAigdwingyi, an important town north of the 
Myed^ subdivision. On the fiOth November this force encountered a consider- 
able body of tbe enemy at Thitkokkwm and on tbe 2ud December inflicted a 
decisive defeat on tliem at Nyudaw. Taungdwiugyi was occupied without further 
opposition on the 12ih December and Gaptain Baikes, Deputy Commissioner of 
Tbayetmyo, who had accompanied the column, at once set to work to organise the 
civil administration. Soon aiterwards he returned to Tbayetmyo, leaving Taung* 
dwiugvi in charge of an Assistant pommissioner. Until lately Taungdwiugyi wak 
treated as part of the Miubn district. It has recently been formed into a separate 
district with the addition of the^Piu township of tbe Fagan district. ArrangemMitB 
were made to carry on the administration with the aid of the local officials who 
had submitted ana to raise aud train a force of local police. In the early part ot 
the year the subdivision remained quiet though threatened by daooits mom the 
oast and disturbed by a rising in Feoruary under tbe Myobin Thu^, which was 
hmVever>promptly d^t with. Somewhat later daeoities ocenrrea from time to 
time and in August a few houses were burnt in Taungdwiugyi itself. But tto 
disturhan^ have been insignificant and satisfactory progreM has beeo made in 
the settlement of this part of tbe country. The severe loss inflicted on the Bur- 
mese at the beginning of tbe operations in December last no donbt ocmtribated to 
keep the district quiet. 

Ningyany-koolumn started from Toungoo to ocenpy Nin|ya& on the 
November 1885 ; the oonntiy was in aaomewhat unsettled condition, hiitno o:qj!Btt* 



ajMcppoiSte iTM o&otMfwod, And 'Siagjiok was teaohed^daringtba jBMt iv«k 
in Deaeinlfer. Neifl^bonnnf viUages were soon afterwards oooapvsd and by tb# 
dose of wd month wd oenniiy iboni Kingyan was believed to be rapi^j eenlitiff 
down. Sttly in JaaraAty the ooimtry towards the north* began to be diaiubed 
by ^ Ld ^0^ and tb« ^ednoftn Tbngyi, who have oontinned'to g^ve troulde np 
to the present time. The Toeal Wane did not in many oases snbmit, but 
L Myodcs were imiointed and local police were raised and distribnted. In Felwn- 
ary the limits of the district were ronghly defined and it was aeparated from 
the Yamdtbin *di8trict on the nortir. Tne dietriot thns formed lies between 


Yamdthin and Ningyan, and is bounded oo. the east by the Shan hills, on the 
west by the Tanngdwingyi district. Through the early months of the year the 
district oontinaed ftdrly qoiot and revenue was collected. Bat towards the end 
of April large bands of daooits under pretended Princes, who styled tliemselvee 
Buddhayesa and Thinkayaza, and the Kyimymdaing Prince began to give trouble 
and continued to disturb the peace of tbe district tul tlie end of the wet season. 
Throughout these months, in spite of frequent military movements and the estab- 
lishment of numerous posts on the chief lines of oommuuieation, the greater 
part of %e district was in the hands of daooits. Communications were inter- 
rupted, launches on tlie river between Sinthowa near Ningyan and Touugoo were 
attacked, and dacoities were committed and houses burnt not only m outlying 
villages, but eveu iu the town of Nuigyan itself. The garrison of the district was 
muoh weakened by sickness, and the nature of the country and the climate entirely 
prevented the anuertaking of any sustained militaiy^ operations. Towards the 
end of the rainy season the garrison was largely rincreasod and within the last 
few weeks active operations liave been undertaken under the energetic guidance 
of General Lockhart, w itli (he result that the district is now in a fair way to 
settlement. As might be expected from the above account but little revenue has 
been collected, the total rcaluatiuns up to the end of August amounting to not 
quite £2,000. 

Yamethm . — The Yam^tliin district consists of the country to the north of 
Nin^an betwot>n the Pagan and Myingyan districts on the west and the Shan hills 
on the east. It at one time extended as far as the bordefs of Kyauksc ; bat 
lately the new district of Moiktila has been constituted, comprising the northern 
parts of Yametliin and some parts of the Mying^'au and Pagan distriets. Yam6- 
thin was occupied by a force from Ningyan after some opposition on the 18th 
February last. From the first the greater part of the distiict has been in a die 
iurbed state, tbe principal elements of disorder consisting of large dacoit gather* 
ings under the pretended Princes Biiddhayai^ and Thiba Yaza, the Kyirafyindaiog 
Prince, the Is* Wun, the Theing&n Thiigj'i, and the Myiiizaing Prince's leaders fi 
Paung and Nga Maung Gyi. 'Ihe cstahlishniont of posts at Meiktila and Ma 
hlaing, and later at Wundwin in the north, contributed to the pacification of the 
country in their immediate neighbourhood. But though the tactics adopted in 
Ningyan were as far as possible pursued, owing to the unfavourable catisos de- 
scribed in connection with the latter district, the result of operations in Yamdthin 
has til) recently been unsatisfactory. The record of the greater part of the year' 
is merely an account of dacuftics and of expediAuus, mure or less temporarily 
snccessfbl, but never decisively so, against daooit bauds. It is annecessar} to 
enter into tbe details of these matters. At the end of the rainy season the gat rison, 
which had been strongly reinforced, underto<»k active operations, witli consider- 
able success, sgamst tbe more important bands. A large part of the district is 
now in fair order, and there is reason to expect that by the end of tbe present open 
season the whole of this tract will have been settled. The latest reports received 
from the Deputy Commissioner, Mr. de la Coumeuve, show that the outlook 
lum greatly improved all round. The prospects of the rice liarvest are good and 
levenne is steimily coming in. The amount collected up to the end of Novem- 
ber washover

12. The Shan States.-— The great group of semi-independent Stafts 

« lie to the east of Upper Borma, on both sides of the 
e m w. Salween river, stretcMng to the confines of €l3iina» 

Tonkin, and Siam, have not yet been visited. It is proposed that these Slp^tss 
should continne'to be administered by their own Chiefs or Sawbwas, and that tiie 
British Government should interfere as little as possible with their internal eco- 
nomy BO long as they kee^ the peace among tliemselves and ps|r ^ moderate 
tribute. Notices proclaiming these intentions were sent early in the current year 
to the Shan States and special communications have been addressed to the prin- 
cipal Sawbwas. It was intended that a Political Officer, with a suitable escort, 
should visit the Shan country last cold weather for the purpose of meeting with 
the Sawbwas, receiving their submission, and confirming them in their chief- 
tainships, assuring them of the good will and friendly intentions of the British 
Government, and fixing the revenue payable by each State. It was farther pro- 
posed that the Political Officer should, with the consent of a friendly Sawbwa, 
fix his headquarters in a healthy place in one of the principal States and remain 
there as permanent resident and Snpcrintcudent. It was found impossible to 
carry out this programme in the early part of the current year. Meanwhile the 
shock of tile overthrow of the Burmese kingdom has been felt in the Shan States. 
In some, such as Nyaungywr, the rulers have been deposed and replaced by suc- 
cessful rivals ; in others, such as Thibaw, Mon6, and Yatsauk, former rulers, dis- 
possessed of their territories in- the time of the late king, have made efforts more 
. or less successful to regain their ancient dignity ; in others, such as Thonz^, 
anarchy prevails. Some Sawbwas have joined the Linbiu Prince, a sou of the 
late Binshoraiu and therefore a first cousin of the fx-king, and propose to form 
a confederacy under his sovereignty. Tvno powerful chiefs, those of Thibaw in 
the north and of Nyanngyw<'< in the south, have given in their unqualified sub- 
inission to the British Government and may be depended upon to render us active 
assistance. Other States are wavering. It is po.ssible that, when an English 
force visits the Shan'States, opposition will die away and order will be restored 
without difficulty. A Political Officer supported by a sufficient armed force will 
reach the Shan plateau before the end of January 1887. Our main interests in 
respect of the Shan States are the maintenance of peace on our borders, and 
among the Shan States tliemselves the opening out of the trade routes and the 
realization of a moderate tribute in return for the abolition of the import and trans- 
port duties formerly levied on inerchnndize broiiglit into Upper Burma. The 
attention of the Political Officer will be lievoted to these matters. 

18. From the above .sketch it w'ill be seen that the year which has elapsed 
,, since the occupation of Mandalay has been devoted 

i 1 luwy opora ions. gradual extension of British inflnence by 

means of military operations. As has been already stated tlie plan on which the 
military operations of the year have been conducted has been the gradual advance- 
ment of outposts, the suppression of large bands of dacoits, and the pacification 
of the country covered by military stations. With tliese objects in view about 180 
encounters, of more or less im|>ortance, have been fooght. In few of these have 
the dacoits offered any strenuous resistance, in scarcely any have the troops failed 
in accomplishing their purpose. The tottd number of killed and died from 
wounds on our side from the 17th November 1885 to the 31st October 1886 has

The average number of troops employed in Upper Burma during the year may be 
stated at, about 14,CM)0. At the present time of writing there are about 25,000 
troops in the country. The chief difficulties with which the troops have bad to 
contend have been the dense nature of the jungle through which they have t^en 
had to march, the want of roads and facilities of communication, the nhfiivoiua-

Mo, in Boino instanees fbe 4Mdl7« natore* of the climate. Where loas of life has 
oconired it baa uanally been in bnah or jungle fighting, where the daooita have 
had the immense advantage of an intimate knowledge of the country. The ex* 
tent to whieh date aystom of poshing forward ontposte has been pursned may be 
indged feom the feet that on the let December 1886 there were 96 stationa in 
Upper Banna held by British troops. In addition to the garrisons of tlieae posta 
movable colnmns are operating in almost every district in order to thoroughly 
complete the pacification of the country before the end of the omu season. The 
command of the Expeditionary Force sent last year against Itaodalay was entrust' 
ed to Major'Generd (now Sir Harry) Prendergast. v.o., under whom were Bri- 
gadier-General White, V.C., C.B., Brigadier-General Norman, o.B., and Brigadier- 
General Forde. On the Ist April 1886 Sir Harry Prendergast vacated the com- 
mand of ihe Upper Burma Field Force and was sneoeeded by Miyor-General 
(now Sir George) White, v.o. In September His BxcoUenoy Sir Herbert Mao- 
pherson, v.o., ^mmander-in-Chiefof the Madras .\rmy, assumed oommaud of the 
Forces in Burma ; but his lamented ilcath deprived the province of the advantages 
of his experience and capacity. Early in November His Excellency Sir Fredenok 
Roberts, Commander-in-chief of the Army in India, arrived in Harms andestab- 
Utdied his headquarters in Mandalay. The Chief Commissioner desires to record 
his ap)>reciatiou of the cordial assistance rendered to him and to the civil adminis- 
tration of the province by the dintiitguishcd otiicers wlio have successively com- 
mandod the Forces in Upper Burma and by the officers serving under them. 
The chief work of the year has fallen upon the officers and soldiers ol the army ; 
and it is satisfactory that during all these arduous uporatious Military and Civil 
Officers have worked lieartily together, without friction, towards the paoiiloatioa 
of the country. 

14. The necessity for supplementing the work done hy the troops and pro- 

vidiiig pqjfnanoutly for the civil administration 
“ engaged the attcntioii ()f the Chief Oommibsioncr as 

soon as the pleasure of the (rovernmeut of India was known in respect of the 
permanent incorporation of Upper Burma in the ludiati Empire. In February 
proposals were framed and submitted to the Government ofrindia for the enlist- 
ment of two military police levies each to consist of 6(}1 officers and men, and of 
2,200 military police to be recruited in Northern India ; in addition to tUeso it 
was proposed to raise a small fored of Burmese police for detectivo and purely 
police work. The enlistment of this f»»roe was sanctioned, and steps were at once 
taken to enlist and train the men. 'J'he two levies were speedily raised and oou- 
sisted of men who had already received military training. Botli were in tbo 
province by the boginnitig of July. One was told off for service in the Mandalay 
district, with the intention that it should eventually take up the posts reciuired for 
the protection of the Bhan'border ; tho other was sent for service in the Chindwin 
valley. The mihtaiy police began to arrive somewhat later and were for tlio 
most part untrained men. These had all to he drilled and disciplined at Manda- 
lay and other headquarter stations before being sent to outposts or on active 
service. The local police were raised by District Officers us occasion required and

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as eircumRtanees permitted, and received sncb training aa the local offlcera could 
supply. The men of the levies have done excellent service in the Mandalay, 
8againg, and Chiudwin districts ; bat the men of the Mandalay levy saffered 
severely from the effects of the climate at Eywethni^a, an outpost on the Myit* 
nge in the Mandalay district. The rest of the military police have had few ' 
opportnnities of actual service. They have behaved well on the few occarions on' 
which they have been in action and they are now ‘being distributed in consider* 
able numbers in various parts of the country. 

As the situation and the circuiustanoes of the province became mote 
thoroughly realized, and as the extent of territory under a^inistration increased, 
it became evident that the numbers of the police force would have to be consid^nr* 
ably augmented. Two fresh levies were sanctioned some months ago. One, 
consisting of men from Northern India, is already complete and in position. It is 
to be employed solely in guarding the railway line from Toungoo to Mandalay 
during and after its constroction. The other, which is to consist of Gurkhas ana 
other hill tribesmen, has been found more difficult to enlist. It has been neces- 
sary to take many untrained recruits and to subject them to a course of drill: 
The members of this levy are now arriving in Mandalay. They are intended 
for service in the frontier subdivision of Mogaung, and the first party of them, 
190 strong, will be sent to Bhamo daring the eurreint month. The levies and 
military police now hold 46 posts throughout Upper Bnrma. On a review of the 
requirements of the province in November 1886 it was found desirable to provide 
for further increase of the police force. The final recommendations now before the 
Oovornmeiit of India provide for the enlistment of a force, including the police 
already sanctioned, of 16,000 men. Of those it is proposed that at first 9,000 
shall be recruited from India and 7,000 from Burma. In the course of time the 
foreign and local police will each consist of 8,000 men. The. whole of this force 
will be subjected to military drill and discipline, and will be enrolled for service for 
three years. For each district a separate battalion will be formed consisting of 
a fixea number of foreign and local police, under the command of a Military Offi- 
cer for the purposes of training and discipline, and nndor the orders of the local 
Police Officers for ordinary police work. The attempt to drill and discipline 
Burinans, Shaus, Karens, Kaebius, and other native.s of the province has not 


hitherto been .systematically made. The experiment is being tried in Mandalay 
end so far the result is promising. There seems no reason why the natives of Bur- 
ma should not in time provide a valuable contingent fob military police purposes. 
16. Among the steps which have boon taken for the permanent pacification 
... of the province the disarmament of the population 

mHann»««ntofiheo..«ntry. requires some special mention. Orders have been 

issned for the disarmament of the whole population, but practically what is 
required is a re-distribution of arms under proper safeguards. Firearms are 
being carefully collected and marked with distinctive marks and numbers. In the 
case of daooit leaders and their followers, or of rebel villages, the surrender of a 


certain number of firearms is made a condition of the grant of pardon. Persons 


of proved loyalty axe allowed to retain their arms, after they have been numbered 
and under speciallicense from the Deputy Commissioner, subject to the con- 
dition that the holders live in a village which is defensible and possesses a fixed 
minimum number of arms, so as to be capable of self-protection. It is found 
that the possessiou by a village of one or two muskets is a source of danger and 
a tempt^ion to dacoits, whereas the possession by loyal householders of a 
moderately largo supply of arms affords them means of self-defence. Except iu 
special cases, such as that of foresters working in parties of. some strength in 
remote parts of the country, licenses to carry firearms are not granted ; the 
licenses issued only authorize the holders to possess arms for self-protection. 
The policy sketched above has for some months past been followed with sndoese 
in tire Tauugdwingyi, Myiugyan, and Shwebo districts. Of late ft has been pre- 
scried for generm adoption and has been pursued with* oonspicuousljr good 
results, especially in the Yu-u and Sagaiug districts, where numbers ofdaeoits, the 
followers of not^ leaders, tye daily surreudering to the Deputy Oominianoiief*’ 
and giving up their arms.

Amon^ the moreim* 
ptnrtant mvtt works may be mentioned the cummenocment of a jail at Mandalay, 
which yrlKui finished will accommodate from 1,C00 to 2,000 oonviots ; 'the Wilding 
ofbarracln for the Mandalay levy; and of a strong blook-bonse which is held by 

£ oliee in Mandalay town. Defensible police posts have also been Wilt at Kywet* 
naoa, Myinma, Pakdkkn, and in other places. Fifteen miles of roads in Mauda' 
lay have been re<formed, re-bridged, ana metalled, Varions district roaW have 
been taken in hand. Of tliese the most important are the Myinmn and Oh'in- 
dwin road (88 miles) ; the Kyankraynung, Shwcbo, and Ye-n road (45 miles) ; 
the Myingyan and Yam^tliin road vid M.ahlaing and Meiktila (106 miles) ; the 
road from Pjtgan to Se ; a small length of road from Niugyan to Sinthewa con- 
structed for tlio purpose of connecting Ningyau with the waterway to Tuungoo ; 
and an important road from the Thayotmya frontier nd Taingda to Ngapd and 
on to Minbn, which has been undertaken for the purpose of opening out the 
western part of the Minbn district. None of these roads are yet finished, bat 
work has been done on all of them. At the ol(tse of tW rainy season mncli 
attention ^was paid to the clearing of tracks UK) feet in width from post 
to post and in other convenient places in order to allow the free movement of 
troops. These jungle clearings, though perhaps not strictly speaking public 
works, are yet of much importance. .Attention lias also been drawn to the irri- 
gation systems of Kyauksi* and Halio. Thiwe works are some Imndrecls of years 
old; and much may now he done in the way of draining the hollows bkween tW 
canals ; strengthening and reducing the number of tlie weir^ and main canals ; 
strengthening the banks of the larger cliannels and digging out the smaller ; 
imprWing the distribution openings so as to prevent wastage; making the 
larger dknals more thoroughly navigable ; and bringing a largely increased area 
nnder irrigation. Funds for these works have been allotted ; but unless the 
services of a skilled Irrigation Eugiiieer can be obtained, it is improbable tliat they 
will be expended during tlie current year. One of the largest and most import- 
ant works which will have to be taken in hand at once i.H the repair and par- 
tial re-construction of the Mandalay embankment. tW expenditure on public 
works from the 1st December 1885 to the 8()th November 188(1, as far as can be 
ascertuned, was approximately —

Mandalay, Some years back, when the rai^ay was 
first made to Prome, it was intended to carry the line on to Allanmyo, and it 
was expected that the railway of the future to Mandalay would 1^ carried up the 
"Irrawaddy vajley. But we have now learnt more of the country beyond Toungoo, 
and we have ascertained tiiat the bill range known as the Pegu Yoma sinks 
lUmost to nothing about Yamdtbin. For some time most people acquainted with 
Burma have been satisfied that the Mandalay Railway ought to start from Tonn- 
goo rather than from Prome. The arguments in favour of the Toungoo route are 
brie^ as follows. The distouce from Toungoo to Mandalay is, probably, about 
60 Blues foss titan from Prome to Mandalay ; tiie country and the marts along 
the Drawaddy vall^ are adequately served by the Irrawaddy river with its 
.eteoiners and boats, whereas tne tract from Ningyan to Kyaukra and Migidalay

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18 absolntely vitiboafc any means of throng em^tmontoation wltaiev^; ii is ttnuh 
better to carry a railway tbrongb a iaod>lockedi tract wiUioat oooimiiiideatieiui 
tban to put it down alongside a fine navi^ble^ver ; the Toonj^ jionte aefyaa 
the passes and caravan paths into the Shan States, some of the stationd 
within a dozen miles or so of the months 6f the Shan passes, whereas the Ijnra* 
waddy Talley route would be scores of miles from the nearest of Uie pasd^' Into 
the Shan bills ; the Toungoo rente is mOTa likely fi 04 ;o near coal* sonroesthairtbe 
Prome route. For these reasons it deems clear that the Tonngoo mate is pro* 
ferable to tbe.Prome and Irrawaddy Valley route.* 

Beyond Tonngeo the first obligatory p<mt is Ningyan, *a town,.^ i^nt 
12/)00 inhabitants, a place of considerable timber trade, and a mart to which 
Bhan caravans much resort. The line from Tonngoo to Ningyan has been survey* 
ed and aligned by the Bailway Engineers. The distance is 69 miles ; the levels 
show a rise of 140 feet between Tonngoo and Ningyan ; the only large stream is 
tlie Swa, which will perhaps require 860 feet of waterway with two openings of 
100 feet. Beyond Ningyan the line must go Up the valley, at places ImrCly 16 
miles broad, between the Shan hills on the east and the Pegu Yoma range on 
the west. This valley loads straiglit to YamOthin, which is the largest trade 
mart between Ningyan and towns on the Irrawaddy river. Yamithin is at the 
water-partingf between the Irrawaddy and Sittang rivers. Yam&tbin is, pro* 
babl^, the highest point on tlie lino to Mandalay ; according to barometrical 
readings it is abont 800 feet aho\6 rail-level at Ningyan, or 440 feet above Toun* 
goo. This section from Ningyan to Yamcthin is about 65 miles in length ; it 
• crosses two cousidorfible streams, the Ngaleik, close to Ningyan, and the Siuthd, 
which will require rospoctivoly about 000 and 1,000 feet of waterway.' The line 
has been reouunoitred and a traverse has been made from Ningiau to Yamcthin, 
and the survey of that part of the line is now being pushed on. 

North of Yamcthin the line will take the best and stcaiglitest route for 
KyaukstV Notes taken from the mouths of Natives who know this route seem to 
show that the line would go by Pyawbwt\ Nyaungyaii, Wuudwin, to a point on 
the Panlanug river nehr Myiuha, whence it would run straight into Eyaukse. 
A. reconiiDissance of Ihe route from Pyawbw6 to the Panlaung ri\er has been made 
and no high ground has been euoouutered. This section, from Yain^thiii to the 
Panlaung. may be about 65 miles ; it will have to cross the Samoa river, and 
may have to cross it twice. The Panlaung bridge will not be a formidable affair. 
The section from the l*aulautig river to Mandalay is about 60 miles. This 
length, from Mandalay to Kyanksd, has been surveyed and the site for the bridge 
over the Myitng*' has been selected.

The cost of the line is estimated at about 183 lakbs of rupees or, at an eaduiuge 
of 1«. (W. per rupee, about £1,872,000. Sanction to its construction was received 
early iir November, aud work was stonce begun at Tonngoo and Ningyau, and a 
little later at Mandalay.’ It is hoped that rails will be laid from Tonngoo to Nin* 
gyan and from Mandalay to Kyankse before Joly next. But the achievement oP 
this result depends much on the early arrival of rails from £n|^nd,

tlive for muix years keept a fleet ot ^no river steamers plying on* upper and 
loWftr waters irfibe Irrawaddy. They enjoy a Government auDridy for earryiug tlie 
mails and muntaining a regular packet serviee to Mandalay and Bhamo. Tlia 
ambont of ^e subsidy was reduced by 80 per cent, iu December 1885, Notwi^* 
standing this reduction, the FlotiUa Company have done mnefa more forl&e 
country since annexation than tihey did before. They have put on express single* 
handed steamers to run, once a week each wty, between Lower Burma and l£tn* 
diday ; they run regular weekly steamers to and from Bhamo instead of monthly 
or fortnightly steamers as siipnlated in the former contract ; they have put 
steamers on short intermediate rnns from Mandalay to Kyaukmyanng and from 
Mandalay to Myinmn ; they have begun to ply regnlarly on the Myitng^ river ; 
and during the rainy season tliey ran steamers on the Chindwiu. All these 
additional lines are newly established since annexation ; they are of great benefit 
to tbecunutry ; in process of time the Flotilla Company will probably make a pro- 
fit by them ; and iwo of them are perhaps already }>ayiug thoir way. For these 
new lines tne Company have up to tl»e present time received no subsidy ; hut they* 
get, as a matter of course, a good deal of Government custom ; and a subsidy is 
to be paid when steamers are run regularly throughout the year on the Chindwiu 
river. A small guard of troops or disciiilined police is placed uo every steamer. 
So far unit a single steamer has been attacked either when plying or when 
anchored for the night. No steamer on the Irrawaddy or its tributaries* has 
been Qred upon since the Expedition came up in November last, except the first 
few steamers that took troops to the Upper Chindwiu. Even on that river no 
steamer has been fired on siuoe tlio 8tb dune, two days before British troops 
occupied Kindat. To patrol the rivers, to keep down rivpr piracy, to prevent 
armed bauds of r«*bels or dacoits crossing the rivers, and to facilitate the move* 
meut of troops from place to place, there arc on the Irrawaddy and its tributaries 
three large Government steamers and a number of 'smaller armed launches. 
Additions to this armed flotilla w’ill soon he made, for at present the Native boat 
trade on the Irrawaddy is by uo means safe from riA'or piracy, and the river trade 
has iu consequence declined greatly. 

On the short reach of the 8itta.ng, w'hich is navigable from Tonngoo to Nin* 
gyan for a few month.s of the y<iar the Bombay Burma Corporation, iu return 
for a considerable subsidy, maintained during the wet season a service of light 
draught lannches. But Hie depth of river is not constant and the service worked 
irregularly. 

19. The establishment, improvement, and extension of telegraphic com* 

mniiication were among the earliest matters to which 
• ««rap 1 . attention was directt'd after the fall of Mandalay. The 

first object was to restore and maintain telegraphic communication between Man- 
dalay and Rangoon. A line from Mandalay to Bie Lower Burma frontier was 
a]ready*iD existence, but it was necessary to re-construct it and to provide foy its 
regular maintenance. This has been done with no small moasure ot ^success in 
apite of frequent interruptions occasioned by dacoits and at times by natural 
eanses. A second wire was laid later, in the year from Mandalay and Myingyan ; 
and the ^at pressure of traffic, chiefly caused by the large number of omeial 
messages, has recently rendered necessary the prolongation of the second wire from 
Hyingyan to the frontier. This extension is now aliqost complete. A line from 
<^po8ite Minbla to T&imgdwingyi, which existed in the time of the late Govern* 
mmit, has beei^kept open with some nnfrequent interruptions throughout the year. 
Telcfi^pkfo comnwicaiion has also been open for some months lietween Myiu- 

g oa and Tamfohin ; and a line was constructed from Tonngoo to Yamdthin, but 
a section between YamSthin and Ningyan has never l^n open for reguUur 
taUfic. lYie opening of through commnnication between Myingyan and Toungoo 
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by tbw lice will isoon be elBE^t^. A aew Uuft h|lM be^ laSd, frcnit 34aii4li»7 to 
Bbwiebo and Ye*i}, aitd it ie orc^Ktaed to pp«i oommnnioatipBs tram t'e'ii to tlio 
Cbiodwin stations. Heoimiiy h petmamolk line bas been e<mstinurted to KyaBjind 
Mid a flying line to Xdnbo in tbe Mandalay disteiet. ¥ot some montbs fast tbe 
constructioii of a Une from Maodalay to Baanfo has been in progress* aad 
line will, it is hoped, be completed early nmct year^ As soon as a ganrison if, 
flnnl^ establisbM at the b^qnarters .of the Enby Mines *tel^apbio com* 
mnnication will be established between Mo|5k and Mandalay. K view of the 
jnroposed expedition to the Bhan States arrangements have b^n made for carry- 
ing a line from a conveniept station on theMyingyan-Yamd^in Une to Bnaingdet* 
and thence as soon as the expedition shurts to Nyanngywd or Inleywi^ where i| is 
probable that the Superintendent of tbe Bhan States will iake np his resideoce. 
The work doi^ by the officers of tbe» Telegraph Pejpartment bse contributed rnneh 
to tbe oonvenienoe of tlie civil and military administration in Upper Burma. 

20. Some mention is required of the natural resources of the country. 

agricaltana prodaeis, such as rice, whest, 
^ maize, and other cereals, which me grown in many 
parts of Upper Burma in large quantities, the country was believed to be rich in 
mineral weidth. A Scientific examinatiou of the mineral resources of the province 
has been begun by the Geological Survey. Pending the completion of that ex» 
amination, some ascertained facts bearing on tlie subject m^ be provisionally 
recorded. 1'be country about Mogfik to the north-east of the Mandalay district is 
^the richest, if not the only rnby-producing tract yet discovered. The ruby mines 
and the produce thereof are, and always have been, a State monopoly. The 
inhabitants of this tract are said to have certain undefined rights of working for 
rubies subject to their selling all tbe output to Government or its uommees. A 
force with a Civil Officer is on its way to the Ritby Minos which will, it is hoped, 
be occupied by the close* of the current montli. One of the first duties of the 
Deputy Commissioner of the new district will be to verify what the rights of tbe 
people really are and how far tliey are supported by acknowledged custom or 
conoesBiou by past rulers of Ava. The late King claimed as royal perquisites 
all the rubies above a certain weight. This claim caused the finders either to 
secrete or break up the large and more valuable stones. Still the King used to 
get from the monopoly a yearly revenue of considerable amount. Airangemonts 
are now under consideration for working the mines either by the agency of lessees 
or otherwise and for realizing a revenue therctrora. 

Of gold and silver mines nothing trustworthy is known. Gold-washing is 
practised in the Katha district ; but as far as can be ascertained the result is of no 
great value. 

Jade is found in large quantity, and amber in small quantities, about the 
bead-waters of the Chindwin, tlie Mogaung, and other higher affluents of tbe 
Irrawaddy. Tbe dealers in and the users of jade are Chinese merchants. Tbe 
stone is a Government monopoly, and the fiu-mer of the monopoly has in past 
times paid as much as £5,000 a year. The jade exported through Lower Burma 
seaports used to be valued at £60,000 or £70,000 a year, and a good deal went 
to Cliina vtd Bharao. Very small pieces of jade of the best quality sometimes 
fetch enormous prices; but, on the other hand, great blocks which do not meet the 
connoisseur's views go for next to nothing ; and the only markets for jadp ue 
China and Japan. 

But the most valuable of the Upper Burma minerals is likely to be coal, whidi 
is found in qnantitv at — 

(i) the Tuingadaw coal-field on the left Jwnk of the Irrawaddy, some 
70 mues above Mandalay, and within a few miles of the rives ; 

(ii) the Kald coal-field, about 150 miles up tbe Ghizfflwm river, aad 

3 miles frdhi the main stream ; 

(iii) the Panlaung coal-field, with the most accessible known ontercqi at

(iv) more than one place on ^ Shan plateau.

dithm hiid otwupicd llogmk. tbt bwd^arten of ttw Botr UwM, «a A* STth Poo w hir , 
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GoaUfield No. 1 vas oxaimned and re^rted upon by Dr. Oldham, and a 
oonsignmeut of the coal was tried on the'King's stMuners. Coal from the Kal^ 
field has been burnt this year and in past years on the Chindwin steamers, and 
isprononneed to be excellent fael. The seams are thick and the dip of the strata 
is moderate. Several tons from the Panlanng outcrop were brou^it some years 
ago to Mandalay for trial ; but no account of the result of the trial can bo found. 
It may be hoped that, after these coal sources have been inspected and reported on 
by the officer ofUie Geological Survey,' who has lately arrived, capitalists will before 
long come forward to work the coal. When the railway opens to Mandalay there 
should be an annual demand for 20,000 or 00,000 tons of the Thingadaw coal, if 
it proves to be' good fuel. If a branch railway ever comes to Myiugyan, tliere 
ought to be an active demand fur the KalS coal. Meanwhile arrangements have 
been made for raising and stocking 1,000 tons of the Kale coal on the Chindwin, 
3 miles from the quarry, for the use of steamers on tlio Chindwin. It may bo 
hoped that before long the extraction of coal will be started at one or more of the 
coal-fields described auove. 

21. Allusions have been made in a previous paragraph of this report to the 
„ , ^ collection of revenue during the past vear, but the 

v*uue nui nwicis. subjcct requires somewhat fuller notice. The prin- 

cipal sources of revenue in Up{)cr Burma in the time of the late Governiuent 
were — 


(ij capitation-tax or thatiameda ; 

(ii) monopolies ; 

(iii) rent of royal lands ; 

(iv) tribute from the Sbaii States ; 

(v) irrigation-tux ; 

(vi) forests ; 

(vii) earth-oil. 


Of these sources of revenue we have abandoned that dorived*from the institution 
of monopolies, except the monojxdies of jirocious st-ones and jade and amber, 
which it is proposed to retain. Under the head of Shan tribute we have os yet 
realized nothing. The aiuonnt realized in the time of tlie rx-King was about 
AMiJjOOO a year, in addition to which about X'75,()()0 a year was collected by means 
of imposts and restrictions on the importation and sale of Iftpet (pickled tcja), the 
most valuable product brought down from the Shan States. The revenue 
derived from the monopoly of Iftpet has been given up and the trade of the Sbau 
States will be proportionately benefited. Jf the I’olitical Officer, who is shortly 
to be sent to visit the Shah States, succeeds in establishing friendly ndutions 
with most of the ruling Kawbwas, it may he hoped that we siiall tbiR year realize 
some portion of the animal tribute. Some revenue will also be obtained from 
stamps, salt, and customs duties, and excise, sources of revenue which were not 
open to the Burmese Government. The accounts of the year not having yet been 
made up, no figures of the actual realizations under these lufnds arc readily availa- 
ble. The estimate under these heads amounts to about .1:20,000, most of which 
we may reasonably expect to realize. On account ‘of dutifis on jade and precious 
stones about £400 have already been collected in the Bhamo district ; and if 
the arrangements for the working of the ruby mines are completed early in the 
coming cMendar year, we may hope to realize about £20,000 under this head. 

On account of forest revenue the collections have already exceeded £10,0(X> 
during the present calendar year, and a possible return of £40,000 in all may 
be expected. Tbe forests arc at present worked by lessees, who pay either fixed 
sums or royalty on timber extracted. 

But the chief source of revenue during the current year must necessarily be 
the capitaiion-tax and the rent of royal lands and irrigation-tax. Itevenoe has 
been collected daring the enrrent year in almost every district in Upper Burma, 
though in some the realizations are insignificant. According to the latest returns 
from Uie districts, for which figures have been supplied for the most part only to

For other districts statistics are not available, and those given above are merely 
approximate. It is anticipated that a considerable amount of revenue will be 
realized before the close of the year in the Mandalay and Kyaukse districts, where 
the rent'poying lands are extensive. In the matter of revenue collection District 
Officers have been instructed to observe as far as possible local customs, to re- 


commend liberal remissions in the case of people who have suffered from attacks 
by dacoits, and to make no demand for the past year I880-BB. 

22. lu conclusion the legislatiuu of the year affecting Upper Burma may 
■ be briefly noticed. On tho 20th November 1886, 

ecent egi* atwn. exactly one year after tlio British occupation of 


Mandalay, the Upjier Burma Laws Act came iutu force. This Act applies to the 
ivhole of Upper Burma, with the exception of the Shau States, the Indian Bcnal 
Code, without material alteration or addition, the Evidence Act, with one unim- 
portant variation, and with some modifications of detail a number of general Acts, 
sueh as are necessary for the administratiou of tiie country. It formally legal- 
izes the provisional instructions under which tiie administration has been carried 
on during Uio past year and indemnities public officers for all acts done with the 
approval of the local Ooverumont from the date of tho capture of Miuhla to the com- 
mencement of the Act. It containsalso afew’ provisions necessary to enable districts 


4o be constituted and other admiuisirativo maoltiuery set iu motion, in the towu 
of Mandalay, where there is a large mercantile community, a more com|)iete body 
of statute law, piiucij>ally in respect of matters affecting contracts and civil rights 
and duties, has been introduced. Kogulati.ms tc* provide for the administration 
of civil and criminal justice and for the acquisition of laud for public purposes 
have been sanctioned by the Governor-General in Oouiicil iu accordance with the 
statute 86 Vic., Chapter 8. By the Criminal Justice iiegulutiuu the Code^uf Crimi- 
nal Procedure has betu introduced, with some modihcatioiis of detail, into Upper 
Burma. Tho chief variations from the Code, as it prevails in other parts of the 
Empire, consists iu the limitation of the riglit of appeal, the investiture of 
District Magistrates with the powers of Sessions Courts, tho simplification of the 
procedure for recording the evidence of witnesses, and the prohibition of the 
reversal of judicial decisions on technical grounds. In respect of the confir- 
mation of capital sentences, the mode of execution, and most other matters 
connected with the administration of the criminal law, tlie roles in force iu other 


parts of India now apply to Upper Burma. The Civil Justice liegnlatiou provides 
for the cousmutiuu of regular Courts for the trial of civil suits and prescribe 
a procedure similar to but somewhat .simpler than that contained in tiie C^vU 
Procedure Code. In tRe town ol Mandalay a Civil»Court consisting of two Judges 
is established and the Code of Civil Procedure is prescribed for the guidance of 
the Court. The Land Acquisition llegolatiou provides a procedure for the acquisi- 
liuu of land by Government for public purposes and by Companies based upon and 
closely fonowinjv the procedure laid down by the ordinary law. Besides tiiese 
Begnlatious, which have become law, there are now under the oonsideratiea ol 
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the Governm«iit of lndi& drafts of fiegalations ^ provide for the registration of 
doouments relating to tiie transfer of laud, for the control of the traffic in preciona 
stones, for the management of the forests, and lor the enlistment and daphne 
of the military police. The preparation of ftegnlatioDs doaling with excise and 
revenne administration is in contemplation. For the present those matters are 
dealt with under the provisional instructions, which have acquired the force of law 
under the Upper Burma Laws Act.
